But as, fiirt, the focts are often 
conveyed in lanKnnRo difficult to understand, and ««, woondly, 
tJift whole Bcience of phonnlo^y 13 very rccpnt, and tho obaerrationa 
and cxpc'rimentfi on which it hoa to be hnwid nre still ucciiniuliiting, 
— so that for fxample my own view» heru hud lu undergo luony 
chai]gi:« during thf compilution of thiH work as the mntorials for 
fcrmiag: them inci-easod,— my conclusions may bo frequently cuUol 
in queBtion. Nothing is no Bntipfiictoir to myself as to eoo Uicm 
orurhauk'd by competent hands and heads, and no outi con hv more 
huppy tliun mysolf to find a guide who can put mo right oa doubt- 
ful pyintn.

In the present Part 1 have cudoavoured to make pome additions 
to our phcnolt-gical knowledge, and I beUeve that my examination* 
of ufpirutiou [pp. 1125-lHC), and my theory of fnitlures and 
junctures (pp. 1307-1317), already bri<?Uy c«mmunic.atrd to the 
Philrilrrgicjil S«cictj', ore real additions, which will be found to affeot 
B very wide philologiojil area. Tlie examinations of UriDp Indian 
pponunciation (pp. 1136-1140), thongh merely clonjentary, together 
with the account of anniont Indian alphabetics as collected, through 
Prof. Wbitiicy's translation, from the Athama Veda PrAti^Akhya 
(pp. 1336-1338), may also prove of use in Aryan philology. But 
one of the most impoirtant additions that I have b»'n nhlu to make 
to otir philolopfftl knowledge and apparatus conaialB of thoHO 
extraordinary identifications of Vowel Sounds in forly-fivc European 
huigaaccs, each gnaranteed by an example (pp. 1298-1307), wliich, 
together with an almost exhaustive list of tho eoamnants foond in 
aetual use (pp. 1352-1357), I owe to the linjruistie knowledge and 
kindnc'SH of Prince Lohu Lucien Bonaparte, who has worked for 
oie as hard and ungrudgingly aa any of my other kind coutributora, 
whose names {quae nune praeteriitre Ionium ett) arc eaeh gi^'t'n aa 
their contributjuns occur, and — if erer I i-eaeh thiit ultima Tiidtf of 
authorship, my much-ncedt-d, and etiJt more dreaded indices — will 
be duly chronicled alphabetically and referred e«ch to hia own 
work. The nnmber of helpem — ladies I am glad to think, ai 
well as gentlemen, aye, and men and women lubounng with hands 
as well as with hoed — who have so kindly and uiLstintingly helped 
me in this work, and specially in the coIIrMrtions which will form 
thfc staple of Part V., serre to shew not only the unexpected 
intfrext which so many feel in tho sabjccb, hut the vast amount of 
good fellowship and co.opcrativc feeliof; by which alone we cu 
hope to build up the gigantic edifice of philology.

Wiokler, because, like our own, these Low Oermun dialects (witli 
the exception of modem Duteli, whlfh is a literary form of pro- 
rincial Hullandish), have developed vutiivl}' without the contnil of 
the i^rniiiinarian, the afhimliuiLfter, and the aiitlitr. To philologitita 
generally, thix wild, unkempt development of language is very 
preciouH indeed. The theory of vegetable transformation waa 
developed by Goethe from a monstrosity. The theory of linguistic 
transformation C4in only be properly studied ftom monstrositioa 
naturally evolved, not nrlificially superinduced. And for pro- 
nnnciatton thii ut tttill more emphjitieally true tlian for ronstnictian 
and vocabulary, for prfjnundalion is far more sensitive to trana- 
forming influences. Hence 1 consider that my work is under th« 
greatest obligation to Winkler's, and that in devoting so mnch 
iqiaoc to an abfltroct nf his speeimetis, reduced to tbc wme palaeo* 
typic expreBsion of t^und which I have employed througrhout, I 
hare been iicLiu)^ nioet strieUy iu thu intend of £urly Englisk 
PniouQeiultL'ti itsell'. 

Let me, indeed, particularly cinpliaei»e the fact that not even 
the KligbtcRt deviation has been made from the coumc of my 
investi^tion into English pronuneiation by taking the(<c dialeota 
into eonsideration.

It i« mainly owing to the diiUectol differences of tho«o triboa 
and pUtOCfl of their .sc^ttleTnent^ in Britain (the history of which ia 
pTon in an nxrnllent epitome hy Mr. Oreen) that the chnraeter of 
our dtalettA, old and new, was determined. But they did not all 
come over to Britnin. Uvi^r the same Kleswiek and Holstein, Jtit- 
la&d and Frii-idand, dwelt iind still dwell denccjidants of the same 
people. Philotogicnlly we all know tho great importuneu uf the 
row aodent monoracnta which have remained of their speeeh pra* 
nnrved in mnmistic or legal titermturn.

In other cwks, fs|ivcially in tho im- 
portant works of i'rice nod Joiiv*', mtich diftkulty aru^e from the 
umbiKiiity of thvtr xyoibi^U. Thus if one were to nay that iV waa 
Muinded tut (' iii lie and tiwt, it would be difficult to gaca» tliat tho 
first WM (lai) and the »ound (siv), nlthoiigh {m, i) are two commoB 
sounds of I. Still tho rcnult^ are very iuUireiitiiig, l)ecaiiM> iu this 
xvnth eenhiry the pronunciation of Kngluh nltcred rapidly, and 
many wordn were sounded in a »lyle, whiih, owing to the iiiHui-neo 
of OUT orthocpistA of tho xnu th and xix th centuries, is now 
grncrally condemned, although well known among the less educated 
vIoNicfi. It may he doubted whtlher our language has goiue-d in 
»tri<ngth, us it luia certainly guiuL-d in harshoefis and in diOlculty, 
by the orthographical system of orthoepy which it ha« lately be^ 
tiie fashion to laBiHt upon, but as such a Eiystcm is thoroughly 
lutificial, and results frecj^ueutly in the produetion of sounds which 
never formed ao orftauic^y d«veloi)«d jiait of our htnguage, it i« 
rather to be regretted than admired. 

The following i« not a complete Tocahiilary, m that would be far 
too extensive, but it embraces all Ihoso wonln in Wallis, WilWins, 
Price, Cooper, English Scholar, Micge and Jon('», which Htruek nic 
an being in .wme respect noteworthy, breauw they illuRtrate some 
ElixulH-than u^ugo or shew a tnm«tion from the xvith eenturr, 
or a peeuliur but lost iwund, or un early iiiKtance of some well* 
known Houod now heard, or give the authority for t«ome ppsnunciu- 
tiona now well known hut considered inilgar or inelegant, or exhibit 
wliat wore orcn iu tho xmth century reprobated as barbarisms or 
vulgaiitiei. 

1) Walus does Dot fuminh a long lint, but the vowels in tho 
evented KyllablM which he gives mny be depended upon ; in some 
ruaex of conMinantn uud iinaccmtt'd vowuls 1 ilo not feci «o necure. 

2) WtiXTHs's lut in very short, ami biw been already given in the 
example of hii writini;. In this vocabulary the words are TO- 
ipellfd to Mgnify the sounds he probably meant to convey. 

3) PucB is uncortoin, bometimes cTcn in the accented btIUIiIh, 
owing to tho defects of bin notation. His short o has been as< 
lilimcd as (j), but tlirougliout this century U, a) ore difficult to 
distinguish, nod perhaps (a) prevailed mont widelv thou at preMJit 
Kren now tmUh, tcmtt, are perhape more oileu ealled (wotab, Wdnt) 
than (wAtah, wAiit), th« latter sounds being rather Ameriean than 
Euglish, which, again, is to some extent eridence of their xao in 
the xTii th ceotory.

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5) "The romplete Engluh Scholar, by a Toung Schofllmastcr,"

aullior vortaitWs Wwir votrect prunnnciation, tor a li^t of which 
I nm indrbud to the kiiulQfi«s of Sir. Fayne. These le-spelliogs 
I hnre gctterally annexed. 

6) 3IiEo£ being a FrencbmaB, and erideotly but imperfectly 
8«izi[iK ttiu £DKli^ sounds, fanx to be interpreted by eadcavoaring 
to di«eorer (i»( whut were the MOiimb he meunt to eonvey by his 
DotatioD, hut) the looncU whivh were Uki^ly to have exeited iu kim 
the seUAattons betrayed by his letteni. This v% of course a diffleult 
mod s dtliwitc o|icmtion, ond I may have often bliuidcrctl over it, 
so that I biive fn-que&tly felt it be«t to annex either liis own 
aotation or the giH of his renuurk. 

7) lojrE* fumiihes the mo«t extensire list, and in every reRpect 
the most remarkable port of the rocahulary, becnu*o his object was 
to lead any person who eould speali, to spell, and therefore he has 
chfuoided Dumeroas unrf-oognuced or "a1iit=iivp" pmnunrialions 
besidca those whieh were " eurtomary and fafliionable." By adrl- 
ing SDoh olMcn'attons aa " obuidrely, samctinies, oAeii, commouly, 
aoimdod by wme, belter," I have tried to convey a eorrect im- 
pmBOB as to the ^nenUity of the protuinciatioii, w far ait Jonce'H 
own itatcmentB go. 1 hare not always felt perfectly confident of 
the correctneaa of my interpretiitiun, owing to \m ambiguous 
notation, and 1 am not quite clear us to the ilistiuction which he 
draws between it, hit, which should be (it, brt)^n <li«iinctiwn uf 
whieh DO other author taken any notice ; the first hv- cnn!)i(len« us 
the nhort of re (ii), and treata of under m, the second he treats of 
in owijunttion with i (oi).

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CHAPTER X. 

IlLCSTRATIOSS of THB PRONUXCIATION OF ENGLISH DURING 
THK EiaHTKEKTH CbXTVIIT. 

§ I. Semt Eitglith OrtlmpiiU of the Ei^Kitenih Century. 

The pronunoiiition of the rvm th century is peculiarly intoresting 
U forming tlie tranntion to thnt now in xtm, nnd n» being thn "oM- 
&shioned " hnbit of ap<?cch which wo may still hear occosioTiaUy 
(torn octogcQarianfl. Those who, liko tlie author, can rocollcct liov 
very oUl people FpoTic forty or fifty yeara ago, will sUll hottPr iin- 
dentand the in<lic:at.iu&H, unhappily mtliiT iiHlistitnH, which an> 
ftunitlwd by the nunjcrous urthuepi^ts of tho latter liiUf of the 
rvnith century. In the present section Bome of Ihone which had 
cot been contfuitcd in Chiip. 111. will he aotioadt and ti epciimcn of 
Buchauim's pmnnuctiLtiou will be given. In the next, two .Imerican 
orthoepists will lie considered. These are ospociaUy interesting, 
bccansc thf pronunoiiition preserved in New England in older than 
that of the mother-coantiT. 

To i(r. Payne I am in^htcd for an aoquaintancc with Tx)diard's 
Ommmar, which dorotM 270 T>ag«« to a coimdcratiun of EngHidi 
pronunciation and oithography in 1725. Aa the author had Ftuilicd 
Wallia's treatise, and expluuu tho pronunciation by Qenuon letters, 
it seomt advimblo to givo rather a full aucount of Ids concluaionfi.

To fonn a better notioa of the melting of the pronunciation cur- 
rent in the xm th century inlo that of the ivm Ih, which is the 
direct Bonroe of the pronuiKiatioo now in iiw, T have collected 
many nntpworthy jironiinriulions fmm tlio writers nhovc namotl. 

1) The Eu'KKi OiEioouiLAi'iiii^, 1701, rxUibittt liii turly fonn 
of the genuine xriiith wntury prununciatiou, wliich partly was im 
imticipntion of whiU becamr rurrent fifty jreara liil<T, ami partly 
rntaincfi the old funnfi. The murkod iKM!uliurity in in thu wurua 
ooutaiuiiiK ta, which were forced into (ii) beyoud what ftft^rwanis 
iwoeived the sanction of nae. ^'ot too macb value is tu be uttributed 
to this writer OS representing the general proaimciidioa of the 
period. At most liv bi-ar* the aame rt'lation t*^ Jones, that Halt 
did to Smith in tJio xnth ccntnr}*. But thurw is this difference, 
tliat Hart was a triivclU il, i-duratt-d man, and the Orlhoffrapliiat WM 
eTidcntly a thinl-ratc Eiigliih ttncher, unused to educated society. 

2) DrcHE, 1710, is of but very limited use, as lie merely de- 
acribai the soundn in the accented HyllabWif of a &w woi-dn, and 
doei) not symbolize Ibmn with snffiuiciit acourucy. The sounds 
hero gjren arc tlienrforo nithei' guosaea thao tmnseripU tu scvend 
instJUirM. 

ft) BraiAXAir, 17GG, was not only a Scotchmiinr but bod many 
Scotch prorliTities, which render hia vocatpuluiy Huspii-ious in part*. 
Thus, it cannot be suppo».Hl that tho Eaglish langua^ hud #hort (i) 
and not (i), in comjictitiuu and siitiihir wonln, which is a lh(jit>ughly 
Scotch pecnUarity, or that any but a Seutehmaa culled druiikm 
^drA'u). There H«ems reason to suppose that many, perhaps most, 
perhaps all, of Bnchanan's short c's, here marked hs {S), woni pru- 
n'lunccd l)y him iw (<?), thus patt could hardly liave been (p-'Mt), 
although it could not be marked otherwise tn aroordonce with hU 
notation, as this p^o^^O(^iutiun mil not harmonize at all with 
fnuast, poost) friven by othci-s, whereas (post) would only be a 
Ewotch pronDnciatioi) of (poo^). ^evcrthek-ss, tlie campletaDfiM 
a&d eoriy dote of this attempt to "c^tflbliKh a Htandurd for an 
riegutt and uuifortn pronun«mtion of the Kngludi laugimge," has 
lOuered it nece>>8ury to go tliruugli tliu whole, and select eueh 
wotds as on any oecount seemed worthy of prcKervntion. 

4} FiLLyKi.i», 17tlfi, hut only Icll us the fruKtnciit prit]t«>d in tbe 
precediuK B«;lion. A fow wonla have hero been st'lected, and their 
otthogtaphy has been corrected sa as to tvpreaent what Franklin 
apparently meant to convey. 

6) BnuuDur, 1780, connnencca a wrrics of pronooneing diction- 
arieH, whitli will Uore be carefully passed over, bnt his near ap- 
proach to Buchanan and Pranklin, and hia peculiarities, wliich must 
rcptt^cQt some pronunciations corrcnt during tbut penodj doaluid 
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thou^ tbej bo vith his own orthocpUHc fancies, roodenKl him 
the proper termination of Ihe^e roiwurcbcs. All the words tflkcn 
from Burhaiian hiive therefore been compnml vith 8hm(lan. Kcin- 
rick*» iJotuliariUfa can be sufflc-iently ju jgctl from hin drscriptluoit of 
the Towcis, given nbove. Hence it has not bt.>cn thought Ri^ce8nry 
to add his pronunciatioiia to Shcritlan'?, with which the)' wore so 
nfurly contemponiry.

The Icttrre 0, T), B, F, 8, placed after the pronunciations, refer 
to tlieAi? Qiithoritica in order. The trniiitonpl hiw born niwle afW 
much consideration, but there arc some dontttfut points. It i» 
probeble that the (o) assigned to the Orthogmphirt and Dyche, did 
not difler from Sheridan's (a). It is only Buchnuun who seem* 
to make a diflurcncu between (o) uul (x), and, as wo have seen, 
thia may have ariwa (rum his Boying («) and (a).

This value of the letters scomfl to hav« b«rn, 
baaod on the eci'losiostical pronuni^iation of Latin, and considering 
th-it Latin letters wBie introduced by priests, and Uint pric^t^ wuru 
long the unly wriboa (abcwu by our modern u«o yf the won.1 (ltrk\ 
soiu a conclunon has some d priori prubability. In Chup. VI. it 
win be seen that the actual divurvity of prouunciiitiou grndtinlly 
OTcrpowcird orthography, wbioh, nttvr tli« aucceasfiil phonetic effort 
of the XVI th century ia introducing tlic distinctiona «, «a and oa, «a» 
Mibaided into tradition and printing-office hahita. in Scotland 
indeed an approach to systematic orthography dcTclopcd itAclf at 
the eooclQnon of the xrth century, und this thimceforth distiut-tly 
aeporateB the Scotch front tho Eiigliah urLliogrnpby.^

1 slmli have to rucortL 1 vuduavoured on onu occtuion 
to lEiarTL Honietiiiiig; by accompanyiog a (^ntleman, rmtlent neai 
TotncsH in Devonshire, while ho was Bpcakin^ to hia own worlini«l, 
and listening with all my ears to their replies, noting tliom from 
memoxy immediately on my return to tlio houw. But this is 
obvioufily a tnigmtmUuy, although a cuni{>amtively eafe, method, and 
ooneunics much time. Tito usual and quiokest, bat not tiie safest 
plan, is to catch a penun of oducatioii, as a oler^man or Burgoon, 
who haa Iiod Crfo tutcruourse with natives, or elm a nativo bom, 
and collect the wunds from hi* lips. In the first case, however, 
tlwy are dilutvd by false impresaioiu, as wh^a one leanu Frooch 
proniincintion from a German. Iu tho itecoiiil they arc apt to be 
faded mcmorios, much spoiled by cxpo-nire to the Ught of rcocircd 
pronunciatione. It is for thcee reasons perhaps that wc seldom find 
ertrif Kord in a dialectal specimen written phonetically. Many of 
the little words, which failed to uttruet attention, uru passed uvor, 
and of those written pliouetieaUy only the mo^ striking parti* aro 
indicated, oud the writer seeks to deviate (like Mr. BamoB in his 
Hceuud fic-rius of D^^rstt potims) as little as [xjssibk' from the usual 
oithogntphy. This in all very well for one who knows the dialect 
already. For an outrnder it is merely tantalisipg or mlBlcading.* 

But, even with phonetic training, and willing and eompolcnt 
teaehcn, it is difScolt to henr the sonndt^ really uttered, if only a 
short time is at command. We know, by the frc()uont miaheonng 
of name*, or of mioxpcctcd words, although every sound in (hem 
u perfectly familiar, how extremely Iroubleaome it is to catch luw 
combinations of oU sounds. AVhrn Uith sounds and combinattuna 
are Rtraugo, as in a dialect or foreign language, this dilhiulty is 
materially increased. Xlie sounds of language are very fieetiug. 
Bach element occupies a vcrj- minute part of a second. Hany 
elementaore much hurried over, and all are altered by combinatioo, 
exprcanon, patch, tntonntion, emotion, age, sex, national formation. 
Wo hear as much by gcnc-ml effu't, nUhcr Oian by tbo study of 
tndividuid elements, as wo often reail a mannscript rather by the 
hok of words than by the forma uf their k't1«[rv. Hence if tlte loa- 
goage is unknown, both Hpokcn and written words become unin- 
telligible. The ear must have hred among tho sounds, to know 
them instantauotiusly at the most hurriod encounter, to be able to

By aetfnt I loeaii a promiiieace inTariublir ^^^ii to oDe or more 
tgJlahlf in It tcorJ, un all occasions when it is u»(.-<l, iinJciM npi^iul 
rea»uiix miiiirc attention to be ilrafm to one of tltn other sylubtea. 
Uy faipkatiM I mean a prominoncc given to OQo or mort; w«r<I« in a 
elaiu^, varying with tbo mood and intention of the speaker. Accc-nt 
in therefore " fixed," and empTwrns is " frue." The mode in which 
prominenoe u given mny be tfao same in each, but as aoocnted 
aylLibleB may oouor in emphatic vonls, tlie ellwts of empham 
nrait be coQtudvred iiKkpenduntiy of tlie eficcls of accent. Modem 
Tonilication is ){uidi-d br prumiui-uce, wliL-ther due to ucvujt or 
empbasiB. i'romiuenee in Englitdi iic(.'ent is due principiilly to force, 
occanoning grenter hudnn* of the nio!it rocal parta of a aylluble, 
mnd greater cit4sm»u. The nt>[i-pruiiiiiipiit KylliibK'd, ec»ininonlT 
called unaecentrd, are nnually deficient in force, and in Kngliab 
decidedly obscure. ObKurily ia, however, no necemorj- nccompani- 
mcDt of want of force, and not associated with it in all litnt^ngM, 
Tbe same ia tnte for uncmphatic ayllables. There are many motio- 
eyUoblfiB wbieh in English njicecb arc hubituuUy ouiled with ono 
anotber, and with the adJHrcnt words, so a» to form teuipuiury ni-w 
words, HO fitr iw pronunciation is eoaccmed. It is only our oabits 
of writinR which lead ub to L-onsidcr them as distinct. In this 
OQUibiaHtiou they hiITit altcndioUH in varimis wnyo, but thiw are 
halMtuallj diaregaixlt-d in orthography; and the que§lion of how for 
thay aliotild be rucu^ixed in any rcfunuatton of spelling ia at 
prcaent quite uDsettled. Most Engli^ phonolo^ts havo writtea 
a p«Ha or annlyacd, antl nnt the t«b1 jmAi'M or conihtne«I, words 
of H])oech. Ur. Uelrille Btdl fonna an exception, but only to a 
modetftto extent. Empha»i8 in KiigliMh ducn not oooaist merely of 
loncbinM, or of odditiunal loudae,i.^ Length, quality, difltinclnraa, 
ispiditv, vlowneaa, altontions of pitch, all those vurieticp of uttcr- 
anco which habitually indicate feeling in uiy lungiuuKe, come into 
play. With these I shall Dot interfere. The vurioos phyucul 
conslituttits of accent and emphasia have been considered hy me 
abevfaere.' Here we have only to coiwidvr, to )>ome exteut, the 
fiflcruneo of pronuncialinn artually due to ditferrnctrB of pro* 
niincnec, ao f<ir oa I hnvc been able to note them. 

Mr Mi-lville Bell i Vi». Sp. p. 1 16) lap down as one of the rhamc- 
trri'>ti(-ai)f En^liHh "thecomparatiTelyinilefiniteBoundf of wnMctvufiii/ 
Towdn," and I'XpUiiuB this (/4. p. 117) aa follows : '" Tbe diffen-nce 
between uuaecented and accentt^ vowela in coUo(|iual pronuaciutioti 
ia one not merely of atrvas [foree, loadncMJ, but, in general, of 
quality :iliw." Thin i>houId mean that tben* ore diffen-iit htic* 
of Vuwt'J>«vuada in acceiited und umux-ented svIIuLIca. "I'be ful- 
IftwinK are the tendencii-s of anaccfnttil vowcU,'' meaning, I 
bvlirrp, the tcodMudca of the speaker to idter the (imOity of a vowel 
aa bit ivmnvna force from it. The Rpcakrr thinka that he leavea tho 
vowel uooltured, ond the muiasion of fone induei a him involuB-

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tarily to replace it liy aiwllier towoI. In our usual ortiiograplijr, 
the letUr guuumllv remains, tintt lif?nco wa on; k-d to suy cunhiaedly 
that thD rowel itself altci-s. Wi- mv m the liabit uf ponBidoring two 
diflVreat booiuU to be the some rowel wh«D thev are commonly 
represented by the same ri?ii. Possibly at one tome there wan a 
eluar proDunciution inven tu thvw rowels, similar to thut givvn to 
Towel* having Iho »tame writtfti finTii in acivntet! syllablt*. We 
have no proof of this, for writers may from the firrt have contentt^l 
thenuvlvcfl with Approximutivo ngna in the unncceab^ syllables, 
Thi-t in in foct most probable in Engluh, to vrhieh latif^age alone 
the pn>Aent remarks refer, every langunge having its own peculiar 
moilo of treating such sylloWes. M>. Boll proceeds to describe these 
'tcndeneics* a^ Tollowt* : — for the tcchnictil language, see (13, h). 

"1. Krom Long to Short. — II. From Primary to Wide. — III. 
From L<iw uud Mid to Mid aud lligh. — IV. From Jiock and Front 
to Mixed. — V. yrum 'itouod ' (Lubio- Lingual) to Himpte Lingual. 
— VI. From Diphthongs to single ijitermediate sounds. The 2acl, 
3rd, and 4th t^-ndencies corabiJiLiI, iifffct all vowels in unacc«nt«jd 
syllnblc^, and give a gcneml »iTnpucsfl to tliia sounds. The ' High* 
Uixed Wide ' vowel (y) is the one to which these tondent.-ics point 
as the prevoiHog unacccntuul isoand.' 

"The next in frequency nre: — the * high-back- wide ' (n), which 
takes thp plar e of tlie ' mid-bark ' vowula (h, aj ; — thu ' high-front- 
wide ' (i), which takes thy plaee of the ' front (i. A) ; — ^the ' mid- 
front-wide* (f), which lak<.'« the place of (E);^-and the 'mid-muod- 
widc' (nh), which takes the place of {te). Greater precision is 
rarely heard, oven tVota carcfui speakers ; but among thu vulgar 
the sound (y) almost ri'presciits the vuwel-gauuit in unaccented 
syllable*. 

"The dth tendency is iUustrated in the vulgar pronunciation of 
unai:4't.-nl(.<d (in borrmgh, pronounce, geology, pliilo«ophy, etc) as 
(1) insttAdof (a); and the (») Constantly tends forwaKl» and up- 
wanls to (a, ah, v) and M. 

" The 6th t4>ndcncy is illustrated in the vuli^ar pronunciation of 
the prononns / and our {n, oj) ; in the change of my (mai) into (my) 
or (mi*), when un4ni)phatiH:; ; in the rvgukr pruuunciuliou of the 
tenninations -our, -pn.i (u, as) ; in the change of thu diphthong dai/ 
(d^t) into (de, dt, dy) in J/aaJaif, etc. 

" The potisibility of ulphubetically expressing such fiui-tuiitions of 
sound is » new fact iu the hixtory of wnting. In onUuary ' Visiblo 
Speech' printing a standnrd of pmnuncialioQ mu«t, of coime, be 
adopted. Custom is the lawgiver, but the habits of tht vulgar are 
not tn be reflected in such n standard. The principle may be wifely 
laid down that the lew ditfercnee n speaker makes between accenU^d 
and uiuMxentcd syllables — suvo iu iiuuatily — the hotter ia his 
proouneiation." 

From this last principle I disnent altogether. Any attempt to 
pronounce in at^oonlance with it wouM be nguiust Knglish usage, 
ind would be eousiden-d peduutie. affecti-d, or 'strange,' in even

Ifr. BcU accordingly consistently carries out thcae 'tendcDcio*' 
in bifl YtAibU Speech examples. T regret to say that I con«ider 
them principally theoretical, and that they difflctr both from my own 
vae and my own obM>iTation8. Hij«L<>ricaUy of Doorw his 6th 
tBodcDoy, as iUudtrated^ is foundud nti a mistake, quite |HinilU-l to 
Uuit which dscknis a to become an bufore a rowel, uuli-4ul of an to 
hiive become « before a consonant. It is not the diphthoug wliich 
has in these cases degenerated into a vowel, but the vowel which in 
«Oceiit«d syllable* bai< dcrolopcd ititu a diphtbuug. But «o unfixed 
are the haHttt of our pi-onunniation, that almost any utterance of 
ouaccentfd syUablc>s would bo int(.-lligiblc ; and so dreadfully afraid 
are manv speakers of being cla^^cd among the ' vulgar* (whun Ifr. 
Bell and most orthoepiftts enndcmn, hut wb», aa the Latin mt&w 
implies, form the Htuplo uf KiMMikurfi), lliiit thi.'y bt>cumo so 'eaiond' 
u almost to create a tpokm m well aa a icritttn 'litcroiy langoagey* 
which is altogether artifloial. 

To analyse our nnaooeoted sounds u extremely difficult. They 
arc so devting and obscure, and so iipt, wbua we attempt to buld 
them, to alter in character, by involuntary muiwular action of the 
speaker, that even when the observer is the speaker himself, no im- 
plicit reliance can be ptaci.'d on his rL-sult«. A word dislocated from 
\X» (context is like a fish ont of water, or a flower in an herbarium. 
In the introdnotaon to the third part of this book (sub«oquontly 
cnlnrgt-d and difitributod), I propoacd certaia lists of wottls md* 
taiuiag unaccented syllables, in some faint hope of getting a fbw 
answen re^Mctioji them. I have reeeiTed none. I sliull therdore 
undiMTpai to answer them my»cUV so far, and so far only, as 1 
belieTe I do actually pronounce in una^^cented speech. Before 
doing so, I beg to cadi attention to my rudicid difference from Mr. 
Bvll in using (e, >i) for bin (r, a) ; to my omimion of the pt^rmiuitra 
trill in (i) and ccHuequent tubstitnticm of (a, v, 'h,'), together 
with my use of a tnlled (r) before vowcla in place of his ua- 
trilled fr^ see (lOftS, he); to my one of the nmple jerk (□} iu 
plaee Oi (nb, vyx^ ih); and to my utter disregard for all cun- 
Tentionalities in this attempted photograph. 'As to the aymbol 
(v) I do not feel '{uite sure whether it exactly represents my

Hut mun; tlmu tliis, wo 
uv rtiU a long way from having uny iileor notion of how much 
•hoold or could be pravtictdly attempted, if va had a euiHcieat 
phonetic knowledge to sturt with. And my pcrwual cxpi-rivnee 
goea to Kbvw that very few pvoplo of education in tliim country have 
as yet the reniotewt conception of what in nioant by a ntylc of 
ipeUing which shall consistently indicate pronuociution. I hnvo 
found many lacb writers commit the most abtturd blunders when 
they aH<>mpt an orthography of their own, and shew a wonderful 
iucaptieity iu handling such a simple t«ol as Glunic. 

Dondcre, writing in a kn^iioge which bos recently refonned 
ita ortliogmpby, cbicfJy in a phonetic direction^ whmw mfonasd

It 
aeemeii, thu'rvfore, nt.'ccaary to ol)Uiin cmx-ful tronflcripts of naniQ 
tndividuulilii'« of pronnnciation. Gcncml uiugc is itllur rtll only an 
nbMtruelion from concrete usage, and although in phonetic writing, 
each as we have deult with in prccodinff chapters, only rude 
approximutii^ns were uttempted, it i» certainly «dvi«ublc to awfrtuin 
to Mmo extent tho degrees of dilTerence which mifh iipproximntioDs 
imply. There ore, however, very few permtm wliu aro at nil 
capable of uudcTtaking each an analysis of their own or other 
|icnan's habitit.

Smart's ""Walker KcnKKloIIcd .... exhibiting the 
prontinciation of words in unison with more accurate st-hcmp-i of 
sounds than any yet fiirm.-7J](>d, according to principles caroftilly and 
lAboriounly inve.ttigut«ii, 1836," contains the most minute account 
of Kngll'^h mnndH that 1 ciin find in pronuuncing dirtiunarios, 
though very far WIow what is prtsenttd in Viisililo Speech or by 
Frof. Haldanuin. It socmcd tht-rcforc beat to contrast hi* repro- 
sontntion of the same pawage, by turning out each word in his 
dictionaiy, and tmuditerating it into palaeutype. For this purpose it 
is neci>»Aary to identify his Bymbola as expluinvd in bis schoint^s and 
principles. The uumbcn of hui syniboh* iu the 8cbciu(.-)«, with the 
examples, aro suffii-iunt to identify them, »o thut their forma need 
not bo given. The same numberft oliio refer to the pamj^raphs 
iu hi» ' priueiple*,* giving the detailed deaoiiption, from which I 
am oblig<»l to cite iome pasaagea, although the book is so well 
koown and remlily accessible. Mr. Smart i& only responsible for 
Trbut I put between inverted commas.

All tbc sboTo BpecuDcos of pronuncintion Inbour under the 
obvious diiadv«ntage of being Uie result of deliberate thought. 
Mr. ItellN and Mr. Smart's, like those of all pronoimoing dictioiur; 
writers luid vlocutionists, give ruthvr whut they thiak ought to be 
thou whttt thej have obiwrvetl a* oiokt common. Thoy talie to 
hL-mi H maxim which Dr. Gill bomiwtsl from Uulntilian aad stated 
thus: "Quemadmodum in tuoribu» boaurum consciuua, sic in 
aennooc consuctudo doctoruM primnrin lex etit. 8«riptuni igitnr," 
1^ writing, he, OS a phonetic writer, implied pronunciation, 
"omis nr(-j>mniodumla eriC, non ail ilhim winum quum bubutoi, 
quern mulerculne el portiorca [tic, portitorrs ?] ; »cd qumn docti, 
out culti cniditi viri cxprimunt inU-r loqucnaum et IcKcndum." 
But ray object in this book is to know vhut men did and do 
hahitoaUy m^, or think they say, aad Dot merely wliet they think 
they migM to say. I hai^o thorofore endeaTourod to oat^ BOme 
worda which were not given as ^pocimeitt oTpninunciation, but, htang 
ntterod on public occaawos, were, 1 thought, fairly apjirupriuble. Uf 
ooocM this attempted exhibiUon of eome prouuuciatioQs labours 
ondcr another immcDse disadTantage. When Prof. Haldeman, Kr. 
SwDot, and mys«if wrote down each his own pronunciation, we 
were each able to repeat Uie aound, fnrl thit motion of ttic organsi 
roTlM BJid tvi'eviiie our coni<t^plioii!i a* tu wliiit it really wa^ and 
thus give the remilt of curcful dt-libt'Tntion. iint wltt'U I attempt 
to write down a ptuedug word, — and the very merit of rny olmerva- 
tion consiatft in the absolute ignorance of tbe speaker that his sounda 
and Dot lufl MOW are being noted,— thorc is no iM««ibility to recall 
the word, nd ddImi it happnu to mciir soon, I am unablo to cor- 
rcot my first tmpresMons. I liuvc indncd often found tbat after 
hcflfing the won! several times, I hnvo be«n unable to onalyw: it 
aatiabetorily. Still, knowing no better method of oliscrring, I giva 
a few recalls In idiew what it \vaih to. I name tho speakers when 
they are wcll-koown public men, whose spoecli'Wnuid-i mny probably 
be taken us u norm, un much us thuir thaughts. They will undur- 
sUuid, Ihiit they arc named, not fur the purpoav of "ithtwiug up" 
pc^'uUuritie«, but of enforcing the fact tlmt men of unduubUd 
edueatiou and intelligence, differ in pronunciatian iVom OBO KaotJi«r, 
from pronouncing dictionaries, and fium my own habita, so that the 
l«nn "nduoated pcoauneiution " mu»t be tokcu to hnva n reiy 
"bnni) " iiigitifi<-atton, It must be uudvrvtood that all these pn>- 
nunt-iatiooit wctv noted ou the qtot, a* aooD a* nuKuble afW each 
word was iittcrt-d, und that I hare in no cam allowed Hubseqnent 
impmnonft to utTt el my original notr, which I hare regarded as a con- 
■cicBtiowBv Uioagh of courte poa«ibIy emmeotis, observation. When 
(e, •) aro written, I ou aevcr feci aore that (a, s) were not actually 
uaad, Whoa, however, (x, x) an! writirn, they were eerlainly 
nhaarrcd. Ko att^'ntion hatHug been paid at the time of noting to 
the difference between (n, iih), the nao of n cannot bo guonnteicd, 
and (ah) b often mon' pmbable. In eueh aiae I haro tlioogfat H 
beat to add my own juvnunciaiiou, aa well m I can flgoro it, for the 
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purpose of comparison. This ia ulwnya plapcd last, ami is precedSl 
by a dash. Tims, ia tJic first won! uiUil, " aFeompligh/vI SEk-tm^tiht 
— tikaiuplisht," the itiilics iadii'atc &nliiuu-y iqiolUDg, tbo Brat 
palaeotype the prDoaociHtioD obt^^rvcd, tlto eccond palaeotypo, 
foUowtDf! the {~~), the pnmunciutioQ which I lieliere 1 am in the 
habit vt Udui^ iu (Hiunt'cU-d spucth. If authiag fgllows Uie daiih, 
my |iraniiiiciittiou a(;n.'UK with that <jb7>i-rvt'(l, but buth disti|^c Sma 
M>veral [and jKiiudlily, but not neociuiarily, till) proiiuuuciag diction- 
aries. Wht-n no diub ia add^td, my pronancinlinn difleirBd too xlightly 
to be noted. Ia no wwc, howtver, mnst these not«8 of my own 
pronunciation he talt«a a* i confirmation or correction of the former. 
They arc adil'-d merely to mark difTorenres of hnbit. Such men m I 
have oitf<d by name have certainly a fiiU ri];ht to my thitt their 
pronnncifltion is ^i resetted Englith pronnnciation — at. l<awt as much 
80, 1 tliink more than as mnch ao, as any profcuod elocutionist. It 
may be obscirod Ihtit mv list is not extcnsiTo niouph, and that 
capenally I have not givpn exiimplpei from the pronunciation of 
profi-HiDd men of Ifttt'rs, from th<! Iiiir, the .itnge, or the pulpit. 
This is true. All tbi«o diWM.-)! lubonr und<>r the dimdvantagu of 
milking spowh n profcBsion. I hiive au idoti thut |irofi;n8od men of 
letters fire the worft sources for noting peculiaritiee of pronuncia- 
tion ; they think co much about speech, that they nurw all manner 
of fancies, and t>iuir epevch is apt to n>flcct indinduuL theories. 
However, Prof. Bain mfly bu taken a» one of the bciA examplw. 
The bar bus rather herediUrj- prouuuciutionu, where they tiri^ not 
tnitividuol and lu<.-ul. The Aix^v for the hifclier ilttm of drama'i is 
archaic and arltliciul ; for the middle 8«d low« it is merely imito- 
tive, and hence eiposei an observer to all the chances of error in 
taking intbrniatioa second hand. The pulpit is tull of local pro- 
uunciationH, but Prolewwr Jowett, distiufcuiKbed and admired as a 
preacher xs well as a scliolar, may be coueidetvd a imfKcient repre> 
nentativf of this clsus. Men of science I have wpeeially represented. 
They are forming a larfce and indnential ebuos at the present dsy. 
The general Londoners in public meeting asacmhlcd seemed to mo 
a good soaree for general varieties. Parliament is fur too local; 
and M are country gentlemen, from whom its mnkit are mainly 
nanutod. Of pourac it must be nnderntood that the pi-cuHarities 
whieh T liare choBcn to noto do nnt cliarHeterifte the gtneral run of 
tbn pmnunoiation of the speakerx observed. It must uut be asntmed 
tliat every word i» peculiar, or that the greater number of words 
prewnt djvci^nt chanietcrs. ThuK the words from Prof. Batn and 
Prof. Jowett arc all that it occurred to me to note in two courm-* of 
lectures — u very email number when thua coiiHidcrcd. The general 
spce«-h of educated Londuii differs only in certain minute points, and 
in a f<!W clusiH's of words, «u fur u« 1 have bithertu i>lfW!rved, from 
tJiHt which I have given as my own. Evi-ii in the rases eitcd, 
where I hare put ray own for contrast, the ditferencpH are seldom 
such as would t>1rike an obwrver not specially on the look*out for 
individualities of pnmuncttttiQiu

Now whence do thnae differencea arise ? 

The moat obvious source of differenge ia tliot in fact there u no 
mch tbjng o-i oduoated Englbh prauuDcintion. There ort^ pronun- 
ctationE) of English proplc more or leas eduuitcd in & muLtJlwle of 
other tbinpi. but not in pronunciation. Children are never trainBd 
in tho proper txurciKu of ttuiir vocal organs, or have their ears 
ahupBBed to appreciate ditfc-ronceH. It would not bo ut all difficult 
to trun the younj; organs, if only the tuacht-rs knew anytliin^ about 
it. We devote years of upper echool lilV- to the study of L'lacBinal 
languagcR, and enter di3epty into their «tynn)lo[rj'. but we do Dot give 
Uio luust pnictical iiiatrui;tioii lu the Hubhitantiul form of liuiguugu — 
Bpooch-sounda, or tbcir riilutiomi to ono unothor, on wliich depend 
the principal changes wliicli claim our iittention.' Tho consor^ucnce 
IB thai proEunciationa grow up now much in the same way as they 
did six hundred yenra apo. There is only one important difference 
— focility of communication. It required the War of the llu«ee to 
nuke an BngUih of England, aad ,tho War of the Commonwealth 
to temper that down into tlie mother of modem speech. Iltit now 
people ore being thrown together with tho greatest eaac and rapidity 
fifom all parts of tho country. Still, it is the opening of Hfo which 
principally dctermincB proniincifltion. Ctiildron hear few sprflkera, 
chiefly those of their own ogc and etaoding. They regard not the 
voieea of adnltfl beyond those of a few fiimilinr friends. Their 
vofubiilary is limit^'d, extremely limited, and when thry grow up 
they loam moru words by iiyc than by ear; hencu thoy acquim 
hahitB of families, BLhoul-i, cut4-rieu, professions, businessea, lueatitiea.

It is not polite to correct even a friend's pronun- 
ciuLion; u iitrangi!r renints the impe^tinencr^ But still "youii^ 
nuju from the country," or \rith uarrow habits of fi{H.'C!<:b, oiliji gut 
laughed out of thcii' peL'uliantie!<. Mori-, still, of u lower oLaiu) of 
life apo tbow of the upper when they get mixed up auioog them, 
and strive hard to change u prontinciation which might betniy their 
origin. But all this has a smull influence. In tho muiu the most 
educated prunuiiciatiou in £Uiglish is local, with its vomvrs more

They havo bad wider ohiop- 
vatjon, bat moit of them make up their mind»> A priori, apon 
linuted indactwns, and men of Uteratare lUsowu their authonty. 
Ii it possible to urire at any princ-iplus amid this chaoe f 

Otir langwagtt con»i»t* oewiilinUir of two vlemtttta, which," for 
bn^-ity, we nay call Gemiau (Aaglo-Saxun with Scandiniiviiui), 
and Iroicli, (Nonnan with French, I^tin and tire«k). Now the 
Ovrman element really preeemta little or no diffioalty. Our Qerman 
wonl» arc familiar, and thai dialectal forms arc generally widely 
different from the receiv^-d pmnunriAtiiin of edweati-d peopln in 
London, at court, in the pnlpit, at the bar, on the i4a^. at the 
unirenitica — and, in a minor dei^ree, in parliament, and in the 
Ifctare-room, on the lnutinga. and in pablie mectinga. The diffl- 
onlty formoit people lioa with the Frcnoh olemont, whiohiapv^ 
pondf-mtinf* in the TDcnhalary, bat is comparatiTOly rare in iipeech, 
and whirh oiir wonderful ortiiofinphy ta totally incapable of invest- 
ing with a \-ocal frarb. Thoao who know Latin and Greek are 
therefore apt to imagine that they should shew the Latin and 
Greek onguu by prunounctng thv worda maih as they wonld if 
they were written with l^tin uid Qreok letten. Hence inirh run- 
oaitics as (doktxj'i obI, mim>>'rki'l), — I have not heard (s.Vrva'il), 
although mn.'ly drilit has a» muvh a right to its {a'tz) as docMna 
■ad tNtMlCM. it was in the aame spirit that Prof. Stokcit is\w\j: of 
(Bat«i'''r»;*dz) from (lor^p, (althongh thlt bt-«>mfa aarepoit^^ 
Trhieh ahould haro led him to (astc-T«>d'i'dz), and I rvcollc-et that 
the late Prof. Tmill of Edinburfdi always insisted on the terratna- 
tion ( — oja'wl) in simihir worda,) and Sir 0. B. Airy nsed {^ii:odii-si) 
from Y^, (although tlie Urwk ii* T^otSour^), and (niin''dt/<K>'niel) 
from mfrididn&Iu. But this is, I conceive, a mere mistake. Our 
hmgnago was formed at n time; when the pronunrintton of Oivek 
and Latin even in England was totnlly different from that now in 
aae. Almoot all onr old words which can bo traced to Lntin and 
Groelc oamc to no in a French fonn, and received their prononcia- 
tioB and accent from our node of dealing with Frrnih wonis. It 
would seem therefore mtMl mwonable to Ruppose iiay iiufk won! 
to bo first lAtinised, then taken as Franeh, and finally put into 
En^ish. This will not axaotly amwer (br tboae mora ree'ent words 
which haru been taken from Latin and Greek by pervons who did 
Dot know French, and which harv hence prcsen-vd the Lntin forms 
mote closely, but even then it givrt a principle, Thus, remember- 
ing orfvtor, trnatfr, the Scotch are mon confist^-ut tlian the £n^-

All Muiilar 
French tochJnical word« should huvt thiiir Eut^liKh techuicul pn>- 
niincinlion iLi*»iign«l- As for the mmlcm Indian w<inl», they ought 
to n:;ccivft tho pronunciation cun'ont among Kngli.«h re*idiHt»i in 
India. The old Arabic woi-ds have already a phajocttr of tlit-ir own, 
and cannot bo touched. But it is really a pity that wo dare not 
amply angliciso thom, aa the branch unrtaorvedly galliciM all 
importci. 

The abgve renmrka are meant itimply to draw attention tn the 
subject. I have so otttm and su i'X|)hi;iily ri'uountiud all r\a.im to 
dictate on Engliab prouuuciatioa that my "ought, should," ctt., 
cannot b« taken to moan moro than cinphasiacd saggestioD*, uon- 
M«|ueut on the adoption of a proposed theory. 

AMKaiQAX Pboxtmctatios. 

Beforo plosing this .x^ctJon, I fvcX thiil somo notion of American 
pponuiiciufiwn Bliould he given. This stands in a totally different 
relation to rcci-ivi-d Kngliah frcBn the pronnHal. It is rather 
traditifinol Engliidi, as waa seen by Noah 'VV'c'hsUT'a remarks (pp, 
1063-70) Ameriiam gencniUj claim to speak Knf;!ish without 
proTineialitms, and in the aonso in which Kn^diidi proriDci idioms 
exist, luuuidy as distijut dialectal fonns, with hiatoncol jiedigrcca, 
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■t Icut as rMp<>«tahlA m the. rencivcd form of <ip6C«h, the rlaim U 
ooneet. But in the oeniie that Incal proQiinniationfl do not clesrtr 
udat, I have good Amerioim authority for uy^inf; that the cIkiis la 
nnfoonded. Oving pcrhups to this absence of dia1«.><^ts, AmcricAoi 
consider that, on the vholc, th«7 speak ** better" than th<? Engliah. 
1 do not preti-nd to decide as to "better" or "worse," hut 
(Mrtaint; they sputk "di^rently" from the Knglish ; that i% 
dnpito of the many adtntsidbio varictitu of roc4.'iTvd £ngli»h, ths 
Ankerieaa vuictiM are inadmiadble— from an Englishman, A few, 
a very few, JUnericoQa seem to bare acquired ^gUsb bahits, bat 
eren then a chaacu wi^id, mieh as (trM'jt) for (tm'j} = fra»f, reraals 
tbe ^leaker's borne. The iotoniiUoo is nuraly Ea^jah, aven wben all 
nasality is abteot ; hut this is a point I purposely omit to notioe^ 
thoagh it in often the most titrildng pecuUajity the speuken exhibit.

Hii* 
ffforta in that «T»y met with general uppreciatiwu. rrom tliia book 
I Lave culled a largo aumber of wordis without attempting Ut 
exhaust the Ui<t. 

Bret Harte's " Hciithen Chioee iind other Foetufl mostly 
humoniUH" have ftinuxliifl mo with M?T(ntl pronunciations supposed 
to ho cHFK-nt in the Gold Mining It^igion* of Cnlifornia. 

In quoting these woi-ds the letters D, S, W, H, refer to Downing, 
Slick, Word, and Ilftrto rcspcctirely. The uddition " occ." flhewH 
thnt the ipt-lling is only oeeaaional/jf um.'d by the writer to whose 
letter it is Rppended. 

One of the most ntrikinp pointji to an ■RngliRhman on reading 
them is tluit there tm pnictitully m* AmeH(»n AmoriranisniB among 
tht-m. They am all old t'riundM, kuuwu in Englifih huniouriets, and 
known in older or dialecUil or vulgar Kugli»h pntnunciiLtion. The 
twiLQg, tliL' intonution, the itppliention, all tend to givu them aditfercnt 
offoct, but tliefte are abwent in the bai't^ phonetic reprcscnbition. The 
urtho^nTipby of Uie writers U left intact, and I have not ventured 
to su^igest their meauiuK- 'I'hvre may be Bonje recondite differences 
with which I uin unacnuainted; but when the wonlfl are read us 
their spellitig wuuld suggest to one used to rctdved pronuceiation, 
the efl&ct is q,uitc familiar.

The ppTioral xTirth century rharacttr u most strongly marked 
io Irehinil liy the reteution of thi> pronunciation of long e, in the 
Mate which had hcL-ii niachod in Iho XTirth rcntury, — liiows words 
thut hod then (^liunf^cd Ion;; * into (ii), inoittlv marked by Uio ortho- 
graphy etf ranauiing an lon^ (ii), and thoiwtJuit hud not yet changed 
thi;tr («e). mostly marliL'd by thu nppUiag ea, n'Rimning aa (ee) or 
(m). Thifi character i^ »o miuked and pruvulcnt amoni; all but the 
higher cduuik-d clossus in Irvlimd. among whom thu pruscui Kug- 
Uu oaogo is not a ecotuiy old, (1050, a'), that moHt pL-ntona seem to 
regard it as one of the marks of Irish " brogue," whereas it is pure 
xrnth centaty EogUxh fv8fiilizf>d by emigratioti. and, as we vhall 
•M9, is more or less pvruitcnt among our own iliul«cts. But there 
an two distinct styles of Kngliah spoken in Ireland, Ihat in the 
Northern part due to the maialy Scotch eettlemeut of Ulster, and 
that el&ewhere spoken. 

After Mr. Murray hail published his book on the Dialects of the 
South of Scotlond, so frequently rofi-m>d to (1085, o). Mr. W. H. 
Patterson, of Strandtowii, Bclfust, sent Mm a copy of a pamphlet 
called: " The ProviEciftliaiiw of Bi-lfast and the Surrounding T)ii»- 
tricts pointed ont and wrKM^tod, by David Pnttcmon, induBtrial 
t^-arher of the hlind at tlic TTlstcr InKtitation for the Diuif uod 
Dumb and Blind, and a rrsiib-nt of Bclfi^st f(ir tli« last forty yeare, 
Belfast, 1860." Mr. Murray huring shewn me this pamphlet, and 
pointt-d out the Dumui'otL'j Scotliciiini)i which it containod, 1 re- 
quested him to mark all the words Mihich bore a Scotch chanicter. 
At the same time, tfi cheok the North by the South, I n-ijucsUsd Mr. 
T. M. Healy. who had lived the firat 18 nut of the 20 yeuni uf his 
Ufu iu Curk, where he wan boru, to mark Eueh wonls as wcro pro- 
nounced in the same way iu Cork as at }Ji.-liaKt, and where there 
were difforences to point them out. Both gentlemen having 
obligingly complied with my request, I hare been enabled to com- 
pile the following lists, which, although leading very much to be 
dwin.'d, giro a, fuller account uf Irish peculiarities than any I coo 
rvfor to elsewhere. 

To obtain further informatton, I acidrcRwd a series of questions to 
Mr. W. H. Pattertnn, who sent the pamphlet, and to its author, Mr. 
D. Patterton. wbi> is bimi>elf blind, nod ia personally unknown to the 
other, and nl-Ho to the Rev. Ja*. Crarcs, of Inisnag Bcctory, near 
St<Hieyforfl, Kilkenny, honorary secretary of the Kilkenny .\)vhaei>- 
logicai Society, all of whom, as well as Mr. Murray and Mr. 
Heoly, most kindly and readily aanstcd me, and from them I hare 
gatherod the fnlluwing information. 

The proDuaciation of Belfast decidedly differs from that of the 
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grc<at«r part of Iirlanil, but extfnda pretty nniformly over the 
Northem and Eiwlem ports (about two-thirda) of Ulutet. Though 
S«otvb, it u not Ml much m as the Eastern purbi of Down and Antrim. 
For instance {says Mr. W. H. P. ), a furmcr livinjf in wist of Coiintr 
Down will have mnny S«ot<h wonlfi in hia Rpcfirh nnd a Tcry Srotf^n 
•ccent, but will be at onc« (listinguishnblp from thfi Sc^tiah land- 
fltewards and gnnlcners who came over. Hi' will say: "Kae yc got 
ony goitl flhearin hcwkd?" and hi« ehildna will ]>lay at: "NgoeiT, 
ngaoiy, nfd^-'k, ngo^k, which him will re tak, IhG right or the 
wrung:, I'll beguile ye if I can." A ehiUl was heard to cry : '* Qiit 
cloildin srtanes at them kye 1 " Here Qnt is quit, give over (kwal). A 
funuer'B wiftr ciilled boriq people tu " i»oe Billy biggin," i.e. bnilding a 
com stai-t ; a wild bt«'« ai«t is ft \h!o'» biie (Co. I^wnJ ; minljf u 
lon«ly, Bvlitary (Ik>Uast; Ur. Mumty says Janiie»OQ gives it for 
Koxhurgh!>lurc, hi,it be never heard it, it is ngs. misnlicf), ^mUiment 
disturbance (Qlenam, Co. Antrim), fflam grasp or sadden clutch 
(Belfast), holU to make a boln (Sc. bowk), hcinf M« kofmt a game 
played with pf«rit» pegtope, wliith nre to fioijtu one anotmr. 

All my anthoritlfN iitntc that the Engliith from diff'eit'nt parts of 
Ireland is decidedly different, but they arc not prepared to say how 
it is different. It is evident that there is a considerable field for 
iarostigatioiL hero. Tho B is strongly trilled. There is nn Irish r 
which sccrna to occupy the whole tongne in ita trill, nnd mny hence 
be written („r), but I hiivn not invrstignted it. Thp H is idwnys 
pronniinced, eir*pt in Frrneh worrls, and the WH i», wits Mr. 
Murruy, as in Sootlnnd, varying between (wh, kwh). The peruliur 
dental T, 1>, U-foru It, am eorisidereil under U, in the Aliibabotical 
arraDgemcQt of the Confionant^, \o. tl, below. 

My inijuiries an io the " brogue" have not resulted in any very 
■atiauctory informalian. It seemii to me that we tnu^t nlndy tho 
Irish habits of CeUic pronuuciatiim, and tliis diNtbrmatioa xi( English 
by persons naturally e[K-ukiug LVltic, b^'foro we (.-an form u proper 
judgment on the brogue. Thus Mr. Murruy, {r*na. bis own Irish 
oxpericnoe. defines the brogue as speaking Eoglish with Celtic 
linbits of uttenuce^l) in the pronunciation of ooasooant^, as the 
tolling r (,r), the post-aspinninn {pn|h, im), the dmiCal or bi-dect«l 
(.^t ,^d) before this (^r), and excessive palataltsatioa of (t, n. k, g) ; 
2) in the rowels t') fof (•")» C*) f"' f*< ')» (") *<"■ (i>). *11 ^"X^ of 
which appear doubtful to me, as the last aeetns certainly xni th 
orttttuy .English ; atul 3) most of oU in the totooBtion, which 
■ppean fUl of violent upa and dowas, or rather precipicM and 
ehuma of tone and pitch, nlmmit dLtguimng the sonnd to English 
eata. In Uiis work I have generally omitted to dwell on intonation, 
bocaoso, at all timca extremely difficult to cateh and deseribo in 
Uring spMch. it wu hopelma to recover it in the past. But in 
local ipcech intonation is very eharaeteriitic, and for Hootch uui 
Irish it ia genenlly uomintakable, although m difllcutt to dotoribe. 
Kr, Graves nays C\>rk ami Killamey are marked by a peculiar UOOent 
CO the ultimate syllable, a bigb key, and u brugue that is nerer loat^ 
£Tai the gontiy partake uf this |ieculiarity. This bmgue, when 
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once beard, can ocror be forgotten. Kilkenny, aajs Mr. Graves, hus 
ft pcculiur drawling' brogue, wbich he eiudearmirR to vrito thus:

I ihink that I huvu cuui« much 
Qforcr than this to thu prouaociatiuu of tibak^pc-re and his fi>Uowen, 
and that I have even given a better rcpr^^ontatiou of Chaucer*a. 
But as to the vanous dialectal pronunciations, as determined by the 
present written specimens, 1 should be sutisJied if I camu as nvur, 
not only in thu xiv th and xvii th ctmturies, but to-day in the xix th, 
when reiuUn>^ EiigltHh dialoct« written by oontemporaHes. What 
kind of an alphal>et we now rei|uire for the repreaentation of Kng- 
li«h dialectJi, I have two or three times attempted toiih»w(1174, d). 
The experience gathered by actual use has led mo to modify and 
improve those attempta, and to wlcet from the whole U«t of phonetic 
elmentn those which appear neceivnry for the Kpecial pnrposv 
of writinj; Englinh dialecta (see No. 6 helow). And I shall later 
on select three verses from the varioiia dialectal versions of the 
Sang of Solomon oxeeut^-d for Prince Louis Lucicn Bonaparte, and

In 
glancing fmni page iv p«i^ of tbeee Teniuiu I Mecm lo guthcr a 
new roncppHon of tlic nuliire of our Eaglinh IniiKiinge in fnnn and 
oonstmction, and to recognise the thoroughly artiticial character 
of the modern literary language. We know notliiug of the actual 
nlatJoas of the thuughta of a people, comtitutiug their n^ lof^c 
and gnLmmar, until we know how the illiterntc oxppcs* themwlves. 
Of oonrse it would be absurd tor thow possessing itio higher inrtm-

8, will be added on abilract of thu lluvarian 
dioleotal ehanges of vowela and oonsoiiants, which offer an impor- 
tant analoRy to tbe EngUah, and have been ulmirubly investijiated 
by SohnwUer. After tliix, throui;^ the kindnem of Prince Louis 
Lseien Booaperte, I nm abh> in No. 9 to pn-wnt hut clawiiGiration of 
the English dialecta, Aupptemcntrd by Mr. Miirrny's claMiflcatton 
of Lowland Scotch. To illustrate the I*rinre's work, and the ortho-

These I do not attempt to tnnalttemto into palaeotyjte. aa I 
fed so much doubt on many points of prontmeiation, while the 
geiHnl iatentiaii will be eloor to any reader wiiliout interpn-lution. 
The Olosrie rendering of thice verses by way of example is ffrvn 
with much hesiUitiMn.

Thoru muy hv. pnjbably even A glottal {l) in 
Shield.*, and to the Wcatem dialects, though I am more disposed, 
from what T have bwn able to obiwrve penionnUy, to attribute the 
Western effect to the use of a peculiarly deep vowel (rs), gnrilly

In Yorkshire and Cnmhf^rland a (t) occnr^ vhich h heard before 
a folIoTTinji ^t, d, k, g), iw at t' tiitm, at C tloor, t' church, V jjmtU' 
mat, t' cari, f gardm, nm\ is heard liso as a distinct olfment heforn 
a Towel, Hfl C 'vute, t' ahheij, without ooalcecCDce. I think that iu 
these caaea thtiru ia a truu, tliough very brief, imphtictt (1037, e. 
1113, a'), and that the result u (at "t i&im. "t,uufl), and at leoKt 
throe of my kind helpers, to whom this t ia native, recognize the 
oorrectnesBof Ihia analyfas. Tli« oflbct ia quite different fr-itn (at 
Xkixa, tuus), and in tlu> first c^ise doen not neem to be aufficiuutly 
represented by a held uuosonuut, as (att t^im). 

ThcBc arc our dialectal elementary and diphthongal »oand5, » 
far as I have yet learned them. The question is how to represent 
them. The onlinary spelling will not do. Ordinary dialectai 
writun help themselvea ovw local difficulties in variuO* mannera, 
which render compurison iixtremcly difficult. We have, in fact, 
reproduced on « Rinaller scale, and with more exaggerated features, 
tlie Europr-aii differences in the use of Itoman letters, crossed by onr 
insular uw^gea. No system of notation extends beyond a vrn^^ 
author. The same author seldom pursues the same plan in two oon- 
tccutive hooks, often varies on the same paste, and is suprrmely 
indifferent to any rlinlcrt but hi.* own. Jnst an an Engli^ihman, 
■ccnstamcd from his hirth to rcci^ivcd Bonnda, ppo^Ik them olT frum. 
the reecived orthography, or any conceivable raw-«iH!Utug», without 
hesitation, while a foreigner, aflcr years of training, constantly 
stumbles; so the man native-born to a dialei?t, or ha^'ing the sounds 
ennsliintly in hit eiu^ reaila off his own dialectal spelling without 
difliculty, but Uuk niimo fl]>elling put before u etjiiuger, as myself, 
becomes a series of riddles, nay worse, coutiuual suggtetioos of fulaa 
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■ouods. Even aft«r actimriiiK a UileruUe coQcoption of tba dialectal 
proouncution of a giren locality, I have bcea ooiutanlly "floorod" 
—1 can't tUid a more elegitnt phraw to express my utter dcfetit— by 
■OHM dialectal spelling of the ume Turiety aont me by a new band. 
Of ccnraa ootDparatiro study nnuiina impoiaibid whca the tbinp to 
be compared (uv unknown. Coiiclusiona hitherto drawn arc merely 
•iTowi dmwiL at a venture — they may hit the murk, but who 
knows ? My tilonaic was contrived for the purpose of overcoming 
theae (liiRcullius, and my recent experience bus k'd me to the con- 
clnnon that it U really adapted to ovorcumc Ibcm, by extremely 
simpLo means, which enables tlie received and any dialectal prouun> 
datum to be written with almost the mme correcttiem as by palaeo- 
type, without any typographical Iruuhles, such as varied loman and 
it^ic letten, turned letter*, or, except very rarely, accented lottera. 
Uuvii^ «hown how Oloedc can bo used for the rocdvod pronunoia- 
tiou ( 1 174, b), I proceed to shev liow the dialects may be written, 
beoanne I hope that, throu)j;h the influence of the English Dialect 
Society, it may be extensively used for tliis purpose. But I 
would especially guard aRainKit the error that, because a person can 
pronounce a dialect, and becauiw Qloeslc tpves a means of writing 
it, and 01»w(ic merely uses ordinary letten, generally, at leiut lut a 
Inuda, in their received meaning therefore it is only n[^ceBaar^' ta 
put the key to Glo*ac before one's eyes in ordtr to l-e oblo to write 
a known pronunciation irtraiftht off. Tou mij^ht as wcU expect that 
when a key to the rdation of the notes in music to the keyboard of 
a piano ha.t been given — say by panting on each finger key the 
written name of the mnnH it will give — to any grown giri of average 
iutx^'llect, Bhe will be ineLantly able to pUy off a piece uf music pre* 
aented to her. We know that dui must leam and pnutitt her soalea 
Int Qloano writing lean art which also requiiM care and pTMtiw. 
To one who con already read and write, it is n>mparatiTcly oasj/tr 
lh0 munJa he tawm, not by auy means eofiy fur othen^ aa whe-s a 
■tiasgor would write bvm dictation — my vvfu ca&o, u-hvn I nm 
fiirtnnata enough to And one who van dictiite. But il' a tiling is 
ia tt9rth rfotflf at nH, it is worth doing well. At present dialectal 
writing is not done even ill : it is literally not dow at ail. The 
pri*eciit nmuiftpmentH superwdo those above given, pp. 606-618, as 
they are founded on a mueh wider experience, but lite basis of the 
qratein is the same. Gbssie symbols arc here inelotied in sijuaiv 
brackets [ ], the palaeotypic being placed in a parenthesis ( ).

Mate of onr philology withoat bis Iftboun. But Qnmm waa eoMit- 
tully a man of lettem. Langaagc to him wili a written nrntalliia 
tun, not a livinj; gmwing orgKninm. ItA ftagvs ns nlitAar noog- 
oizi'd by writiu^, ho could and diil approciat« in a mnnnpr for 
which we arc all dooplj gratciUI, but huvmg rcarhcd hif^ awn stago, 
he conceiTed that the MMff languages were to remain in t^'ir pruacnt 1 
form, for the «ya of fatnre genemtioDS.

If W0 had not nn iipportuuily of ac^qumng their BOiinibs ^e should 
make the nb«anU*t Hednction* rci'ix'ctmg thoin. Wp have no oo- 
eaaioa to go farther than Orimm'fl own inTontigation.* of the relatinu 
of EngUah Towcb {ihii. pp. ^7(^-401) for this purpoH. Having 
BOtliiBg to bridge over the nip between Anglosaxon and the Rogtiah 
of modern ptonooncing diotvnariea, which ahew only the net nmh 
respecting the literary farm of a single dialeet, he waa ootircly 
nnable to nee the rctutiana of the diffinent Towel-eoanda. Xot- 
withntandin;: even uU the previous inreRtigntinns in the present 
work, ibi' r\-laUotw lanuot yet be HOftiiruly tnciMl, and nothing more 
than iadieatioiu can here be attempted.

Our medieval spelUng wa« ountrired by eccleraavtics familiar with 
Latin, who tried to uae Romance letter* to exprees Teutonic vounda^ 
of cour»e only approximativcly, and were able to indirato nativa 
variety but vaguely. I have urcady attempted to show what would 
he the eiV»t of trj'ing even a more eomplute olphubct for represimt- 
ing rcy^ivcd pronuneiation (124d, e), and I have propouDdod the tiat 
of aoandn which arc apparently required for dialectal writing 
(1962, b\. If we were to confine ourselvcH to a mere IiOtin alphabet, 
the raautt would be altogether insufficient. The aTthogTB|ihy naed 
tr IomI writer* of the pretient <lay, founded on the rocoivod pninua- 
cutioa as they eonoeire it, ntill coofaaee many vowcNwanaa, and 
makes poifoet havoc of the diphthongs. For the older state of ovr 
bBgnage, awl in the umo way for the other Teulooio languagea^ wn 
hare to work up Ihroogb a similar alough of despond. Uvnoe tba 
vowd nlationa on which Grimm dwelt*) in the chapter ju5t cited an 
oonpantively ioaecureiy bawd, and must be ootx^ited aa the vo^ 
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best result that could then be reftched, but not as tbo bcrt attainable 
u pboaology odvanc?*. 

fiat conung from tbe dead to the living, — from the letters adapted 
b;^ lourned prieitta from lulin to Auftlot^axon and old English, and 
mom tir Itw nidely foHowefl by paid and uuii-arofd ecrireners 
(249, d. 490, c), to the language as aotuaUy t)]ioken by and umone 
our inaisantry, — the problem is very different. Our vryKtaliised 
ortbography has not afFoctc-d the pronniiciittion of these men at all. 
They fwl that they have nnthing in common with it, that thoy can- 
not iiM it to ■write their own language, but thnt it represents a way 
of speech they have to employ for "the gnntryj*' as well as they 
can. Thii imitation of "quality talk" « not dialectal, and is 
msHj miiqironunciatioa, of the same cfajiratter as a foreigner':!.' 
The dialcotul Hpeakem are in fact forrigncrs in relation to book- 
Bpealters. Although we are obliged to refer thetr swiinds to those of 
roceiTod speech pnsent or past, yet this ia only as a help to our own 
ignorance. 5o proper elosoflceuon is pot&ible without a knowledge 
of the indinduaU, and that has, in this case, yet to be collected. 
The rc«iilts gathered in Xr. Hurray's book on Scotch, and iu tha 
present chapter, are quite unexampled for English. They arc far 
loo few and too nneertitiu for scifutiQc result*. Thoy can only lead 
up to thoorie* which will guidd future renearcb ; but they servo to 
open out a mpthod which, when gencmlly applied, cannot but prove 
of the highest pliilolof^col value. The ]>rfinunpiatjon of each 
duttict has to be scparotely apprteiated, in connection with a well- 
ehoMn and well-armngcd system of words. Of course grammatieal 
and other consideration') will also hove to be weighed, bot, from the 
nature of my subji-ct, I confine mynelf strictly to phonology. Tet 
the formntion of Piii-b ti test vopobulary b, in fiict, the smallest 
portion of the tu«k. The diiscoTery of the dialectal aonntia of the 
words it contains for any one district, is n work of very great time 
and Ubfinr, oven wlirn the collector hns much phonetic knowlwlge 
and pnictice. Uc must Im a iierwoti long arrus(<inied to the soundo, 
one before whom the dialtet iR'uple sjKuk frifly ; mirl he must bo 
able to write them down when hcurd. Theiv are uumeruu.>« ranntir 
clergymen, country attomeys, country surgeons, country- mihool- 
masters, who are in a ponilion to hear the soimtU tVeely, but thoy 
seldom uotu them. They huvo ocldom the philological eduoation 
which leads tliem to consider Ihe^c " rude" sounds and phra.<K.-9 of 
any value ; and when they take tbem up as a local ciiriuaity, thoy 
arc generally unaware of their coroparatiTe value, and waste time 
over etymological conaiderations of frequently the crmlest kind. 
Bnt they arc moat supremely ignorant of phonology, and have not 
the loast oonception of how to write aoanda consistently, or of how

But, of couno, I was at first liable to 
the MLniL' Motircet) of error an a FrcnchniHQ reading Bngliiih, with not 
(|uite fio much information on the iwunda as is given in aii onlinaiy 
grammar. I feel considcnihic confidence in those specinien« which 
I print at once in palacotypc. I could not hare interjmtcd them 
into thin form, if the infbnnation I had received hod not heoD 
TcndoTC'd tolerably precise. Of course there vill be many erron 
left, but I hope that the specimens are, as a whole, so far correct 
as to form somt'thing like iirm footing for srientific theoiy. Tbe 
names of each of the kind tiicnds who have bidpod me in tbis vork 
will be given in due order, !But 1 wish generally to cxnresa my 
great oUigations to them for their [uwistaJoee, wiUiout which tbu 
chapter would havo entirely coUapsod. It was a work of great 
labour to all of them, and waa sometuDBS lenden-d under very 
trying conditions.

We have to 
troat the dialect as an unwritten language, and discover what is said 
witiiout reference to orthography, that ii, tritbout reference to what 
laoniod men iu olden lime thought would bt< tho most pnclicml way 
of approaching to the ri-pn'xcntAtion of sounds of eMitr diHlcctA by 
means of symbols whose signification had been fixed by still oldar 
writers in totally different kngaagca. This drives tis at once frtnn 
books to nntnie, which is rcry hard for literary men, bnt is I 
lidieTe, the only way of gi'v'ing reality to our inrestigotioQS. Ai 
bng as wo do not cbeoli Uterataro by observation, as long as we 
continuo to take the resolta of otfl alteotpts at represoating obeerra- 
tiotis,* aa ibscdntely oorreet, as atatting-pointB for oil aabsoqnait 
themy, vc lay oanclves open to ndn odr etror aoAdeot to entirely 
ritiato our oonclunons. Much barm baa already been done in tfaeo- 
trtically restoring the roarkii for long and short vowels in Anglo- 
■axcHi. in printing diplomatically with theoretic insertions, in 
«y9t«matiaug an orthography which wus mot yet understood.' Our 
real knowleti^ of the ancient lengttis of th(L>»e vowels conaista in 
tho analogies of other languages and the present cliangra. And 
these SMm to be much affected by the already-mentioned difllcutties 
of retaining tho same quality of tone while cndeavourinK to prolong 
the aonnd. But to obtain a real knowledge of loag and short 
Towels, wc shall have to stndy languages in which difference of 
length, tcdqieodcntly of differcnee of qaality, is significant, and in 
which quantity forms tbe basis of rbytbrns.

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The net re«u)t for onr present inveetigatiooa on English dialects 
is that all quuutitie« here markvd miut bti taken as proruiooal, that 
too much weifiht must u«t bi' iittribut«tl to tliv st^ratiuu nt long 
and short, otid timt ia gnnei-al a eert^ia mtitial length may ba 
ummed, whioh, wlien marked short, must not he much prolonged, 
and when marked long, must not ho much short*;nfd. But qUow- 
tmota mu«t always he mndc for habit of speech, for intonation and 
dmwiing, for the groniinaticnl collocation of the word.' for empharis 
and sownt or forcn nf ntt4>nm^^•^ for "bmftdncaa*' and " thinness " 
of pronunriation, — all of whii'K TOiitarially tnflaenoo quautity, — us 
well as for those otht-r points of difficulty already dwtdt upon, and 
many of which arc charactc^ristic of speech in different distxiots. 
But for the practical writing of tlialects, wc must continue to make 
a separation of nhnrt and long, if for nothing else, at any rate as an 
indicatiun of glides (1146, b). Whi'n wc write [tnetit']=(iiut), we 
■ecin to shut up the vowvl too tightly, owing to the action of tho 
consonant. This is not usual to tho Scot, who says [iu:ect] = (mi't). 
Hence we hear the Scot «iy [inee-t] = (iaiit), and when he really 
l(fDg1h«ns, as in tJiitPe» (thiivz) = [thee'Tz1, vrv almost ••com to want 
an extra sign, as [th:'«evz] = (thiiVa). lor dialccUd writing wo do 
much if we kcep/wod^grens. and use the long vowel r^-atly to mark 
a want of tightne&^t in the glide on to the foliun-ing consonant. The 
real value of our longn and shorts must not be token too acturat^ly. 
The writer had better give his^r*( impression than his liwt., for the lait 
has been subjected to all manner of modifying iDllucnocs. We 
hare simply nothing left like the quantity' of quiistitative longuagea.

Wiutl u forc«4 from thu cheat, 
opoiing the Up», which immediately cIon by thelc elaftici^, assisted 
by the pressure of the nm of the cup, and this aotioii beinjE repeated 
with Kreat rBpidity, puffs of air oome in regular succvwiun into the 
cap or iDouth-piece, and are transmitted throu};h a »mall hole at 
the opponte extremity into a luii); tube (27 ft<et loog noArly), the 
oontenta of whu>h form a rMonanca thamher, whirh i<t naturally only 
able to reaound to crrtdin simple and compound tones. The puffs in 
the lips aro not sofficicntly rapid gcQeruUy, on aoconnt of their 
want of alaaticity, to prodacc the tones of the lonf; tobo itwlf, but 
they are able to set the air within it in motion, and the action of 
this roiifinnl air is powerful enough to make the lipt vihrntc property. 
Thu tube can only are certain tones, dependent on the fupje of the 
impalac given by uio lips; but by introducing the band and arm 
at the hell-Uko inMsaing of the tube, tho riiapa of the resonance 
chsmbor ie altered and new tones eon be produced, ant however so 
bright and dixtioct as the others. Xow, in the human voice, a pair 
of elastic b«nds or chords, pressed closely togetber in the liuynx, wrva 
the puq)o<w vt the lijM. and produoe the pufls of air, which pasa 
through the upper pait uf the caitilaginoas box(ofUin nearly eloaad 
by its lid, the epiglottin) into a reaooaDoe chamber anawering to the 
tabe of the bom,' which can have ita ahspe nafrellonaly Bltered by 
meana of the muaclea contractinft the ^ist part or phar>'nx, the 
aetioo of the umla in closing or opening the |>assages through the 
Boae, and tho action of the toni^ue Hiid lips, which \&»t much 
reaemblcs that of thr introduced hund and arm in tht; French horn. 
There ore, howevt-r, some esacntial points of dissimilarity between 
the two cases. Thus tho resonant chambers in speeoh arc small, 
and tho reaonanoe ix not powtrftil (-nough to affect the vibrations of 
the vocal chords, so that the rapidity of the vibrations of these 
ehonls thomadTM detenninea the piteh and the full force of tone, 
while the roaooant ehaabera can only vary the relative tone of the 
diAnent rimpla tanoe which eompoao tho actual mnncnl tone pn- 
dnoed.

'bra, iheso habits aro of no avail, as in scicntiULiilly cxauiiniiig 
wn Inngnogrs and dialects, the listener fails to detect the 
which probably the speaker feels, and hence introduce! 
ctiooB which thi' hitter r(3pHdittt«(». Also thr habit-'* ft' ditli-rcnt 
Mts of spexkurs bMocne w fLxi-d and nrc so liiffrrfiit in tlii^nifxlvcj), 
that those of one set haver powtihly many vowels not corrc-iponding 
to thoM of the other, ontl hence they cither cannot apprcciuto tbcm 
at all, or merely introduce approximaliona which ore misleading. 
Thia is obc Bccrtt of "foreign accents.'' We hnvo agreed to oon- 
rider certain vowel qnalitipa as ntandnrdij from which to roakon 
dcpftttiiTM. Bat we are really not able to reproduce those fltandiinla, 
except by rach an opparatns as Hclniholtz contrived, and oven 
then fio much depends upon subjective appreciation, which is 
mnterially influenced by the non-human method of production, that 
real stimdurds may be rtaid not to exirtt. And we oru sttll wonie off 
in ability to mcaauro the departuiTB fh>m the standard oh shewn by 
^the metaphorical terms we employ to express our feelings. Practi- 
ly in each eountry we fall back upon "received prounnriation," 
and how much that diffur3 from person to jierson, huw little thero- 
foro it approochoB to an accurate xtiutdard, has ulreudy been shewn 
in § I of this chapter.

Tbeee arc evidently extreme positiontf. Bat (fla) is prodacod 
with lips mQd«rately open, distiactly not rouoded. by clofdng the 
crater comers of the lip4, a tolenibly flat ton^e, with the back n<it 
emtIv 80 liiBh HO for (uu), and the phar>-ux open. It hua a very 
cnmi^iciitcd composition out of partial tones, aud a pitch of mude- 
nl« Mii^ M that it accommodates itself even to high or low notes 
without much " muddying.'* Obwuration is moat felt on the low 
tones which err on the side of (uu] ; tho upp«r onea err on the ade 
of (n), and make the towpI too " thin." ' 

Thew three Towela (i, a, n) exist in perfcetion in the Italian, and 
powibly Castillian. Thpy do not exist in great perfertion in Eng- 
lish. There, (ii) is frequently obseurc^df or has its quality dctcrio- 
ratcd, by widening of the pharynx, desocnrling to (ii;, or, 1^ ali^tly 
lowering the tongne, to («»', ce'). The (nn) in brttcr, bnt 
also inelineo oft«n to (uu), not, howuTcr, reaching (wuh), Tho 
(aa) rises to (aah), which is a bright wund, though inclining to 
~ u ruughnegs of {tb), or else sinks to (44), which h much duller, 
■nd ba« almoet the effect of rounding. These arc the tendencies in 
the cultivated received pronnnciution. In the diolecta we shall find 
both (ii) sinldng aud (aa) rising to (ce), and (aa) also sinking to 
(a«, aa), and even (00, oo) ; wlule (uu) approaches (00) by a pecu- 
liar aLterutiou of the li]>«, or airhvtt of the palate, witbout the 
tongue, giving (tWo) or (hw*). These tdterutioos eoiTcspund to the 
effects of Grimm's veakntm^, but weakening is hardly an appro- 
priate term. If we conridfir the nature of the altet-ations, they 
an found lo connxt in modifying the n'sonanire chambur, and 
henee changing it* vowel effect, by mising or lowering i>art« of 
the tongue, hy opening or nttll further closing and "rounding" tho 
Kps, and by widening the pliarynx. To none of those ean tho term 
'"wonkitiing" well apply. Buttiie (ii) sounds hare & thin whiatliBg 
effect, tho (ee) wuniLi a rattling reedincsB, the (aa) sound? an open 
BonorotisnefH, the (00) sounila a rnnnd (tillnefti, the (»u) souniU a 
hollow mundnees, and we may connidi-r thut (ii) or (aa) tt*ffrade» in 
paaedng to (eo), and (00) in passing to (uu). The Boumls (iia, 00), 
wtiich differ only in the position of the lips, nni tho host aoanos 
wo have, and the passage of one into the other is on a level. It 
has bei^u TcTii' trcijucntly made in uur dialects. 

A. slight alteration, however, matiTiaUy affects the quality of tho 
liaBOnaDce. The qualities of the vowels (iv k ts j) aro rough.

toae, and giTDS it o dull hollow ohoncter, which this term ia meant 
to»xpreei. 

The pavnge in the direction (o, o, h) is also one of thickeningi 
and (Mo) or (tf*) %b felt to bo tiot thick indei^d. When we cotno to 
(n). the tooo focU lighter again. Thia arises from the disappeaniaoe 
of moat of the compoaeot nimple tones. The sound {^), or a rowel 
produced by keepiag tha tips ia the (a> poMtiun, aod low«riag the 
tongue to the {*.) position, is the dullest prwxible (q). It is ro- 
oogoiM«d by Hclmholtz ms the true type of (u), b«<^iiit»e it leave* the 
month nearly likt; a sphere with a very small external aperture, and 
ia the reul extreme voweL It possibly occurs diulectally, as do 
also, I think, (#„ Uj), and ffarious other modifications of (u). 

Any approach to (u, a, (e, j o)) from any quarter is recegnined 
U obscuration. This, as alroiidy mentioned, apparently depends on 
a want of adaptation of the reBonanee chamhor to q^uiilitios of tone 
which are free from lieots. 

U \e thus iK«u Umt the effects dceorihed by oil manner of the«* 
retieol lorms dept'od upon the physiological action of the relative 
loudness of component fimpto tones, and the scientific et-udy of Uie 
relations of rowel qualities is, like music in general, ruilu(.-i'<) to an 
ioTestigiitioa of the effects of altering tho intruMtirs of lhe«e ttame 
oomp-inrnt". This it in bfjond our presient [>urj)oac to do more 
than indicate. Dnt we »<« geiieially that thinnesH or hollowncu 
depends ufkon a bad filling up of the compontid tone ; the Uiin tones 
■wanting force in the lower, ntid the hollow tones in the higlwr com- 
jMuvntB. lliick tones eevm to bare several lower components 
aCrongly dcrebped (as in the sesquialtera xtop on the organ), and 
tho npper oomparalirely weak. The ohaenre rough tones arisA from 
beating oomponentt duo to imperfection of resonance. 

In (w,t) anil (a^) wo seemed to havo reached the acme of thick- 
nets, in (u) the oomponentA were atmoitt reduoed to il)e lowest 
simple luoe, but, in cotieequeace, the tone was not thin. If; how- 
ever, the pueitiun of the tongue be slightly changed, so that it ghdes 
ftom the (u) to tlie (i) ptwiLion, the tips remaining unchnti^M], a 
pcouliur mixture of the liulluwness of (u) and thinneu of ^i^ rt-sults, 
the Oermiui (i), or, with wider pharynx, the French (y).

This i» an example of how Tory closeljr 
approxiaiBtiDg sounds can be produced by very different forms of 
tiiie r«»ona&ce chamber.

The other two pyramids arc merely the nasala formM by adding 
(a) to these i^igiia. The relatioiift between the oMinary Towela, 
whare nil nai«al reaoaanoe is cut off by closing the entrance to tbo 
noae with the amla, and the nasal vowels, where this entrance ia 
opened, are Dot so completely uuduratood as could be desired. The 
forms (n,, aA) indicate that the touguo and lips are in thp positioa

(A) family. The great peculiarity of this triiingle, however, con- 
sists in not terminating the (A G I) and (A O U; limbs by tho 
typically closest positions of tho series. It will be seen that tho 
first terminates with {y t,), and that tho seriea then extends along 
tho base, through (i i), where the closest positioa ia reached, to tha 
lafaifttiaed eentral core (i), where the palato-labisi soriee oommencca. 
And Um second limb tenuinutos with (u n), whioh again are not so 
oIoaeaa(u' u'), and thciK! go on to(L'), whiuh ia almost ox the central 
core, and leads np to ( y ), where the labial series is palat»UM>d, and tha 
palalo-labial series cotumenoee on this side, and to on to (i). Hence 
Uie base of the triiinulu would probably bo best represented by two 
curves sweeping from I to Y, au'l from to Y, where they unite, 
and proceed in a vertical line through ^ to A, and thon (T, li') would 
be outside, and [i, u', c)justiiiBidti, so that the 'wide' and 'primary' 
vowels would bo kept disrinol. Bydmwing these linesontheprinted 
scheme, together with the Itmln A E I, A O TT^ abetter concep- 
tion of this extremely ingniiious arrun^ment will bo obtained. 

This double triangle, with oentnU stem and curved base, exhibits 
the relation of vowel gradations in a very convenient form, and 
may help many readers to a better conception of certain " iuter- 
modiate' formn, than any long phyniological dt^scriptiua of tho 
forms of resonance chamber by which thoy are produced. The 
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ideotiQoBtioiu of the Prioco'a symbols with paUeotype are praoU- 
caJly his own, 'with the oicoptioD of (b,), which is a tlieorwtical 
intermediate form, for which he hae given no koy-word, but aoe 
(1108. a). That th« forma witli (',) prwvwly r«pre»ent the aame 
a» are produooJ by tin- [ihysiological ecLionii these ngiu were intro* 
duced to aymbotUe (1107, a'), may be sometimca doubtful. NcrcT- 
thclcas, fot a study of vowel relations, this triangle, hero printed 
f^om tho Princf>'s unpubUshcd papers, ii of more material ralao thaa 
any of the other triangular Amngementa which huTo been citwl above, 
though they all aene more or leaa accurately to aliow the eubieetive 
rolatious of Die vowels by wbEoh the chunt^ti have been gQneraUy esta- 
maled. But tho real cauBCS of the changes are certainly to be aought 
in the rtilntione of position of tongue, lips and pharynx, and tho more 
or leas careln^Ba hubita of speakers in aeantiuug defiuitc ndatiooi, 
dependent upon the cueo with wbtoh approximatioas to definite 
position, and hence quality of tone, are appreciated. This rmdinecs 
of appreciation, or perhaps of confu«ioQ under one oonovived gcutia, 
is due, probably, to thu necessarily wide varieties in the qaaliCiea of 
tone u»ually ideiitifiLTl by Ihi- spi-nknr him»elf, which ariae from 
difference of pitch, already mentioned, and emotional modilicatioiiu. 
It murt bo remembered, however, in this connection, that what ooo 
nation, or tribe, or clique, is in tho habit of confusing, another ia io 
the habit of distingiiiBhiRg. To an Engliahmao it ia indifferent how 
he modifies his pitch in speaking, to a Ghineee snch modtficutioiu 
ore all important. 

Alt such changes from a vo-wti. !q oae part of tho scale, to anotlier 
not far remote on cither side, may be imlted gradation* (12111, if), 
and we may say that a vowel thus replaced la jfr^dutti, a geiMnl 
term, avoiding the usual metaphora of weakening, streDglfaeDing, 
etc.. or even ^j^radation. 

It must not, however, be mppond that dialectal speakers are in- 
different to their vowel (^oalitMi. Each speaker is tolerably clear 
about the matter, till be ie queetiooed, and then, like the odacatcd 
speaker, be becomes bewildered or doubtful. Also, in using his 
words in different collocntion*, he unconstciouftly uses different soonda. 
Also, whoa the listt-'ncr attempts to give him ba^ his sound, almost 
oerlninly incorrectly, the unlive speaker is apt to acknowledge M 
identical what are rooUy different, or to find immeaso di&reaosi 
where tho listener felt nnrdly an appreciable distinction. Again, 
dialectal speakers vary greatly from one aoother, when the finer 
forms of elements are eooaidered. The iovcsligntor generally knows 
but few. Hence he ia apt to be deceived. Ajb we to auppoee that 
the great varieties of £«rly English speliiDg are due simply and 
always to careleasneas or ignorance? Ify dialectal experience leads 
me to think that much may be due to diAiculuea of appreciation and 
vanetiee of prooancitition, aod that some of the best spelling, by 
the most oareflil men, such as Orrmin and Haa Michel, even wbea 
ooDsistont (which, aa we V.u»w, in not always tho case), may give 
abarp tuif^ttiv* distinctions, and may contain aceommodatianM to 
alphabetic rosonrcea, which are not correct as real reprcacntativM of 
the language spoken. My ovrn personal flxpericnco of phonetio

wbila letters really reprt^septed sounds to an appreciiiblt- vxteat, 
ntother cause nuiy bare acted. They wrote mach from dictation, or 
Trhen they wrutt- from 'copy,' tlipy truQBfvrnid the word iato soimd 
ia their livudis and they were »9 slow in forming ttio Ietl«rH that 
they liit)ouT«d so axialyiita of the sound as they went od. Thi* 
Batitrally varied as tbcy used the word afU-r intertralB or in difforent 
connections. It do^8 M with e?cry one; this i« the mere outcome 
of experience. But with the old scribe the result was a correspond- 
ing Jt«ration of spelling. The word was contii<l<-red in isolation, 
bence its rbytbmtcol or rhyming qualities did not enter into con> 
sideration. Th« analyftia was uncertain, hence il altered. It wna 
tinctured by tbe local habits of the scribe, with whom, therefore, 
the spelling changed also in generic character. Tbe point least 
thought of was tbo geocml habit of urouunciution, becttuae it was 
really uakuowu, and there was no early ttundard. It seeme to me 
tluit Tcry much of the Tarieties of our early MS3. can be tbuH 
•coounted for, and some puzzling, but not Ixequeut, groups of leltcn 
•atisfHctorily expltunod. 

Tbe oi.<t result then for our dialectal examples is that only class

doubtful. When exhibited in phonetic writing, they mutt be takea

to make at the time, to be corrvcU-d when his " ptrsoual equation " 
is known. Experience, gathered from luyscU' nnd others, has con- 
Tincvd me that opinions alter wideii/, and within short intervals, 
while listening to repeated uttcmnces of the name Rpeaker, as to the 
precise shade of sound heard. Ilonce I couxider tJiat it would be 
premature to draw absolute conclusions from them. We know in 
France and Germany that muoli confusion as to (», cs) preTails. 
The French distingutsh (k, <) sharply, and so do the Italians. Tbe 
French aliw distinguish (o, 9), but the Italitms have (o, ub) in their 
place.* All this is easy when we have written documents and much

•nnant cliwMficntion. To the rowel scheme he nppcndwl a lint of all 
the rove1-<tonnilH which, m far aa he oouM appreciate, cxtaled in 
each of forty-fire Kuropean langnagea. At my re^iufst, and piir- 
poMlv for the preeent work, lie verified his apnrcciatioa by giving ia 
eachlanpangc a word containing; thnt Towel-sound, together with 
ita meaning, serving: to itlentify it. He han thuf) eonstnicted the 
moel extensive eerira of kttf-Korda eror att^mptcii, and hu« furuiehed 
ft meaiu of arriving wilbio oomparatiToly narrow limits at tbo 
meaning of tbe palacotypio aymbols. Of coune there will be no 
absolute identity. First there is his own personal eqaatioo ia 
ob««rviii|{, next there is that of another obseirer, and thote may 
can«e so gmit a divnricittion that the idrotificntion tomj he disputed 
in many cawa. I hare found seTorn] in which I do not approoiato 
tho distinctions of sound in precisely the same way as ho dow. 
Still the limits of difforenoe ore in no case T«rr great, and their rery 
enstenco i-i important in relation to the gratfation of tow«1s when 
appreciated qualttativety. 

lu order to mnko this remarfcahle vorS more raluablo for phUo- 
logii'al purpowa, 1 have arrangei) it on follows. First, on p. 1298, I 
giTu the Priuoo'a complete triangle, of which there is on extract on p. 
1289. As it was imposeible to use the Prince's own symbolsi, many of 
which hare never been out as types, I have confined myself to giving 
tlio numbtri in his list. Hence, whatever may he thought uf the 
pnlacotypiu ci(uivu)oiits uftiTwards added, eui-li vowel can be imme- 
diately identified us U 1, D 2, et«., B indicaung BonapartMn, and 
tbus referrwl to in any Englifih or foreign treatise. For typoprsphi- 
ckI reusons I hare, as before, omit'ed tho eloping; lines of his tnuiig^le. 
Those may be readily fuitplit-d tlins: by drawing lines fmrn A at 
the top, tlirough E to I, through O to U, «nd through CE to Y. 
The first two lines separate the priroBry and wide vowels. Tho 
two uprights bftwtpn the two horizontal lines should be pamllel 
to the other two, and point to 33 on the left, and 62 on the right. 
The vertical linea inclnfdng 67, T, (6A, Ofi) and the horiznntid lines, 
on oorroct. The capilal letters I, E, A, O, T7, Y, (E, indicate 
Um elMies, the limlta of which are clearly miirkcd by tluiee lines. 

Vext follows a linear li»t of the 75 sounds enten-d as vowels in 
the above triaDRle, in onler of tbeir noiabert, with their palaeolypic 
equivalents. Exc-ept for 5, 9, 12, 22, 36, ^0, 36, 36, 39, 47, 52, 66, 
59, 60, 61, 62, e.t, 66, 73, 74, 75, these equivalent* were furnished 
hj the Prince himself, and hence indicate his own appreciation of 
my characters. Of the#e 5 is determined by the Danish example 
after Hr. Sweet to be C,a). Then 22 is the (x,) already mentioned 
(1290, a). Number 86 is only exemplified by an indetenniaate 
unaccented Scotch towoI, ecercely dUtingaishnbic from (t) ; bat, oB 
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Ur. Sbfurraj considers it nearer to (i), the Prince hnj made it inter- 
mediate to (i, i), and I hare \»cA (i') as the sjrrobQl, where the 
greater cIoscncM (1107, h), indicated by £'), refers rather to the 
width of the opening of the pharynx than to the height of the 
toogae. NtinibRr St! is id(?ntifi»l by a Swedish sonnd, which secau 
to be bcHt iudicalcd by (U|). The Knglish and Icehuidic exunples 
of 61 sufficiently idmtify it with (V). Forhaps 62, which is only 
idenliBtid id Swc-dish, is not quite properly represented by (u'), but 
its position in thu triaui;l« leads me t« that symbol. A t^iioilar 
doubt hangs over 63, (u'), ideatitiud otily in Lap und Norwegian. 
As to 74 tiad 76, the systematic chttracter uf the rrince's symbols 
leads me to think that (ee*, »')are probably correct, cspL-ciullv as the 
latter is also ideotitied with t^e Scotch «/ io guiti. Here {/*) 
is the sound I have httlierto written (y,). WiUi regard to the 
other numbers not idt-ntiULHl with pnliicutypo by the Frinoe bim- 
aelf, they are all na-saU or semi-naAida, formed oq basM aln^ady 
identified, and hence have been written by adding (a.) or (,) to the 
palaL-otypio equivalents of thoae boAcs. Those additional symbols 
Aave been all approved by the Priuce, but some doubt neccasurily 
remains as to the uorrectneps of the physiological identiflcalion, ill 
which, howeror, he is nut much interentud, and very probably aome 
will have to bo altered hereafter. Thus [*id«„ 46 o„ &&i^) wen 
identified by the Prince with sounds which Mr. Sweet writes (k, a^ 
ffg) respectively ; see the Baniab vowels, language -lO, below. It is 
alotost impossible that ears attuacd oatunJIy to EDglish and foreigo 
bouuds respocUvely should agrc« on such minute [Kiiate.

Tho word fracture hate inttwiuced w of course imitated from 
Qrimni'i* breehung, but it doea not in any respect imply hiii theory 
of length (1265, A. 1270,6). By /Vof/urc will be meant' the replace- 
ment of one rowol by two, more or leso clo»i'ly oonDoct«d by a f;Ude. 
By Junefure will bo meant, conTCTsely, the roplH&ement of two 
Towcts, gAQomlly Rliding on to one UDothcr, by a single vowel, 
either one of the two uriginnl, or some aannil tlovclop«i) in the glide 
whioh originally joinM thom. As to the coin|ianttivo loDgths of 
the one and tho two elements, no theory is atartod. Aa to the 
afaeolutit rauomyUabio cboiactcr of the fractures, no ossiunplion ia 
xaodc. Aa a genenl mkt the speaker feels the fhicture aa niono- 
ayllabic, he actually nftsn feeU it as containing only one vowel ; so 
that it in only with dilhcully^ after much he.iitatiun, and fn>qu<<ntly 
uuwUliiiKly aftor !ttn.'Uuuua denial, that ho cudics to recogniei; thu 
Ibictiuvd ckuravti-r. It n.-miirv» gouumlly a frtah uur or a tutored 
ear tu I'ecognitc tlicm at alt Tho freeh ear, if not tutored, is ajit 
only to recogniite some peculiarity, without ntating its nattire, and 
when it attempta tu elatv it, ia ofTen ludicrounly incorrect. Theae 
etatvoivuta are Uio rtrsnlt of expuricm.^, not theory. The knowledge 
of &»vturc« is ratlift ut-w tv iuy»vll'. ITiew were inwiy vraw at 
•pewh to which I wa8 wvU acuHtouif^, willioiit baring the l«ast 
idea that they belongeil to thtH class. Dialectal fntcturen I Hcarcely 
appreciated at oil, ejcc^^pt oa Hporadic curiusitica, tiU quit« roccotly ; 
yet they are most consnicuoua chartbctcrs of onr northern and aoutb- 
westem dinlccta. And extending my view from English to other 
Earopenn langunge!«, I Kem to n^e them largely develnped even in 
written tonguca, while the unwritten dialecta nbonud in them. It 
is therefore ncccsuiiy to funn some cto&iiiicutiou, jiuinling out tUoir 
typical tharaotcra.

ftncturca, and their oonvsponding jiinchirea, will not "be thrown 
away, for they are Tititl nointe in the conadontioD of rowel rola- 
tJona. It would bo quitd prcmatnre to proponnd nnj theory for 
their origin. The phfnoiucna themselves arc not sufficiently known 
undgroapnl, nndthe rirrutnHtancefi under which therariw, although 
uttftunttil iu rertmn owph to be ddtt-rmiufd by Gntom, uo far too 
vaguely felt, or loo louricly statM. or too impeifcotlv oscertmncd, to 
render a gcDcrel thtrory popsiblo. The diveniity of local habits, and 
oTcn of habits within the s-atne district, as to words used on ditfereot 
occasions, either of collocation of words, or of rr-latioBS of tho 
«pe*ker to tho Listener, throws gri'at difficultiew in the way of any 
phyatological or even subjective theory. Our present ba.<iinem ia, 
therefore, simply to propose a rough classification of the phenomena, 
to assiitt in grouping. Tb« subseciueot dialectal ezaiupU-s will 
furnish nunuinnu instoncea. 

Fraefuret may bo divided into two cla«tcii, ftCfiording an tho 
adventitious vowel u» j»«-fixefl {Prt/rticturtt) or tuf'&xed {Su/- 
Jradurei). The originkl vowel may be gradated (1290, e) in any 
way at tie Mune time. 

rrcfmrtnrca are leeak or ap^ie* when the prffixid Tovel haa a 
greater rlnanre formed by the tongue or lips than "tho original vowel, 
so that thfl re-mit in a progntHsive opening. Ita types are ((a, un, fn), 
with the fintt element under the stress, bat varying as (ii, u£, uf). 
It is the find furm (fa, uu) whii^h Is w conspicuous and remarkabui 
in our northom diaU'cts. Tho ftC(;ond, which oflcn devolopes frtwu 
the flr«t, as (ill, ui), boa a wide range in the literary languages of 
Europe. 

Prffoflvrft arc itrong or claiaite when the vriginai vowel hat the 
greater clonire, bo that the result is u progn-ssive clonag. Ita typea 
ore (di, &U, ui), and do not, at least commonly, vary as (at, »u),' 
although (ul) is not uncommon. 

Sti^aetwvt take either of the above forms, that is, may be either 
ap«rtir« or ffau»iv*, or may he simply condMtant or lasalivt, the 
opening of the mouth c^tntinuing much the same throughout, or 
merely rrhizing into some of the eiwy i>o*ilioni», giring obscnre rt- 
aonanoe, mch an (a). The lln«t elonnrnt i-s however, tho original, 
or one of its grodatiooR, and the sery>nd the adventitious. In the 
typea, then, the first element is marked long, as (ijei, 6ou, Aaa). The 
two &at type* have crept into recerved English moDuneiatiaD. They 
are hu^y developed m Icelandic. Thoy prombly were ao in old 
Xonnsn, and have doubtless inflnenced our Karly English fonns. 
The hut type (Aao) is widely developed in our dialects. 

Omitant atiffraelutvi ariao from the supprcssiou of a conaonant, or

Tiie tjpBs are (fii, in, &b), and 
th(!T have been largely dt-vvloped in ihu nici'iveil dialect, or Ob early 
fornix, by thi; mipprfw-ion uf ^ and r, aud nonictimoB I. 

FaUe fratturet luti Mich v* have been simply developed recently 
by m^To iiiiilution, or blso analogy. They take imy of thu above 
fonns. Thiiii the Londoner's (nJLA'o) for yntrw comes from the 
anttlogy of his omissivu trocturo (mAA'>>, uiai') for m*rc, replacing 
(moo'), and uimilRr wordft. 

Jmuturu ariite from the sabatitution of a practically intf^rmediata 
•ound for a fracturo of any sort, or from the tupprc-jwion of nn 
element, thiw (^, fin) may give (o, o) m inttrmcdiittcs, or (a) by 
auppreMion ; both casos occur. 

The mo^t imiKirbint point to he dctfrmiiieil in examining a 
ftrafilure rclntes to thn original vowel, and, ai that vowel in frtquL-ntly 
gnidat«;d even to obscuration, it w frctjutntly not rciognififtble with- 
out eompftriaon of tho forma of a word in various dialecta. "When 
the original vowel reach4?3 ohscnrity, it is npccBRarily dj.'igiiiKfKl in 
ordinary alphabetic writing, und -will np^Hrtir under one of tho 
fonDd e, a, o, u, quite iiiilc]ieudt.'ntly of luiy vuriuty of Bound, 
accortUag to tho liincj' of the writer at tho moment, |>arUy BWajjed 
perhaps by etymological considerations.* I lun not inclined to gtve 
medieval writers credit for greater exactness thoa their modem 
followers, especially when they had abnolutely no sign for an 
obwuru vowel. I do not sou why an Aiiglosaxou stribu iu the xth 
ceutuiy should not havo used m, <*, preciwly nn 1 find modern 
dittlvi'Uil wriU'P* Hiitually employ them, «o Jar a* the iseeond element 
is concenied. It" they had been able to write (eo) in lioth cnaca, 
they would probably often have done so. Not having this power, 
however, the signs remain ombi^oas, and either [63) may have been 
meant, or really (ea, eo). 

It was in the Cumberland dialect that the aprriivt prefractvrta 
first presented themselves to me in recogniftable pnrity. Tt. was 
impoMiblr to hcar(f(afl, dfal, liat) foryjw, dsU, lata.ojiA (hriad, sttiin) 
for hroad, */<»m, with a perfectly di*(tiiict (a), aud to observe yio^, Uiok 
vary from {fhi\, link), throuRh (fbl, liok), to (fii'l, lia'k), without 
reoogoiHing that the original (a, 11) had been intrmliiced by an advcnti- 
tiouB (i), which, usurping thi' arcent, oerasionally oherun'd tlie otlier 
voweL The subBtiiueiit TOmpurimm of thret! Vorluhiro forma of 
•meeh with the i^coteh hd mi; to foniiiilate the proccsB tbiu. 
^tMiiwt in dtjftrrent di$triet» hat^a a tmdmey to itUrodiu* an optatr 
totfel by a rioter. The tendency varies very ninch, even in con- 
tiguous distrii^-ts, even in different speakers within the same district, 
oven iu the sumo speaker on ditTLTcat occusionB. The introducing 
vowel generally usur^^M the Hta'-'us and thus obscurer the original 
vowel, but this obucuratioii doe.'* not always follow, and the streas 
aomctimes pasjics to the original vowel, or . iU gradated rcpoNsentll- 
tive, shewing that this was a subsequent procese, m the gradation, 
especially whL'D amounting to obscuration, was more likely to occur

The North Mi<l and lifid Yorlwhire formH of Fpeoch, hereafter adducea, 
are distin^iifihod by this difference. The inlroduciag rovel might 
aim he (u) in tliifl case, but this ia not no IrDquont for an origuial 
(a) aa for an originid (o). The types (Je, It, 6B, uo) arc the moot 
general. But as long aa tho stress rcmainB on the iin>t clement, tb« 
second is very difficiUt to hold di.<itinctly, and rapidly pusttoit over 
into (a) ; thuD tlio funns ((d, 4^, us) are the ouMt Crequi^nt forma 
of the prec«diog types. When this stun ii reached, the t^mdcncy 
Beems to be to drive the obwrnntion nilther, by shortening Om 
sacond element, till it becomes a mere roice-glide, connectod so 
eloMly with tho preceding rowel aa to seem rather to generate a 
new wiind than to remain a mere appendage. Thus aiue the thm 
fiv^luret (i', T, o*, e', u', m'), of which (i', u') are of constant 
occurrt-ncc in Scotch, where Ihey have been written by Mr. MuTra]*, 
in liirt historical orthn(^phr(o;). eit. p. 103), as m, tw, tlioTerv nffu 
ailojit^d hy mcdicTiii writers for related phenomena. The foUowing 
are Mr. Murray's r<'miirlt« on these two fractur^o. "This, tho m, 
Mt, in Umie, hreae, is a nry diffirnlt Rooml t« analyse. When pro- 
noOBOad leunrcly, tiowevrr, the niuin element will goneraUy be 
reoognJaed aa the lun^; of liic English i, heard in singing hit to a 
long note bi-i'-i'>t, thifi sound gliding or opening at the end into the « 
in yet, ficeteh y in hyt, oi perhupa the mid- mixed vowel (a) in the 
second lyllahle of re«I, which occupies a mid position betwwn the 
Scotch y in myU (mel) and w in mnU (mal). I often hear tlie 
identical sound in EDRli«b, when the word rt^ ^rii ol) in carelewJ^ 
pronounced, u« (rW, ti'I), When rapidly pn»noiinced, the glide u 
soarcely heard, and the two sounds seem to mix into an impure m 
fi) or close «i' (»)■" {ii>id. p. 105.) Mr. Mutiny's {%) is rather 
deeper than mine, and sounds to me generally like (»,) or (#*), ao 
that his (i*) approximnt«i closely to an («), bnt a remarkably aaenA 
(«). Aa reiqieota iw, Mr. Murray says : " This Towel bears proeisdjr 
the same relation to m (u) snd « (o) that m does to m (i) and ai («). 
When prononnced leisurely, tho main element will ho board to be 
the same as the English ' wide ' ee (u) in bock, p«or, but thin nound 
Opena ami glidcn t')wanhi the u in jtun (a). When mpidly pro- 
Boonoed, however, the eHect a( the glide is sconvly felt, and wo 
item to bear only a very clo«v o, almoxt fidliug into m (u), and 
nearly, if not qnile, idcoLica] with the Ituliim o rhiutt, repreaonting 
a abort Latin w, a^doUt, rompt, »omma." {ii. p. HI.) These intro- 
ductions of (o, a, o) by (i, e, a) consequently lead directly to tha 
aulwtitution of (i) for (e) or (a), (e) for (a), and (u) for (o). In fiut. 
aa unpnetiaed car rcccirca (r, /, u') for (ii, »f, uu).' Slom, ags. 
(•taan), which is (otfan) in Cnmberhuid, beooiuos (sU'^n) in Tvriot- 
dale, and we hear of (etMn) in "general Sootch," and (rtiin) in 
Aberdeen. 
The most remarkable of tbeao prefractoree ia (fn), where (n) is a 
1 0<nuafMiNsaaBuk«ratdsbaTs(u)fac(i-),siaOriBa(I*,917). 
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gnulatioa of (o). In Cumberlant) I woa for u long time puzsslcd with 
vhat appeanid ttom dusciiptinn to be ft pcuuliiu- {j, v) round. 
Subsequent hoarine Bhowi-d mc tbut it ^-anuil lu [(a, fo, io'), tuid 
wu is ikot B real prcfroctuio of (a). In Norfolk tbo uustoa 
▼uries, ((u, id, iy, y, y„ ») being usea u substitutes fur (uu); Uiis 
it cnren the ease in a few worcb in Kent. In Xtwonshire, whil« 
Cy, fi, ») are g^DcniUy ttcknuwledK(.<(l, seu p. 686, note, yet the 
fracture (m/an, in**tt) amy bu uotici-d. The sounds (y, y,, *) oa 
oaed in these dialect* could not be a Nonmui introduction, oa they 
occnr in words where fIorman» have (uu). They ore not a necca- 
sity of Scotch pronunciation, for the Scotch retain the (uu) noiutd 
where it wax received from Anglosaxon and Fiench. Hence I am 
led to oonnder thifi (y, y,, «) tut in oil caaes a jtrnehm aiiung from 
ibcfi-aeturt (iu, (o) differently developed in different dietticta, no* 
eonhnp to a native custom of pronunciation, and to bo in no rospecta 
a foreign importation. That the real French (y) which was intro- 
ducfid in French words, as nature, followed the uoorao of the native 
fractun, is very probable, and thia may account for thi; simultaueoua 
eslstcnco of (lu, y) in the mouths of Wilkins and Wollia, juat ai 
we have aucn they long allerwards co-axlatud snuradically.' It ii 
olfio poii&ible that the puzzling me of u in the xat th century 
(434, b), which finally iutrodU'Ci-d ou for (uu), may have been due 
to a similar prefiucturc. Even the short », which interdmuKt-s 
with I, V (300, a), may be due to a, very close (i', »') form *<i tliia 
fracture. The considtration of fracture at any rate introjucen a 
new con^idciutiun dvptuding upon a native vxi»tiug lialiit, with 
whew Tarioua forms tht- old orthomuphy woii powerleaa to deal. 
For example, the open [uo) couM [ml iM- orthognipbically distin- 
gtriah^ iVom the dose (e'), except by leading the former as m or a>,' 
and the latter as t. This may account for the remarltHble treat- 
ment rtf «), «, by Omnin (487, cd). The hentation of that writer 
brought tA liglit by the conclitiou of hia manoscript in quite Somiliar 
to all those who try to fix a speech on paper. The analysis of 
fraotarcs is always especially difficult, and the Latin alphabet had 
made no provision for it. "VTith regard to the particular tendency 
to interpose (i) before (u), I have been lately struck with its com- 
parative ffwiuency in educated pronunciation, where the speaker 
would prohuhly have heen much offended had any such tendency 
he«n hinted ut. The (i] is generally (i), and very light, and mmc- 
timee rarica with (jr). Thus I luive hiturd room varj- as (rwm, 
rL«im, rj^yiim), so tl^t there would bo clearly very little diffi{;ulty 
in rceclmig (rym, ryiUi, rrtn). 

When the original element is retained distinctly, tho position of

Tlii» I itut*' bom my own pemonftl fwlings ia 
listening to CuinberlaDd Koun<U. Hut the choice once made has a 
c»DHi<lcnkblc effect on anbuequent development, and cither pontioa of 
the atrcn may bo oriRinalljr dereloped- Initiiilly, that is with no 
preoeding conunant, the strcM fella on the second dement or original 
Towel, and then, in arrordnncr with prciient Kn^Hsh hubitx, Ihc in- 
troducine; (i, u) bfreonio the conwnants (j, w). But tluit this was 
tbo Angloaaxon custom thcro is ronflidnnililc reutwu to donht (p. 
31 1), either u to the position of the atrcM on the H-cond plctnentf 
or aa to the oonjwniintal dc^-clopment of the first elrmfmt,* At 
preeont, even in Scotland, we have (jkh, JB'b'l. jsk, /rt) for vnt, ahit, 
oak, oat {Murray, p. IQ5), nil being oases of (i£) in the gradated 
form (is'). Mr. Murray even writes (ojen) where 1 wcmcd to hear 
him ray (Hliiiin).* In gcncnil I Uiiak that the jedc or aspiration 
acting on the initial (i) or (n) saves it from becoming (j)', but that 
is a matter of theory, very diiHcolt to decide practically. Wo have 
al«» in Scotch (w^nrtshut, wx-rpi lif, wx-pen) for orchard, orpine, 
open. And rimihirly to the (nj), Mr. Murmr write* (hwsI), where I 
su*pei-t (nhoa't), for Ao/'#, etc., which is conswtent with his secondary 
historical form AmaU, etc. [ihtJ. p. 112.) The greater number of 
dialectal writers nse y, w, in thene cases, even after a connonant, as 
AmAh in Cumbcrtnnd, implying (Dzhwon), which is to ,me n very 
difficult eombiaation ; but I seem to hear (dihuon), whieh is msj 
enongh. Even in thi» word I doubted the Btrem, and thonght Ut 
first. Ihat it lay on the introducing vowel, thus (dBhunn). TTiis is 
mtnlionwl first In shew the vowel character of the first element, and 
aecuodly the iimtahilitT of the position of streas. There was no 
approftch, however, to (dzhuan), compare the Enj^sh pronunciation 
of Juan (d^hiLU'^n). In OUT n^coiTed jmmiieiation we hare the 
fracture (wi) in otu> (wmi). The oldest ftrm of this fracture which 
1 have beon able to cite ia JoDeft's (wien), at the rtose of the ivu th 
c«Btliry, nipr& p. 1012, for which a little lutcr, in the xviiith 
Ofotary, we have (won, win, won), see (1079, a), while at the 
pmeDt day both (won) and (w^n, wan) are heard (1091, d. 1097, a). 
The frsctuml character and ita recent derclopment oro therefore 
well OBtoblished. 

Tbeae ptcftac tu rw often re-act powerfully on the preceding 
oonaoiuuit. 'Where the a^inite uxisU wo ought to hnve (jh, wh), 
but these do not seem to bo developed. 3£ore iV«r|uently the 
B^irate in loft, and {i&, ni) are treated a« initials, thus (jep, Jed, 
wa>m) occur for (nhiep, nhieil, nhu&m), An^r, Amd, ham*, in a)irop> 
shire. When there is a preceding (t, d), the firacturo is apt to

How the oM (yy) 
awois never to have died out, but the Tnodt-m (i<i) may not so much 
be a firactiire evolrcd from it lu a false orthofp^phic fracture, not 
however without opposition, see WehoteT J 1070, fi'). Once intm. 
duccd, however, (•tii'u, -diuj) pOMcd easily through (-tiiVj, -dio'r) 
into (•tith.M, -dj:bai), preciMily in the same way a.4 in Bhrop-thire. 
And the alteration of even accented (siu, tiii, diu) te (shu, tahu, 
dxhuj ia of the aame kind. This became strongly developed among 
the Irish in the xvinth centmy. See the words beginning with 
(«(-, («-) in the vocahulary, supri pp. 1081-2. 

In the Romance languaf^ the weak (i, u) prefracturea play a 
great part. Thus in t'reauh, (ahjiA) e/tamp u (lu4m-pumj) alterud, 
and (two.) older (roE'J ia (roER-gem), for ^ree'gem), Latin reygm. 
Wo have tliid even initial as in Italian (uovNh] uovo, Spanish 
(a§-po) fiuevo, Latin (oo-vuni, uovwrn), Lat. ovum. In Slavonic the 
(i) introductioDB urc constant. The fueioius of the introducud (i, u) 
■with the couKunants lut {j, w], which i» a prepamtioa for nubm-quent 
gradations, ntM'd only be meutiuued. The ettpi.-cial tendency of (k, 
g) to (ki-, Ki-\ projij-jiiig (kj, gj), and thenrii [fih .jh, t.ith d^zh, sh 
zh, B z) un the one hiuid, and (ku-, gu-], pitxlurin^ (kv*, f^-), and 
thence (w, wh, bh), and convereely, on the other, are well known. 
It » evident that the tendency townrds (ki-, gi-] must hare been 
felt Tcry Btrongly by « tuitn whti could «ay, like Walker, " When 
the a is prunouiKi-d short, as In the first nyllftblo of eanilU, gander, 
etc, the interposition of the e (i) is very perceptible, for though 
we tan pronounce guard and cert without inteqiosinp; the *, it is 
imposi^iblc to pronounce gttrriion and carriage in the aiune 
manner." (I>ictioniiry, Principles, nit. 92. See supri 206, e.) It 
is curious tluit under tliem two words in Im dictionary he gives no 
iwtioo of introdueed (i), and does not refer to this dictum in lus 
prineiplea. 

The clautin prtjhttturei, (iii &u), have long been recognized. 
Tho gupa of the Sanscritigta brought them prominently forward* 
and tiie later Sanscrit proaonciation developed the conception of 
the correapouding juucture« (w, «o), or (ee, on), the exact vowel 
'being at present doubtful, but the latter were always to my mind 
most probable, see also Mr. Gupta's unmistakable prouuueiatieu, 
(11^7, a). But gn^a was a grammatical or aooentual, at any 
rate nut a clearly dialectal, transformation of [i, u), and we 
were mi little prepared to accept such a trannforniation in Eng- 
liiih during the ivtti eentury, that perhaps* no thwHicw propounded 
in this book were more counter to geneml feeling than that tho 
original soiiuds of Engliah I, ou, were (ti, tiu). Tet the obange ia 
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pn>ciBcly or the same Duture os tliat of [a, o) into (Cs, ilo), anil the 
cbiiD|i^':s fulluw an auologoua counu in both Kngliah and Oiinuui, 
where a sioiilar feeling wtu gitnerated at the Kome time. In the 
ncit chapter I shall be able to produce new evidenoe, through the 
kindni-ss ol' Mr. MiuTHy, for the ori^al (I'l) value of Englieh I, 
But Uio di»It.'^-tul tn-utinc-nt Uuttinctly |>oint« to th« tumc i'oncluBJos> 
The rhaugfi of (i, u) to (tu, auj, in varioa» gmlation^ is a mcTe 
fracture, exactly cotnparable to the npertive prefractures. WTiere 
lonj! i was gnidflttid, «r ahortencd, the tendency to frafture did not 
•ot. But when {6i, fiu) were once eetablished, tbo BbcxmA elemeat 
1>eoBine oft^n ohficurpd, and Vfi And dialecti^lj (fia) or (a*) for 
both, sa that both .tink into simplf junfitQre (an]. Thi> pronoun f, 
oiiginiilly short, bs in (rlsh) iVA. was trcat«d as long (ii), and 
fractured to {6i), which u oonstantlT (aa) dialoctallT, and rimilarly 
ic/iilf Is [waol) in Lc«dB, and /m u (fs'T) in Hid-LoUnan. The 
woni hoiue is n^taintnl withoot fracture in the Scotch (nhns), Bad 
gouumlly bccuDiei; [udue) iu some gndutcd form, hut in Leeds sinka 
to (sos), while in tht Jiorlh of Yorkshire it firactunw difl*.TfutlT, and 
girea Cm's) from (lue), the old (uus) remoining ae a refined form. 
This IB a remarkable illuntratioti of the comparativelT recent develop- 
ment of tractuTV in both forms, fumitihing on oxphuuition of Euch 
apparvnl tmomalic-s on th« " chunKV " of rvccived (iihilus] into (iis, 
aas, uug), aa they would be naturally but incorrectly conceived by 
thoM who only recogniM received pronunciation. The Torkshira 
liirta of worda will mipply nnmnnna iniitdncefl. A remarkable con* 
firmation of this view is afforded by the treatment of the high 
German ti, au, whieh 500 years ago were (ii, uu), oa is undi«pntcd 
in Or-rmany, in the Bavarian dialecta (Scbmellcr, Mnndnrt«n 
BayeniH, art. 236-245, 157-163, see ai', »i, in No. 8 of thia section]. 
Many of these dialects retain the old (ii, uu) nntonchcd, and in the 
refined pronun^^iation of olniotit all, the modem literary (ii, in) oro 
heard, with various gradatpfl formiii, u {&, s'i, e'i ; 6u), which are 
also comraon in KnglL<li, but tho mere obscoratioo (is) does not 
eeam to have tx-cn ubsfr^vd in this juirticiilur eaae. 

Ilieae claofivu pi-oUucturca ore very widely developed ia hi^ 
and low Oennan, but have not penetrated into Scandinaviaa, and 
are generally unknown in Romunce. A curiou-i example noar 
Cherbourg ia bowerer ^ven (461), d'). The pn-frscture (uf), in 
tho form (u<), snbMqiie^y Bi«dat«d to (u&), is origioally ratlier a 
clausive pmiVactuia than an ^witife, aa it now appeam, and in that 
form ia frcquf nt. The Spaniah (ue) form is perhapa to bo considered 
aa originally a auffroeture (u«), a gradation of (oe) from Latin (o). 
When a diuect haa once aeized a sound, the distinction of prefno- 
tore and soAiketanv which ia merely one of origin, hocome* loat, 
and the phonetic development proceeds according to the usual habita 
of the dialect 

8iiffrMt»M, boweror, plaj on important port in the development 
of new Bounds. They consist essentially in vaninbcd, which eerm 
to arise from the incoorenienoe experienced by the organs of speedb 
in prolonging any sounds. The tongue taught to liao ftoin Ua 
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pMitioD of rest for (e) tuM ftirthcr to (i) ; the lips closing for (o) 
dose ftirtber for (n); and henco arise {tti, ou), of which, however, 
St least at first, the suffractmn] character in onewn by the oompleto 
aobordiiuttion of the mifflxnl to thi> original ckment, so that (^i^ 
600) are the original tyi^s, which only gnuIimUy ntlucti to (t-i, on) 
when they become rtailily toTifouuiIcd with tlie olutLtic iirefracturea 
(&i, du). The dm'elopmvnt of [6i} fi-otn [t), which ha^ tukeii jilacc in 
almo«t rftcoiTfctl cpcc-uh, at any mto ia the epecth received by Mr. 
Uehillo Bell, pUya a greut piirt Ui our Yorkshire dialects, and it il 
possible that some of the diffictUtii's iu older rhymes 0, «t, tis in 
Harelok, nipri p. 473, may hv votvetl on thi^ nunpoxit iun of double 
femu (cc, 61}, Huch &» the fuliowing tables will shew to actuuUy 
uuat in kindred dialects. It muot be alio remembered that luffiao- 
tuxes of the type («, 6u) are larg*»Ly devfkiped in Icelandic. 
CouespondinK to this (ei, 6u) tj-po, i» llie (A-i) form, which sliKhtly 
ehrrates the tonpie, hut rother brings the organs to a irtale of ri-pooe. 
Kow thi« (a) had no alphabetic «ymbo] hut (e), or tn Srokb 1", 
which hao the wmnd of {0), and represented appan-ntly (o) ait well.

L(aa), or else (ec', 00') are reduced to two syllnblett, as («;», oo)^), to 
"make the r distinpt," by subetitoting a clear ungliding (a) for a 
trill. This Rupprcstrion is carried out thamughly in the south -weotem 
dialects, and more or leaa pcn'ades the northern, exclnaive of the 
Scotch, where the trill never faila.

ThoHc who 8tamp tht-ir own prurisionul, and hcnec (tmoTHlly in- 
correct, notions of the hintory of n word upon its viMble fonn, hv 
the adoption of a so-callwl historioil or ctymfilogipal spelling, which 
desigDedly miKlcuda oa to the real t^uuetitniiun of tlic word, itA 
audiblu Mund, und very uftcu indeed undetdgiii-dly inialt-uds us to its 
descent, ore throwing unnecessary obstacles in the way of philo- 
logical investigation. The blunders and contrivonceo oj' the early 
scribes are more inatructiTti than tho systematic orthographies m 
later theorists. The (ai, iu), as derived from ajt, iiA, ^ould then 
appear not only in tbcir oriKinul furui, but n» [i^, as), as well aa in 
junctures (aa, w, aa), and thin ix found to he tbo case. Tho (in) 
fono, however, come** Ironi ay, through the (gwh, wh, w) txaaafor* 
maliooi of g, and htnce we must expect it to follow th« maa 
fortwwa aa anppr ca s o d w. Thus nidvtdn givca (nsa', nijt', naa, 
haa), as m'cll as (iioou, nAo, ndo'w); Hohtor appears as (dttu^taj, 
da'K.taj, dAn.tu, dAi-titj, daa-toi, d/'o*taj): K$g aMumtui the fonos 
(wfii, waa', waa, wtT, wee', ww, ww'y, Wi^i, w^i, w^i, wB*!). 

SutfractuTfs app«ir in the received dialect by the obscuration of 
a following vowel, which ccbm)! to form a dimnctly scpanitc syl- 
lable. The terminulions -ea, -tal^ -tal, -wU, ooostflDtly lend to thew 
aafinotnree, which are aomctimcn so closp that the fraotural nature 
ia difflcuU to diwem. Thus idea, ratafia, through (.I'idir', raitiirit" *), 
lead to (o'idii-, ntt^fii*), of which tho first is couMidcntl ludicroiiK, 
the Mcoad is received. J?m/ (ni'l) is coa.'ttuQtly mixcallcd (riil),' and 
rtaiij/, which is pronounced as rrariy formed frooi rrar, thut {■ 
(nrii}, rhitoing to meariji, i» miscalled (riili). A comparteoo of 
tbe following words will bring out thu fivctures really beard in 
ordinary speecb. Many p«nK>ns are apt to make tbe aecond wonla, 
which have no Iractura, and arc printed in roman letters, idt-nlical 
or rhyming with tho firsts which hare a more or leas dL-tinct frao>

The j]]it«rat« peaaant, npeakiDg a hiQguage entirnlj' iniitative, 
unfixed by any theoretic orthography, untrammelled by any pedant's 
Concica, is the modern repreiwntative of our older popnlation, which, 
MDflned to iminUdiRtriots by feudal supcriots, the custom of villanage, 
and the diffliulty of traTelling, and entirely untaujiht, ki'pt up their 
langiiu^e by the mere necessity of tolkin^i:, with uo cooct^ption uf a 
literature, ur preriKion of the importance which would be 8ubso- 
quently attribut(.-d to their natural uttcmn(.'es. The prit'eitii and 
sobolars who, desirous of communicating with tht'^m, utU'iupti'd to 
reilucu thtir ulteraitiiex to writiufi, on the tuodil of thu UtcratureB, 
Latin, >'i>ruirm, and Suxou, with M-hich they were laort or low 
acquainted, for the purpose of instructing them ecclfsiasticidly, or, as 
in Itobert of Brunne's Chronicle, delighting; thtm with liti-rature, in 
some deprw resembled those country clergymen and litt-r»rj' men 
who have all*'mpted to collect and fix our present dialixtj* by 
writing. The strictly dialectal writing of past npcs roust be judged 
of 08 that of to-day, by takinp; the normiil alphabet (which was 
then Latin, with Normtin proclivities), and stip{KHiing that tlic writer 
eadeaTourcd, with intufHcicnt knowledge and inaufficicut meann, and 
hence with a vacillating pen, but with a good conscience, lo ni-onl 
what he heard Heu<-« ic ia necessary to compare the spelling 
actually used by good dialectal writcre with the Bounds actually 
heard by good phonetic obwrvors. This I am not atdo to do aa 
accurately ait I could wiiih, because I have very Helduni been able to 
compare the sounds heard with the words written in the iliMrirt for 
which they were written. Hut I am able to nppinxiinat).' with 
Bufflcicnt closeness to bring out the principle, and matte it iutcUigiblo. 
Ab oar studies of the older Knglidh dialects, as such, are iis yet 
<juit« in their infancy, though taken up by good heads and hard 
workers, thu importance of these cooatdcratioiis is manifest.

Next, by ft companBon of diflVn-nt ilial«cta W TMiU^ spokcJi, we 
haw to dixcovcr, RO far ax i)(K>.'«ibIi;, tite dialortal treatment of aoimda 
origiaally more rioflcly related. It would be rajili to usanio that 
Ihtj were originiilt)' the stune a^ now, bccftuso the 8«zon and 
Banish trib<4 which come to our shorcn of course already spoke 
diftlcctally, and prenent habits arc the n«mlt of a furion, ciabjectto 
many influences through many gEnerations. The gtntrral chafactcr 
of Biii'li treatment haa jurt been roughly ekotched. Wc are &f yei 
far fjuin having data to complete tiio picture, and the imperfect 
materials whence the eketcb was drawn, will be found below. Bat 
cDMiKh vxiMte to nhnyv that receired Engitsh, as s spoktrn language, 
ia only one dialectal form among eercral, although it baa been 
more controlled than the others, through Iwiving become the dialect 
of the court, of govvmrnpot, of entabUfthed priesthood, of law, of tho 
acboolm&Ktcr, t>f the higher social ranks, and of literature. All 
thcAT inriuenccA have oftfn he«>n brnught to bear upon it witb the 
iron hand of a prejudice, which, iinillnmincd by any wtiDd philolc^i 
regarded all other dink-cts oa barbarou&, and proceeded to deck oat 
ita TiotiiQ Bcoonlin); to fancied notions of propriety. But they oan- 
not dtfiguiBv ita duiiectal chatscter, and henoe caanot prorent our 
seeking in a compamon of the living dioleota a eoafinoatioa of the 
tOBults obtained by on examination of trtidilional lil«rature. 

One reealt of tbia la that the primitive character of the sounda 
reprvwotcd by a, t, i, o, u. cannot be miatoken. The pivM-nt forma 
aro clearly M^n to bo either gradatioaa of tbwe, aa in «, >, o, ot 
bnctureii, as in i, m. 

A. The dialects point to an original (a) for a, both Icmg and short. 
Thiaiaahewn by thu exiatenoe of the(a) iouiul olmoit uniTeraallyia 
the dialecla, by itA occanonal gradations into (ah, k, e) or {*, a, o), 
and by ita prrfractnrea into (la, i*, in, h'), and ita la^acWrca into 
(6s, ii). The hTpothcflift of (a) oxplAini) oil thew eaaoa aatisAietortlj; 
the hypothcaiB [i^j, tc) would lead to endless difficulties. 

£. An original (e) for modan t, m, is likewise a n4>eeanty of tha 
eoosUnt cxiHtenco of long (ce), Mitb its possible variety (m), and 
occanooal gradation (ii), a gradation occurring in cases where it 
doca not oceur in the received dialert, as in (wm', dhiV, griit, bript) 
for tcM^rt, thwtt frtat, hrtak; and of ita frequent prcfrnclnre into (iV} 
«r raSVactuie into (ki), which remarkable form is probably more 
properly cwnnecti^d with (c) than with (i) in ttumerous instunceA, The 
vanutiuna of the shurt wotind, generally (e, a), but gruduting into 
(le^, or even (a) before r, on the one hand, and (i) on the other, 
IMint the sane way. As no one could think of (i) aa the origiDU 
■hoit soaad of «, bd tbe coneeption of (ii) becomca impossible for tlw 
original long sound The poanbility of nn original di^incUoo awA 
aa (», c) or («,■). both luug und short, hut principally long. thoBi^ 
Dot apparent, is ponibte. Wc rciinirc, however, much mon- aooQp 
talc and cxtt-nnvn ohwrraUouD than WG yet poBsoM berun- we can 
take any point «o dt'li'Ute into conaideratioil. Aa fitf M my kind 
htliiim jto, I find It dita.ulty in pHtinp the (ee, u, «) roooguiw.'d at 
all at tint, as distiuct from (m, e). Host ■^i-'"**^ obsarvon haT* 
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been ((liicaUil to ooneider (m) bb tlie long and (c) as thf! shurt wiind. 
Mony donothearaUifli'rtncoof vowfiiiuiility iu ahahwhera, alt air ; 
many arc not aware of tho & ftrmi and i omert of the French, the « 
thitue and ajwrfd of the Italuns, The triple distinctions {e, e, k) re- 
qaire ao oducuti<d i<ar. I huve found tamn who xt firvt hvanl (w, e) 
alwAjK, come round to (e«, e) alwaya, which may b« equally io- 
cOTKct. Again, the itoand recagnined an (m) in Scotland, is so much 
decpr-r than my usual («), that I should at first hearing put it at 
(ee). thotij;h not (ks). It » po{»ibtc that many (ee) nounds occur 
which have not besn noticed. At prcaent, dierefore, with our 
itnperfpct means for taking oliacrrationH, wo cun only say that 
diuectnl atudics do no more than point to e having belonged to tho 
(e) groap of sotinds. In the next ehaptor we bIiiUI boo rcomn for 
supposing that the old difference was not siifficient to prevent inter- 
rhyming, but that in hardly a aatiafhebn-y criterion, for though it 
applies in French, it would entirely fail both in modem Oerman and 
in Italian. To suppose that an original Qothic 1, t, should be the 
parent of two (o) aounds (*, e), is very >ti"<luciuR, especially when 
put beside the Italian practiee. In old high Gormno the rhymos 
Boparato tho sounds strictly, aa in raoiiorn French (Qrimm, D.fl. P, 
74), bnt this only refer* to the thort \-owfl8, whereas Englishmen 
foel the itiflVreiioc csprcially in hag vowels. As to old Baxon and 
AngloHaxon, flrimm ;I^ 2.t3, •133) cnnfeHsea to great difficoltie.1 in 
finding any dixlinctionit, and remarks Liuit the mtddlo low Ganmin 
ood ags. dttik^'ts wiem to neglect the diffcreDce more than the high 
Oennan (ti. 233). As roguda middle high Oorman, he observea 
{A. 139] that, in the xnt£ and xni th ccntunee, the difference of 
the two wmrnlx, t broad (e, B, tt), and t narrow (#, •), was very 
strictly observed, although with exL-eptions there given ; but in tho 
iivlh century e, t, began to rhyme more freely, which Grimm 
laments. But coming to his own day. he says {t'i. 220) that the 
difference e, i, remains in pronuueiatiun, " at loast in the principal 
cases : fcy#ii ponere sounds to n« quit* different from gdtgtn 
positus, rfgen mover* different from reg^ pluvia: but oar present 
poets are h> hard of hearing, or so nccnmmoaating, that they rhyme 
both vowels together." Now Schmitlhcnncr (Dictionary"; writca 
riffeM for both tlie la»t won]», but Hilpert (QejTuan I>ict ] dintin- 
guivhea i^fftn to move, with the close souuil, from rFgen mtii, with 
the open pound.

No ouc in Uurmaoy Booms to bear aa 
Qrimio'i) theory requirea. Whether ftnytbing will bo hereafter dis* 
ooverablo in luigUab dialects, it is difficult to say ; at present X vat 
nothing vcrtoiu in the distinctions up)KLn.>utly made betwoca (oe, m). 
To my eara (oo) ia more frequently uwxl by Knt^iUli iliuloctal apeakon 
than (iw), bot my ezperirace in limitMl. The diatinctioBa betWMB 
(e, b) ant atill more nnoeKain. 

0. Am origtaol (o) is more difficult ta determine. The sound (o) 
iladf is decidedly neard in onr dialccta, but, owing to the habita of 
nceiwd Engliah, huarcn natuiuUy confuac (aa, oo) and (a, o], and, 
whi-n I hf long sound does not appear yet to have raaohed (kt), it ia 
nut down an (oo). The prefVactore* of (oo) would be (fo, f«, (a, h*; 
CO, w, uu, tx'), and (oo) would emulate r) iSJiiljr to (oo, Kti, au) that 
I cuu only oxprvM mj gvuvrul voafivliou ami nut auy ourtaia^. 
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That the (o) WBfl not (na) wlien long admits of no doaU, bat that 
H nu^ have Wen {o, v„, h*, u) wlii-n short, iu vurious cases, ^ an emij 
time, seems probnlile. It a more likely thiit IIm frncture (u') U due 
to (io) than to ftnjihing else, but of courne (uo) is quite possiMe. 
Althoogh has a double source, from a and from u, yet there dot-s 
not «eem to be anything in the dinlectal treatment to justi^ the 
iLssnmption of (ft, o), whieh h not even made by Grimm. The 
double eonndfl exist in Germftny, but do not co-exiat in the same system 
of pmnnnriation. Sthmfller, however, hw a few inatane^s of (o) 
in Bavurian dialects (tfi. art. 319, see art. 68, and see o in No. 8 
below). The regular wundn mvm to have been (oo, o) universally 
at an earlier period. It will be shewn in Chap. XII. that therhj'mti 
usages of our elder puets ore not en^jugh tu scparute tliiiu. It ie 
only when wo find au (aa) written for long p in our modem diolccte 
that we can feel sure of a difference having been fett. 

/. That long * was originally (ii, m) appears dialectally &om the 
preswt'ation of that sannd in numy wurtU (291, c), and from i1« 
elaurire prefmrture (Ai) in variouit forma, which sometimcit becomen 
the jnnrhire (aa) even when (tV) eiirta in the satnc dialect. Txing 
I might indeii-d be (an'] unrtcr these eiieumstance*, but no one has 
probbblv ever imagined snirh a thing. 

U. fty the long u T mran the original mnnd, afterwards repre- 
sented by au. This npiKiira ta ho \[au) by the preservation of that 
wiund thniughout the Northern dialectic, and by its preftiietureB 
(&u, fu), degBPBratiiig into (no, tV). Of courec it would bo 
ridiculous to enppoea that u vaa originally either of these latter 
Kouuda. Th« short h may have been the close fiBcturo (T, o') when 
it ioteruliangcd with »', e, and finally uect-Ksttatvd the use of ou for 
(uu) aa a mark of distinction. Owing pmbably to the existence of 
the rign ou, the prefmctaro was always assumed to be (on, a'u, a'n) by 
our older phonetic writers, and not (iu). Of coarse the labial (u) 
tendjt to work baok on thi> prefixed (a) by trsnsmulation^ and thus 
labialise it into (o), ho that the ehange of (lEu) into (Aa), or the 
original formation of (on), is quite natural. Tn Devonnbirc, after u 
had been conceived aa (y) in some form, the transmutation of fo) 
into (ob), producing the fmcture (tc'y), was equally natural. The 
u.te nf H in French wonla was n foretgnism. In duilecta this u in a 
fracture ((u, iu), and varies as such a fracture. 

A/. AU. "Ihc ccmibiruitions ai, au, wem by the dialetts to be 
treated as (&i, iu), whether as prcfractures of (i, u), or as sufftiic- 
t^l^es of (a). The i)«rBiatene« of (Ai), not merely id the South- 
western dialecta, but in th« Eastern and South-Eaeteni, and the 
mode in which the (lii, «>, ii) maoAn are mixed up together within 
the SAmc dialect, seem to be inttxplicable on any other hypotheida 
but an original (ii, fei). The forms of (Au) as (**, oo, eo) tell a 
stmilar talc. 

EiF, OW, were also fmetures {dtx, 6o), arising from the di*. 
nipMranco of w, or OMasianally^. That Utuak, when gradated from 
(iMwh) to (lowh), and thence passing to (low, Ibu), might have 
beoome (lun) or even (lii), would not bo surprinng, when we find a 
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bote appearing u (biT, bau, h6u) within tbe same (Nottli Yorkelure) 
dialect. 

DoubU Fitrm$. Ooe of the most iotercsting points forectd oa otu 
attontion by dialects is the great variety of co-exiitiag forms within 
the same or uluscly-fonnocLcd districts, ood bIjo the fiiot tlmt b irord 
alien its eoiuid uccordiug to its poaitiou in a wntencv, and ocoordioc 
to the mtuuinK of llie svut^mce. In old pioQunriiitioo we were 
continuiUly puzzled by a similar variety of form, of which wo 
hare not many relics in received speech, aa either (ii'dhaj, a'l'dbu), 
■o that it seemed like begging the qnntioa to aasnmc it. But the 
pFc^tnt invPBtigstionj mako nich assumption &r lew bold than the 
alt«mativcs to whicli we wliouid be otherwi'te forced. 

JS Jinal. The controTcmy respeeting final e, to which wo fthall 
lure to rtcar in the next chapter, makes it important to diaoorer 
any traces of its pronnncintion. As yet none have been diacoTered. 
This refers to pure -«, and not to -« as the ropreeenbitire of -mk. 
Thu pure -a bolidfi to havu altogoUier difiupjiuaivd, but though -« as 
a form uf -en dom nut uppuar to be known, -m iXevVL is etiil preserred 
in the oaages of Berenu disJectB. Now, as the abeenoe of -Mt in 
Bome dialeota is thus seen nol to prove the original absence of •m in 
Dthere, so the absence of -« in some dittlect« at an early period, as 
in the Northern Uampule, wuuUL nut disprove its contemporary om 
in some other di&lcctii, as in the court huiguagc of Chaucer and 
Gowcr. Just in the some way, the univerAol reduction of -«f to -t, 
-d, in speech, far more than 60 yGtm a^, would not disprove the 
tmiTeml pronunciation of -«d as a distinct syllable by oLergymra 
when reading lessons &om the Antborised VeiatoQ of the Bible in 
churrh, ipiUin the laat SO years, even in such cases aa tmuijUd 
and huriid, aa marked by Bishop Wilkinn (998, d^ more than 2CN) 
years ago, and by Oili, 260 years nnce, aupra pp. 856-857. 
Indeed some cliTgymen bnve not even yet given up a praotioo which 
had on air of aoleninily resulting from archaism. It is a T«ry 
flmfiliar rcmiiujtocacc to mysolfl Tho trummiuUiti'jn of -44 into •<, 
'i, soondod almost htrtUeal when 1 first heard it. 

We cannot be surprised at the absence of -#, which disappeared 
from OTir vernfioation nearly SOO yean ago. We should be more 
surprised at the prescrration of -«h, for we know that in mool oasas 
-m degcnemtt-d into -«, und then disappeared. The modem dialeetol 
aboenie or iiiiy sound doc« not efttabtuh its original absence ; but 
the dialectal pretence of any sound either ostablishea its original 
wcaenos, or the original presence of o sonnd from which it could be 
Oflrived, ocoording to the onlinuty UHHges of speech. Now with 
regard to -#, there is no doubt whatever of its lively prcsenoe in 
high German at the present day. It is part aod parcel of usuut 
speech. It is not confined to poetry or mosic, as, the French •«. It 
ii roally nsod on every prosaical oocasion by cvay piDsaioa] qtoaker. 
Thros yean' residence in Uermany bos hron^t this foot n many 
thoiuBiid timea before my cars, that no doubt in the world can vxiat 
in my own mind. As all the world knows and admits the fact, it 
would Kcm supetfiuoBs to atti'st it so explicitly (torn p eti onal 
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kDowledge. But there &re aotne dcnien of English -t, irho insist 
that people conlil not haTO -aatA it, nimplj on accoast of the nhsard 
vaste of time and energy in pronouncing it. Hence it is notxtasaty ta 
csCabli&b the ioct that another grvat nntioa doc^ not EoA its luc inrolTO 
an absurdity. As, howe\-er, the modem English finnl -a, -w, are 
pponoonced grncnUly (-v) or {-^), much uh tin; finiil (iemiiin -e, and 
juitlu! old iluiil Eiigluh -«, if proDOUQccd. was moHt pi-ububly so uiUvd 
(119, k), and us ve ^bonld not find it oithur clc^nt or particularly 
tuue-aaving and paergr-spuring to omit this sound and siiy pi^, 
AmfriV, armad', pamuv , tie, art', n^hth', amiW, cycloptnO', umbreir, 
nmiif, vtW, tcrvJuV, uc-ui', dram', muUJum*, migm\ xtigm', dogm', 
diUmm\ eomm*, fignt', duenn*, CAoi', «r*, chitntr', oper', etc., or 
ptctiit', piW, anguP, maai\ mitV, docf, etc., etc., et«., it is evident 
that Bucfa an argnniunt in lianlly worth couudvrntiun. To such rila 
nxes wo maif come at last, bot wc have not yet reached Chinew 
monosrllahiflm, mnth as wc may have apoiled our language by mere 
pruning. The rtason, however, why I expcctnllf instst on the lively 
II80 of -f in high Gcnnan in, tliat thta -e has ditapptared in many 
high Otrman dialect*, except ub tlie renreeenlative of •mi. The 
preaar\'alion of •» m any form, or even of « in the prefixed iff-, «-, 
IS oxtiemely ran in all the Bavarian dialects, although the sound of 
•» is lued for -tn in about half, the other Italf reducing -«« to a 
Towelleaa n. See the inittances in Schmeller (arts. 209-236, 573- 
592, and und«r « final in Jio. 8 below)-' We haw htroin the 
positive proof that the dialuctal disuppi-urauoe of •« ia eompatible 
with the CD-exiHtence of its diulerttd uiw, which may or may not be 
fixed by literature,* It ia, thoreforo, a perfectly justifiable view to 
take, that final •* may have disappeared in some dialoeta in Early 
English and hnve cxiirted in others. Iforcovor, thin di«ippearance 
or UHC cannot be proved by maniiscripta, becaoae we find scribeawho 
epoko different diatecta tmnaoribing the same original, and prcacrr- 
ing thdir indindufd orthographic habits, it cao only be established 
by habits of intemid vcmiflcation, not even by rhyme entlings, and 
the inquiry' into ita um: in tlie middle of linen in renduntd nuudt-Tfully 
difficult by the uacvrtaioty of readings, and the reoklesBnoBs of 
BcnbcB, so that single monaseripta are by no means conclusive. In 
the next chapter this point will be examined, with eBpeeud refereuoe 
to Bobert of itrumiu'a Chronicle.

The KlntioDs of couonante in our dialccta arc altofirethcT siiDplpr 
than those of rowclii, although they present somo peculiar poiDt* of 
difficultj. The dLitiiictian of vautd and hmmJam in very Et^ncrelly 
kept up. It is utily ill tbo southwest that (f, th, s, ah) Utcome 
(t, dh, z, zli) with tolerablo re^laritf. But the wiuo dialG«t« do 
not confuAc (p, t, k) with (,b, d, g). This ts w'ngnlarly in cppposi- 
tioQ to GcmuiQ hahits, which an uooertuiu of Ihc oxplodcstis but 
ccitoiu of (b, z). Th« coDtinuants (th, dh, zh) nut oociUTiDg in 
OeniiHii, And [bh;, nnt(v), being uiukI in middle Oennany, which i« 
most addictc-d to the intorchangc of (p b,td,\ therein do opportunity 
of exaraiQing the contiQuunU further. The (th, dh) w somctiinea 
confnwd in tliv north of Euglaad. ThnAVAmcj^Ain^tboejinScoti^h, and 
tba nmal (Mt (dhc) is Toiceleas and vowcHess (tli-) in South Lanra- 
ithire, Cheshire, Derbyshire, and olMwhere. This aeems to confirm 
Mr. SwcL't's view of on originid (dh) which became (th) in iMbUed 
cBBCs (p. 541, n. 2); thus both (dh) and (thj are found in South 
Derbysliiro. In the North again a (z) appears whem the rveeived 
uae ia (a) in (priadi-z, duxrml»r, uhxz) fur pr^em^ d*wmber, w, and 
other words, and a (v) for an (f ) in (ktur) eaif, etc., so thiit the coa> 
ftuton of hisses and buxz«i is not uxclunvety aouthwf fttem. 

The interchange of (b bh, r gh) to not to be looked for, aa (bht 
gh) do not occur, at loast coosciouvly, iu our prcw-ut dialect*. The 
(d dh), which do occur, are not periVutly rt-latM, »* (d) is not, at 
ony nto gtmerallf, dcmtal. although the fact of dcntality may liave 
been often overlooked. In tho southwest (d) repUicefi (dh) inittallr, 
OBpeciaUy before (r), as (druu, drii) throHfh, thr**, and occ-oaionally 
ctiewhere, as (dnrl) tkUtU in KoAt Comwiill. 1 have not boon able 
to laoertaiii if the (d) is then denial »» (.druu, (Irii). Mt^iftl sub- 
stitntions of (dh) for 'd) are not tmconimoa, and hare even crept 
into older received oiuography, a» hnrthen, mnrther, now htirimt 
murdfT. In Norfolk ihm becomcH irt«. Thin again raises the 
qaesUon as to whether (t d) in English were not originally dental 
(,t d), sa in Celtic, nod on tho continent genonlly. 

Tlii* iniiniry £», however, compUcatod by the acknowledynl 
existence of (^t .d) in some northern dialect*, but almost, if not 
abeolutely, cxelatiively before (r) or the syllable (or) or it« sabMi* 
tutcs. Thin duntol, or something like it, is also found in Ireland in 
the same places ( 1239, ti). There arc even phase* of dialect which 
are distingutsbod by having tho usual coronal (t d) in pre>me1y the 
same sitnatioiks as thotte in which related phiuos use tho dental 
(,t,d)i for example the Cliapel and Taddington varieties of the Peak 
of Derbyahire, the first having (.t ,d}, the second (t i\ and similarly 
in Torkshire. This singular tUMinction entirely corrpsponds to the 
Souserit, vhidi ooceatCFDa nich difficulty to Kn Frlishnion and Ourmans 
(p. 1090). The area and origin of tbo Englifih con nal (t d) requini 
nlrict exanunaliou, but mi few >lngli^hiiirn hoar the distmetiaiu (t t, 
d .d) that the intiuiir is beset with as much diffiirulty as that of tho 
diBtuiction between (r bh) in Oerroany. Sec Mr. C. C. Robinson's 
obeervatiotu on Yorkshire usage io No. U, below. 
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In connection with this murt be noticed tho occasional asRimila- 
tton of (dh) to (t), after ii following (h) or (t), ha (iiha. ata) for Aut 
t^Mt P and e\en of (tb) in Dcrb^EbiTH, an {ii-etsndz iit-"t-bak-D aar

^vcn below, it will be obeerved that the, which hud the regular 
form (dh-) hofore voweU, voricB as (tb-), uud rveu (t) and {d), 
OOOonling to tb« tuljoioing letters. Tlii« i» similar to Omniti's 
custom (490, b), and must not be confounded with the use of vowol- 
IcM (t) for tiio article in Yorkshire and Cumberland. Is this last 
(t) tii« degeneration of (th), which is itsolf an altered (dh), or an 
iudcpf-ndeut fonnalion? Thi* in a mutter of controversy. But 
tliat the (t) may be the degeneration of ^th, dh) ia certain, because

To Biy ear it does not in native speech 
mn 00 to the follotctn^ rowel, but is, if poseibk-, connected nitb 
the prec(.<diug word.' When it stands iDitiaUy in a 8«nt«nce, «o that 
thu! conuecliuu it imposKille, h>i when it prec«dea a voitted oooaonanti 
ait (b, d, g), t' doy, or standi between two voiced conaonanta, oa 111 
t* iaekhoHMe, or stands Itetween two sirailar conaonanta, htat ff tim», 
at V door, the methcKl by which ita effect ia made evident — and it is 
alwaya evident — *cema to be mainly by a slight imphium, as (''t), see 
(1097. <<). Both Mr. C. C. Robinson and Mr. HBllam, U-, whom 
this t ia vernacular, accept this theory. There is, howtvirr, a certain 
holding, and a certain delay, in powdng irom tho presumed implosion 
to thu following consonant, giving a little catch or hcsit-at ion, eo 
that it is difflr.nit to detemiine the precise sound.

The effect of an unacct-uud (i )-80uud, generally a fractural prefix, 
upon a pTVCcding (k, g), frequently shews itwlf in the dialccta, 
by generating (t.ah, d^zh}. In Scotch (k, g] gfm^rally r^^main, but 
in Englidh thiA ia quite tho exception. The same caubc sometimeB, 
but not always, makes (t, d) into (t.ah, d zh), and it) more ge&L-ndly 
into (nh). The (zh)-8ouiid is not yory IVvqueat, it is generated in 
words, as rwion, nurv, which are not diolectaL As the -tmn, -tmn, 
oodings do not generally developc u fracture, they more often rmmia 
OS (44J, •KU, 'Zu), but bviug ultogotlier strange arc tivatc-d veiy 
irregularly; compare Yorkchire and Shropahin. Ur. Uumiy {op.

In Southern Scotch the disdoction iii made in the vowti, 
not Uie ooiiftOTuuit, (-an) participle, and (-m) gerund (3furray, p. 
211;, but the other dialccte confuse tho two cases. This may have 
■been on aaamitittion. Thoro is no poworlosBness to pronounra (q), 
'which some dialects even take as {qg) final, not (qk). MudiiUJy 
they seem as a rule to prefer (q) Ut the o<:casiouul ((i|i;) of the 
rectivcd dialfct, Buying (f»*qi»r) rather than (fi-qgjr). Before (th), 
the (q) dlnlu vtrry generally to (o), in (ienth, abnenth). 

L and Jfcl are the two most rowcl-like coasonant*, forming distinct 
syllibles of themiolres, la this napect they difft-r mftU^rinUy from 
(■», j), which, if reiiUy prolonged, are nlmosit as iinvowellilie oa («), 
bat in conxeqaenco, perhaps, naturally and r^oiiily gradate to (u, i). 
If U is ontrillod, the rcsultiug (r^) inistantly gn^tcs ta (o), and 
thence to same other ohscure voweL L ohstnict^ the cavity of the 
mouth hy its oeotral contact, much more than (rj, hut sLiU it is 
Terr "pt to gradate to (a), aad tbeace ho entirely loet. Sometimes 
in Bomimcc languages it pusses rather into (!) or (a), according to 
the tendency of the people to rat»e the middle of the tongue, or 
somewhat round the Ufa to improve the reNooancc. In the dudet;t« 
both I, r, are a»t to disappuar entirely al^ur (oa, aa). Indeed, 
received pronuociutiuD adopts tlie name habit in ialt, etc. After 
fvp) the /, by prospective traniunutation, inclines to (ul, m), and the 
oiplithoDgH {6ul, 6u) result, the foundation of (s'u, I'm, &u), in roU, 
' tiwulcUr, etc., which were once received, but are now onlv dialectal, 
and not unfrequcnt in dialect*. After tho other towoIh fl) doea not 
seem to have tho aame tendency to disappear, tliipugli (uul, ul] 
degenerate ia (uu). 

LU flntil lecms to he a distfl^'fhl combination, either loti being 
frequently dropped. Tlie d- closing of the pa-i^agc by the rides left 
open for / requires an amount of pressure nppan'ntly incouaistent 
with the laey cueu of dialectal spcoch. 

B a trfoted very Toidously. In Scotland it is a distinctly and 
rather hanhly-triUed (.r), bat how far dental I know not. Where 
Scotland breaks into Enghutd, just about Bem'ii-k, the uvular (r), 
which Southoraers call the burr, and natives the (knfp), begins, bat 
marks out a very small district' Coming more south, the initial

'W'hothfr thia (,r) ap^M-arv (^serally after (.t .d) » 
questionable, ilr. Hallam thinks the ton^e in his fr is more 
iidvaocod in the mouth than usual, iind that he oocsptiupotlj nrally 
*Bya(.t.r}. ilt. Kobinwn linda u liviital(.r) occasioDauy after [g} in 
Yorkshire. In Yorkshire this finul r seems to ho in a etate of 
traiudHon, Mnmetimes appearing, often dimppearxDg, and g^erallj 
heini; rather permiMire, a« (j), than obligatory, ■» (r). But there 
arc timcii when the trill is iodiHp«uable. la Shropshire it in stated 
to be alvaya felt, but to be alight. To speak of " feeling a letter " 
18 Boncttmcs tnide&ding. A Spaniard once told me that his flnu] d 
was rather tVIt by the speaker than heard by the Ustc-ntT. If the 
speaker conflnes himself to putting him orgtiii» into the proper poa- 
tion to artinilate, but neglects to iwnie breath, Tocalised or not, htt 
nay /mt his wonls, but the bystander will he nono the wiaer. 
BefioMUcr, speaking of the initial ga- redacod to y, and loet before a 
following explodent (tfp. n't. oit. -185), says that "it is not beard 
in<ii.'pi'ndc'Utly (/fir licft), but that we recognise the preparatioa 
{AtuaU) made by the tongue to pronounce it, by the greater decisioa 
li'nUrfiuJfitMtit) with which the initial sound strike* the ear." 
Thus gtbuMJm becomes (.bscnd'n), or pcrliaps fbHwnd'n). Thft 
cose of /' dioy, already referred to, may be the same, (-d,ig) nlhflr 
than (*t d:tg), and this is one of the points to which attention should 
he directed. In the same way, whUe pronouncing a towcI, even 
(an, AA, n), the speaker maj feel the tongue riu at the end. It 
majf only take the position (n), the tip may iw to (r^), it tnay girp 
the slightest quiver (r [ r), end all this may be Mt by the speaker, 
hut H would be difflcalt for the listener to hear. The liabit of 
writing, and moreoTer the habit of not tritling final r, nay. ihc incapa- 
bility of trilling it, which is otUm expuricnt-'ed by EngUshmen, and, 
flnaUy, the habit of assuming the long-Towcl glidb ia (tood) to be 
a peprw wL tative of an existing r, because it is folt to be ao di^ervnt 
from the stopped-vowel glide in (bod, badd), see (1156, f), are all 
DO mtNluading to an EngUsb observer, that I frtxiuvntly miatruat the 
aoconnts given to me, thinking tbem open to these sources of un- 
conscioos error. People seem to bo afraid of admitting that r ia 
BOttovnded. Critics and reriewcrs laugh to scorn nurh rhymea 
aa aMm ittm (fi76, d. 693, ^. 1195, &'. 1238, i), tiU the juAg-

When any ouo 
writfM Ur/brort to indicute (laaf brxit), iu which words no trilled (r) 
was ever pronounced, — uud such spuUiufpt aru vvry (.'ommou umoug 
writers of diulcctal BpeciiDt^ns, — the whole question is rtxlucvd 
to chaos. A trill is a aucce^ion of bents,' that is, of sound* of 
very (liirereut inU'nsitica in rapid sQCceasi&n; it u of no coascciuence 
bow thf> bent ia produced, but, nnlcfts at least two moxiinuni and 
one niinimuni, or ivo mlmiiium and one niaximuoi, degn-cs of 
inteDnty huvu been hoard, unleas a succcsaioa of "malEea and 
hrealcj* " has been at least indicated, there is no trill in any one of 
the forms (brh, m, .r, r, r, grh, i), all of which probably occur at 
some pluce, or at soidb time in dificreot places, or amoiif; dcfectire 
speakers, in England. Aoid other r** may occur, us the liisb rolling 
{„r), «.f (1232, 4), an)trBcl«d(/), MoClOgS, fi"), andourmaile by a 
sthkinf! of the tongue against tlie teeth, gutns, or roof of the muutti, 
for which ('r) may be used, the diffureutw between ("r) and (.r) 
being tliat between the uc'tiuus of the cbirini;! and harmonium reeda. 
Anything, in short, which givex a final roughneu [the cliaraetvristio 
Muunttion prodticed by I'upid beats) wilt paiiH muster for an English 
r, nnd, wbat is more, be ijiTcllif;ihle. See also (1194, **). 

But there arc ports of England in which the disappi'^aniJice of r 
ia fairly acknowledged, namely in parts of the MUUiWMt.* The

Certainly (iKtn) ii 
mndi ettsiiT than (.ron), which irttdily becomee (i_a.ri)n, a^ron, ^rji, 
mo). And thus the Scotch (.r) finally dinppean in Devoitthire! 

The r and i readily unite with a ptweding oonwinimt, bnt mtos 
fomi» are little foanu. Although [hi) i» vaej and mmmon, (vl) ij 
uot fuuud [it IB common in I>utch), and (wl-) seems to have Tanuhod, 
a faiut rcmiDLsccnee of (w'U) existing in St^>otvb, with a proUematio 
obaoge to (f I-) in one vord^wut^y. No labial (Itr-) in phice of (wl-) 
haa been reportod. On the other hand, (w*r-) is aaid to occur in 
Scotch, degcnemting to (vr-, blir) in Aberdveti, and the labial (rw*) 
and al«o (w>-) are reported from Cnmbrrlnnd. There ia rejiDy no 
more difflnilty in the rorahinntions (ml-, mr-) or (wl-, wr-) than in 
fbl", br-], but thoy are simply nnnsual. In every ease there is a 
tendency to simnUnneonH instead of siiwrfwive utterance, when tfao 
orgnaii can readily he poai^d arcordingly, and thi-i is e^cially ths 
caae for the (t)-»crit». bo that ;lw-, nr-) are moro likely to be heard 
than (w'U, w'r-), which mthcr n-semble tho cffortB uf a foreigner 
to nraaoaiico an unwaal oombinution. aa in (1136, r). 

The interchange of W and V i^ uouaUy marked aa a cockneyism, 
when occurrinK initially. Jts Amerieuu existence has bevn alreudr 
•hewn (1067, 4f. 1230,^). lu NodVdk, the change of initial V to W, 
awording to one authority (sec ^o. 11, below), ii regular, and in 
E«8ex and Kent it is frequent, hat the change from W to T is not 
80 Well knnwn. Tlio mt^diul and final inlTcbaiig« aloo oceam, aa in 
the Scotch (als'u-en) for tlocen, and fda'u) for Jarf, and Ihc Iteron- 
ahirc (roar) for rcw. Tho exact nature of the (r) in this rftH I 
haTo not iH-en able to BMcrtain, because I hove not examined * Tm> 
corraptf-d * prasanta. It would he iiitercttting to know whether tha 
cliange IS fiom (w) to (v> direct, or through the mediatiun of (hh), 
as Dr. Bfke OBNerta (12'il, if}. We have certainly a chanp* of (b) 
to (r), or a ««und which is taken to be (v), uren if it were oooe 
(bh), in Mtch woni)< aa (maa'v'l} for nmriif, which favouts ttw 
oiigijial (bh) bfpothesiB; hut this wund is soeh an ioeomprcbenai- 
tnlity to ntii^t Knt;li«hmen, that it maybever}' loon before Koylliing 
■atuaetorj' in dim-overed in thia direction. For philological par*

Hence we must 
not fii-l Burpriscilat thw 8cot4;b (thrBit) I'ur from, or thu Shropshire 
(throks, f is'lz) for frotki, ijiittiti.' The cbango of (fl) to a aound 
cloHcIy resembling (th) in the U»p arines merely &(Mn a dofectiTd 
orgunism or an nfTWcle<l advont^e of the tongue ; it is not dialectal. 

The giittuntlit [kh kjh ktrh) itre only hi;ar<l in Scotland, and the 
two lattfr are ^moi^t confined to thfi floiithitm countiew, Their 
voice forms hitTO quite perished out. In tho north of Ejigland no 
gutlanilH aro now liearrl, though they existed in Dent within tho 
mtnnorj' of an aged man of Rcienoe, Prof. Adam Sedgwick, whoeo 
death wu have had tu deplore eince my quot^tioim from bin book 
were printtnl (luipr^ pp. 289, n. 4; 311, n. 1). But though gone 
they hare left nn inipn^sttion, partly b» (0, partly as {o, u), and 
partly us (f), even in the received diidect (213, a). This (f "j in still 
more developed dialeetally, oud somutimi.'* interchaninit with (th). 
The old interchangt! with (») hm not hitherto been vouiiriovd dialect' 
ally (4(>1, f ). The appt-aranc* of (dhon, dhso} for yiwi, agv. geoHd, 
both in Scotch and Irish EngUali (1242, 6'), in very remarkable, 
and otight to point to a pTvvioua (gh) form, which properly genor- 
BtM (j) initiHlly, bat it may be otherwise derived.* A similar

But we hare scarcely passed 
the border boforc it dart« in nna out like mnlight on t cloudy dftT. 
PerhapA tJio intermediary b the nmplc jerk (h). But certainly in 
most of Torluhire, in Shropshire, in Derbyshire, in the Midland 
oounticfl, in Lincohuhira, in Kbscx, in Kiiut, und in the South- 
western counties, it a almost extinct. One might be inclined to 
think thnt it is ooly the olassifioatioD of ' ' dropping aitchn " iiiD(«g 
aocial sina which keopfl the upiiate alive in the recuTcd dialect. 
And oven there (wh) luu fiuled to make its mark. Altbeush ac- 
knowledged and used among a lai^ section of people, (wb) i« 
olmoMt solely an artificial sound in our language. Curiously enough, 
although it has nearly disappeared wheiv wKttcn, it aecms to re- 
appear occasionally in mome (u-) fractures, not merely lu a remnant 
of A, as when ngs. ham crops up as (whoo'm) homt, but where there 
1a no original A, as when ags. du becomes (wh6o't«). oaU. This is, 
howerer, not usoal. The familiar dinlectnl writing whoan, vhtaU, 
o£ eourae proves nothing ; Imt from Mr. C. C. RobinHon, for York- 
shire, I heard a diAiaot i^wh) in euch wonht us he hiu so written 
ImIow. 

Accordiiig to the some authoritr, there soema also te be in tbe 
very vulgar form of hci.-ds diulcct an inserted (h) jeik after rarUin 
cpnsoaiiuta, wberv (t, d) arc lo«l in a p^Tmissive (j), see (1381, J^, 
and other curiuus phsnomvDA occur, which will bo dfUilt^ here- 
after. This jerk (h) certainly often occura after consonanU in Irish, 
and rrfquin-s cujvful inreatigation, in relation to the Indian poat- 
anpimtcd conaonanta (1137, c), and their subsequunt treatment in 
European longuagea. 

Bt-t'oiT (o, i), the consonantal (w, j) are very apt to dianprwar, 
and whenr that is the cose, it may be nutli to inst«t very strongly on 
the ilifTerenoo between theae ooBsoiunts, and the eon-sonanla, or 
profniclunil (u-, i-). When howorer (wu-, n-) occur, tho ooato- 
nantaj change ia effected. 

The contributions mode to coaaomintal philology by the ubwno* 
tions on dialects aru therefore not either numerous or Qovul. They 
ore chiefly ooiifirmjitory. Ilie griwt poiut* of inttTfil arw, the oo- 
oxistcnce and diiitinct appreciation of (t .t, rt ,d) in the same or 
a^accnt dialMls; the vowelleaa syllable (t) in Torknture, Cumber- 
land, and Derbjdiin) ; the treatment of r -, tho conAisioD of (w, v); 
the paamge of the gattuTTd into (f, th, dh} ; and the flitting tnat- 
mont at A, vA. 

The reoL bearing of these changes ujwn gencnd philology eon ba 
distinctly felt only when wmelbing hke a genera] surrey of conao- 
noota and their relation to vowels has been obtained. CurionalT 
eclectic OS wo have found loDguapM to be iu the use of vowius 
(1297, a), this ia still loorB th« omq in nJatiuo to coiuoiiaBta. 
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£vcii the great r>latioii& bctveon ^'oiocd and roicclOBB coiifiuuiuiU> 
are rerj insafflciently c&rhcd out ia iiidiyiiiuul laoguAgc*, uid much 
cuiioua iufonuatioii would result ln>m "coiwonimt ideatificatLOiu " 
iu thw variwud ltiiiKuagi.-» of the world similar to thooo " vowel ideuti- 
tications" previously fiii-niiiKi^ (pp. 1300-7). Id default of thin, 
eome systctnalio arrangement must be attempted. It sc«aiR to mu that 
wc liATc:- not jaA n sufficient knowlc<lgc of thu relittioiu of (!on»onaiit« 
to each other and to voweU to do thu fwti<<factj:)rily. At cnj i-utu, 
I have not hecn nLle to form tuiy nyntem satififactory to myself, 
which should cmlmice Uie oxtrumflly complicated phciiomeDa with 
which I hitve become practically acqualDtod, wlillc Dumcroua other«, 
apparr-Dtly otill more roinpHcated, remain so vngaelj described or 
8u iDiiixewdble us to uludo me altogether. Much is mere oonjooturc.

The distinction between vnwols and ^on»onant(i in not iu funeral 
well unditrstood. The word ■ consonant ' is uitod in the vaguest 
posaible m&nncr, sometimes, as appears to mc, merely to designate 
aiphthangtidiiig Toweh which have not the stress, as (i) in the 
fracturen(ii, &), or (', a), in (iV, (.i), called y, r, re«pifC!liTo1y. The 
contruTorvy u to wbt-ro A is or is not "a letter," a vowel, or a con- 
sonant, points to this. Hi'ituc the importanoe of first iDquiritig 
what are th« olaaKS of wuiidit which we have to consider. I cannot 
HUppo&c Uuit the following analyeis is exhaustive ; but it will at least 
luuwur the present purpose better than uuy other which I could 
cite.

The closdiilcatioii of consonants gecerally- ralatM to thoae ui 9 
and 4, and rr fers to tlie posttiom of the obstmntiTe organs, and the 
aooomponying flataii or voices or abarace of both. It in fortunatelT' 
TOiy coaj to make a simple aJimn^nieot of this kind, wliich la 
essential as an elementary gatdc, but it U very dlflicult to &t into one 
scheme the immposc Tanety of forms fotiod in actual use, of which 
comjinralivfly few are faroiliar to any out* Byntt^Tnntiscr, In no 
language perhaps occur safficiout coDs»tiautx tu construct a perfect 
scheme. But in tbi? old Sonscnt tongue, as reduced to tbc Devanfi- 
garl cbaracter, there WRa a gmnd <Ievi>]opmeiit of the surd (voice- 
lewi) and Mnitnt (voiced) Hnrirt of th« clwsN in 4, and 3, e, ii. 
above, and a full conception of the dilTcreneea of flatus, voice, and, 
08 I thinb, blf«t, OB well as nasality. The Indian put Hie earlier 
European ptiounloguts to shame in this rcspoet. Thcf wore vcir 
aL-ntci, not merely in tlic aDaljnn.1, but in the fiyntlieiufl of aounda, and, 
aa br aa tbetr mcutix extended, did not hmtoto to indicate every 
change, and even pointed oot in their eummentorieB under whut 
urcnmstaaces Bounds were generated synthcticall}- which hod qo 
alphabetic ehitmcter. That this penenitlve action is iu full force in 
India at ttn- pn-writ ilny we liitve alrwady seen in remarkable 
instances (1138, A' t« 1139, i'). But the language waa axtrenwlT 
deficient in voweU, in diphtbongit, in buxzes, and in gjottids, ana 
hrnco waa sot suited aa the basis of a claaoificfltion which should 
include even Semitae sounds. Still, as one of the earliest, and down 
to the present day one of the acntert, and ft* enibrai^ing the earliest 
forms of speech to which our own language belonged, it should be 
first consiacred. If the oM commentators had paid equal attention 
to the Indian diale^itd, little would have remained to he done now. 

In the following table 1 liave eodeavoured to exhibit the old 
Indian clflasiflcatkin, giving it fii^ in the tmoscriptiou of Banftcrit 
nscd by Prof. "Whitney, and tuwndly in the polaeotypic otiuivolcnta 
which result iivm my own inveRtigatiooa (pp. 1 136-1 HO, and 
pUces there cited). And as the old phoaolc^csl treiiti»e« are not 
remarkably accessible, I give th« text and translation of the nilee 
bearing on this classificiition in Prof. Whitney's Atharut'Vfia 
Prdtt\alihya, with additions from his notes. The gonend reader 
will tlins, for the flrnt time, be put into a poaition to undentand 
an earlv uativo cloaaifii-atiun of an alphabetic ^atem which is the 
foundation of hii> own. 

In tills clusnficntioa the repetition of aome letters in different 
daitw^ is due to difference of opinion In nadve commentators. In 
the palaeotypic inter^iivtattoa the oerobrak ore still distinguished as 
(t n X a), as proposed on (t09C, *"). The y r ore marked aa (j r), 
but I believe them to Imre been oripinaUy diphthongiring vowels, 
as (ifi ii, mA iu), and to have been only rcitntly squeezed into (J t), 
compare ( 1 103, i). Alao the (ce oo) are retained, becauae it is clear 
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that tbeae junfltnrcA of (tU &ii) wero eetablisfaod at the time of tlie old 
inles cited, though the original diphttiongul form mluiits of no doubt. 
When (J i ii eo &u) come tugutliur, tbvrvfurc, in this talilu, tUej' 

firopcrly iUuRtratti the vowel (i) only, of which (il) u the mure pro- 
ongutioa ; (j) and (iai) shew tlie inittul uud fical diplithonguing 
form*, uud (pu) the junL-turo from (4i). Similftrly fur (v u ou oo tan).

care. lliA cooHonantJil nchf^mo profeswd to bu {>un-ly phytU'dogicMU, 
and hcuuv to bo uppliu&blo to all limguagcs, ullhough his vowel 
•chcme, founded on the triangle aLrcndy exhibited (12U7, e), waa 
purely literary. Mr. Meh-ille Bl-IVb Bt;b(>me is physiologiciil both. 
for rowels and conminuntA, and, though hi» physiological knowledge 
in of course greatly inferior to that of such an eminent profe^iioDal 
phyriologiitt as Bnickc, and hcnco makes default in hidden laryngal 
actions, he has produced u system which is lulmirahle in itti general 
ammgemcntfl. Bnt it is quite impoasiblo that any onu with a 
limited knowledge of tho Hring habits of apoakera can snoeced urcu 
in the imalysiB, much Ipstt iu tht- Hyuthcms, of spokeu soundit. lu 
pondeiing over the po^ibilitios of vocal effects producibk by our 
organs of speech, we arc constantly liable to umil forms quite com- 
mon to other natiom, becatuo Uiey arc totally uufumiliar to our- 
Mlvoti, wbilv we may excogitate tbeorvticul wunds whieh no one 
has ever adopted. I shall conclude, therefore, by fipviiig two 
arrangonent* of winwnanta which have been chiefly formed by an 
exauiinatjou of i«UDd» heard, and not so much by hypothetical 
cunstriinlion. Of course thc«e two systriTui arc not purely obsen'a- 
tional or purely literary. Doth .Hchemes inevitably contain soma 
thcoroticul sounds suggested by othora obscr^Td, and both cloiuifica- 
tion:« arc more or less founded on the organ? in or near contact. 

Thf! first of these ia Prof. Huldemiin's (1186, d), which haa 
already been glvrn for EugliBh ouly (U89, c], so that no luDg 
oxplaoatxons will he neceseary. The great peculiariticit of Trof. 
Haldentan'-i investigations are — 1) an exami&Htion of litemry lun- 
goagee, when poBsible by personal audiUon; 2] an extiniination of 
numy Norlh Anicricmi Indian languages, wliieh other phoiiologirta 
hare diaregnnled, but which arc full of curious phenomcQa ; 3) great 
attention to !h« synthetic eCfects of flpeech sounds in modifying 
tlieir bbarart/T, and to synchctis in general; 4) in notation, an 
endeavour to make his symboU a roal oxti^naion of the Roman 
alphabet, to the extent of not astug any symbol iu on un-Latin 
sense, according to his own tluory of Latin pronunciation.

nrrangptnont.' Every one who flttctnptJ! to classify nattirnl obJMta 
— to which cat<^ry epccch-souniU an thus reduced — knows very 
well that the discovery of new objects ia ooatinually forcing him Ut 
change his niruagciQont. As in the old etorr, the giant grows too fast 
for the costle to contain him. Ji<-Rce even the PrinceV hut effort, to 
classtfy about 300 oonsoiiaiiis, i-s far from mpreme. There may be 
300 more yet to clnssify, thoaj^h many of them will doubtlwi tit 
into liis framework. Tho»c who tiike up these invest ignlion* for 
the first lime, nr with n view of condensing thn reiiults into a short 
system, thinVing that snch will be " enough for all pnrposcs " — an 
opinion generally entertained when very few pnrposM an Tcnown or 
content pin ted, — mny find in this extensive li»t a needlen amount of 
repetition nnd circume>tantiality. Granting that oonsonanta may be 
lahialiscd, or paiataiiscd, or labio-palalaliged, what need is there, 
they may tbiuk, to do more than adduce a few coses as evidcnco of 
the fact, or opinion ? Orantiog that consononta may have moderate, 
or considerable, or rorj' gn-at, or vcr\- Uttlc, energy, whut need to 
write down every case of the kind as a separate ooaeonont? But it 
certoitily i» of acientific importance to know what ca«e» of this kind ac- 
tually occur, and when we come, years henee probably, to endeavour to 
nnderetand and compare the various modes of synthesis (or syllabi- 
cation) nsed by diftorvnt nations, to understand the interaction of 
oanBonints, and their modificationa by environment and huhit of 
speech, we shall regard such distinctions as rather too few than too 
mioy. Agoin, in judging of the chnngc of worHs in Eoglioh 
diale'ots when properly attackixl — scientific phonologists fuco to face 
with native, with no literary screen between them — an accarato 
knowledge of all tboso distioctioaa will be really needed. Again, 
in attempting to saggeat origins and changes of words, even oor 
best philologists are eontinnnLly at fault, from supposing that whnt 
has happened under soniu circumstances will happen under otherv, 
not knowing how extremely eclectic difl't-n^nl speech-forms are, 
not merely in the rango of sounds used, but in the subjectJTe 
aasimiUtion of tho»c sonmls to sounds heard. Buch lists «a the 
Prince's are extremely Talunhle — but they are really only the pro- 
liminaricB of acieulific phonology. 

Id tho following li:tt I have endeavoured to rombine the Prinoe'a 
linear and tabular arrangements, Tho um of consecutive nuraben 
— continued from the vowel-list on p. 1299 — will enable anv perenn 
to identify aImo«t any Kuropeon consonant, and refer to it simply us 
B 100, B lot, etc. Each coosoaaat is occompamod by a key-word.

C«te« hia own ricw of the nature of the sO'Und. His view may not 
agree with that taken by others, who derive theim from different 
sources. It does not att<?mpt, like Briiclte'fl or BtiU'B ftohemcfl, to 
give an aceurnte pbysiolugiciil account o( each coiisonant. llut it 
M tb« view of a man, who, boru iu England, educated in Itiily, a 
good Spanish Bcholar, speaking French by right of country, ha!^ for 
more than twenty years devotfd hiniHelf lo linguistic study, [iarticii- 
lurly tA that of a language rich in strange eouuds and nututirous 
dialects, the Bacqae, whica ho has learned literally from the mouths 
of njcn, the peasants of each little hamlet, heard on the spot ; and 
who has travelled, especially to bear sounds, over England and 
Scotland and other couutrie.*; who hn» fiimiliarMed himself more or 
Ie»s accurately with Celtic and moat literary langaagen of Europe; 
who haa entered minotcly into tho phonology and construction of 
Engliyh, Freni^h, and Italian dialects, by actual contact with natives 
and intercour« (often months of intcrconrse, obtained at great oMt) 
with thoso who had studied them on the spot, causing extensive series 
of enmparativcspci^imcns to he prepared for him, in the lost few yeors 
taking up the rt^arkablo series of Uralian dialects; — a man who, 
in all tliat ho has done himBolf or through others, has worked not as 
u princely dilettante seeking amusement, but as a scholar, a man of 
letters, and a man of Bcieoce, working for the end of men of aeieaoe 
— the diacovery of natuial laws. However much any individual 
observer may, therefore, think him wrong in some details, — as io the 
daasification of the sounds native to that observer, — or in somo 
principle of classificatioD, or in some identifications, or some analyses, 
— yet us the conscientious work of one obserror, gatlieriog sounds 
from sources often acccsftihle with difficulty or not at all, and com- 
paring them together with great caro and tboughtfulnesa, — this 
aystcm of conaanant« mu»t remain for long a great mine wbenne to 
mg tho materinls for future phonologic ecliScefi. I feel porsonally 
greatly indchte<l to the Prince for having placed hie MS. nt my 
disposal for the purjKiM.'s of this work, and allowing me to edit it 
Vilh the addition of my own paloeotypio aymbols, wbieh I hure had 
greatly to augment in cooseqaenoe. A few years ago, wishing to 
complobo the table with which I began this work, tmd to identify 
my symbols with the Prince's as far as possible, X r(»queBtcd him to 
go over that Hat, mark bin own symbols in the nuigin, and add 
notes of any sounds which I bad omitted. This waa the origin of 
tho following liflt, which he be(;an preparing as an arrangement of 
tho other for a foreini scholar, and which finally grew to its present 
yaMt (limonmons. Tbos assoeiutod with the instrument which has 
rendered this work possible for tho printer, it is in every way fitting 
that this phonologio system should take nn honoured portion in its 
pagcf. The two lisbSj of lliu rowels and of the conaonaDts, together 
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form ibo moot complete wrieB of signs •which has been constructed, 
and will, I hope, stimulate other phonoloKists to complete it, hy tbm 
addition of extra European sounds, verified, like these, bj aetuoll 
examplM, of which those collected hy Prof, nsidomaa from Iforth ' 
Amencaa Indian languages may stirru us n specimen.

In a note to n. 1333 I gave the titlo of Wioklcr's gnmt Dia- 
Iteiieon, into which I had then merely pcppccl. Tt woa not till after 
reofliving the firvi proofe of the preceding abstruct af Schmeller's 
reacnrchc* on t!io companitivo phonology of the Bavarian accLiou of 
ni^h GenaaQ dialects, that I bocnme fully aware of the nccosaity 
of ddvotiog even more space to ^^ing on account of Winklor'a coU 
iMttoiu of Low Oennan uid I'rivsitui dinkct«. SchmoUt'r'a t&- 
Korches tlievr the influeace of pr«ci8<?ly siiuiLai* forces to tJiose wltich 
hflre act«<l in producing the varieties of oar own dialectal pronun* 
ciatioD, working on a siater langiutge. Winklei^s researches shew 
how the proDunciution of tho Mime knfl^age »» our owti raries over 
lis natire, extra-Britiah area. Schmeller'ji rcecarcheii preiwnt mo)<t 
importxmt analogica, and thns exphun Meming anomalies. Winklor** 
oollections, by being iptvad over mch a widu region, romoTC ths 
anomalieH at once, and shew them to be part of one organic sj-stcm. 

Kuglifih is u Low (icroiuo lunipiage, muuh altered in its present 
condition, both in sound, aa wc have had occastou to Bee, and uon- 
Btruction, under tlie induence of well-known apecial circunutaacos 
which have reversed the usual rule (20, a), and hare made the 
omignint language alter with fiir gn-ster mpidity than the stay-at- 
home. On the flat laniU in tlte ifeUierliiiKU imif North Oermoay 
the Ijoyf German language baa, except in tho single province of 
Holland, ccawd to be a literary language. It ha.H therefore been 
allowed to chango organicftUy, in its native air, instead of in the 
forcing-honaei of literature. It ia chicflv now a oollection of 
peasant tongncs, like our own dialects ^t^ hire and there «omo 
solitary oxceptiano, whero the old critisens still cling to the old 
tongue they know as children, or aomc poet, Uko our own Bums, 
gives it n more than local life.' There has been no rp-ason for codi- 
fication and Qniformation. Tlie language of education in merely 
High Gcnnan, Dntob, and Frvncli, though the riergj have occa- 
sionally found it neoenary to t^peiik. to the peuGunt in the only 
language which goes to hiafaeut. Pronunciation, vocabulary, and 
grammar differ almost from Tillage to village. 

Low German is therefore much older than its apparent dnte, 
much older than English, mnch older than the English diidLcts. 
JLm I havt> gone one by one through the surpriiong collection of ex- 
ampk-s which Winkler haa bc>L-n happy enough to find and print, I 
have had most strongly foiced upon mo the conviction that Low 
German is two or three centuriea oldfr than our own dialects, and 
(hat it therefore presenta us with a resuscitation of the Efirlr Kiig- 
liah wliich wo hiivo liithcrto met witli only in the dctul uhape of old 
monuaoripts. It givea a new meaning and force to our old ortho- 
nspbies and our old manuscripts ; it shews in tiOk the dijfria amn- 
hro M-hich Iuitu bwu thrown piecemeal on our islands, and will, I 
think, allow us to reconstruct our languogo after ita true type. 

I Mr. KUavcn of Emdm, sa Boat muK bo colleetcd now ta aever. Ktco 
Friomaa, t«IU m* thiit in h\n own strMt laboDr«n in Emden (spectmaa 
cvnatiy, m wrII aa in Kngland, dialecti 87) bow tpcak Higb Ocrmaa. 
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It m&y bo said that this is nil -well known; that our Anglo- 
Sftzon and Old Saxon MSU. aud our maDy Low Qennan iipeciiaem 
have done all this already. But MSS. reprenent ahades oT dialectal 
fomui Terr fow and vtir for bclweiMi, daftortd Jy literary man ia 
the flnt iiutanee, who, knowing Lntin, and hence knowing a Ian* 
guage grnmniRticnnT taught, have enilraTosrad to force " improrod" 
oooBtnictionB on to thu'ir own Iim^tiu^^f (wo ue atiU doing so), and, 
OOBsidenn; medieval Lntin ortliogi-aphy another name for perfeo- 
tioii, have endeavoured to give a regolarily to the written forma of 
pnmaDciatioii which did not exist in ruality. So bkune ia meant 
to attach to thuee i'Uurt», wUlub, bad the lauguagu rcallr fought it* 
way to tlie literary ntagi^, would have been most valaablc, and, no 
doubt, have been mc«t valuable, in paving the way for the dialect 
wlik'li ultimutcly prcvitil<<d. It is only fur the hittorji t>f language 
thnt (tiicli treatment of langnage in lamentable. For that, it 
poisons the stream at the source, and throws the ohaervcr and 
systcmatiscr on false tracks. Bui further still, the MSS. ve 
poaaeati are but rarely original. Ther hare been traniKribed, nnd 
re-tranflcriheil, and "edited" by early writeni, to whom Iho tut 
oooception of cormct Irudition was unknown, and who indeed 
vidted to "adapt" tbem to general uao. Kxeludlug then the 
hoETore perpetrated by more modetn editors, whieh the moct modem 
are loaming to eacliuw, the oouaequenc« is that the best old writings 
were the moat exposed to literaiy deformution. It u difficult Ixo- 
qucQtly 40 discover amid tbu man of change wbat was the meanittg 
of the author : — it i>i almost impoaiible to determine wbat were th* 
tcuni* he uctnally used or nic«nt to repreeent. The manuscript 
record of longuuge reminds us, tb«n, of the geological reoori of life. 
It gapes with *'nii*«iiig linkn," and tlie very links it furnishes are i«o 
broken, unconnected, diAguis^d, rharrcd, fdlirAt^^d, distributed, that 
it requires immense ability rind infigbt to piece them into a whole. 

8uch colleetioUH as Winkler'e fiimish tll{^ missing links, erect tba 
foaail animalB, and make them hreathe and live. We have no longcT 
to gucas how such a radical change as we forcfeel on examining our 
muteunia couH have occunvd, — wo soo it occurring! And it ia this 
feeling that baa induced me to devote oo much space to an acconnt 
of Winkler's collfwtioiu. Tltose who can read Dutch should study 
the original, and pursue it into its dtUils. In tlie mean time I be- 
lieve that even the following luutilatM presentment of his work 
will prove oq« of the most eoMtntial parts of mine, by malting mj 
readers feel what mutt hare been that Earlf English, to which we 
owe the text* that our SoHetiefi are now issuing, tbem English ilia. 
Ie4-ts which still prevail in a rnntinnolly dwindling st&te, and finoUj 
the English laoguuge itwlf as it exists lo-day. 

Wtnkler'a work prt-M-nts mnny diffleolties to an Englishmnn. In 
the flnt place, it contninn 9-18* tloeety-printrd pages of Datcb* * 
language which few Knglinhmen read with the ncoonary flooDoj. 
In tlie next place, the Parable of the Prodigal Bon, which vaa 
•tloeted u ftlUcst <Kf pooMnt life, is presented in vernoDs written hf 
very oamcroui contributors, and each to bia own orthography, Tory 
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littlo, if at all modified by Wiiikkr liimwlf, nnd ofUm insafll- 
cicntly rxplninod. Theee oitfaiwraphicB are, bunercr, f^rvftUy inura 
intelligible than those used by RngliHhmcD, a«, for exainftle, in No. 
10 of thie eection, bccaui$e tlie High German, Fneiiiao, und Dutch 
oilhogrophicBare thctuselres much mom phoncticat, and livncc fvrm 
a much Bceurvr boas, U> those tbut knovr llii'iu, lUuu our own. Hut, 
in the fin4. placv, the generality of Kaglishmcn do not know them. 
Tliea their aaiinds arc decidedly different in diffcntU parts of the 
coantries, where Ocmiiui and Dut^h arc epokcn aa the languages of 
educated people. And, liustly, the sounds to be rcprcsrntrd were 
frequently not to he foand in these laognogwi, and hrncc' eigna for 
them had to bo mipplitd conrontionfllly, and of course differrnt 
writers hnvo fanciwl different orthographical cxpodient*. Hence a 
direet vompnriBon of the different dialects from the letters used in 
WinVler't4 book is not posmblo. It scented to me therefore that 
1 should be duLug wme service if I merely reduced the whole, 
albeit it but approumatifely, to my own paWotype. In working 
out this conception, I have, however, met with considciBble diffl- 
cnity, and I am fully await) how faulty many of my intcrpretalioni 
of these vcTMon^ must be, especially indelieiitcdi^tiiictiotworsound. 
But I tntKt that I come near enough for a reader who glance* 
through the following extracts to airire at general conclujioiu. 

Aa regards High German, » long residence in Dresden, and con- 
ddenble att^yation paid to the Tsricties of locnt pronunciations, 
have made me tolerably wcU aoqanint^d with its sound-i; but 1 have 
not rendcd and scarcely pasaed through the Low Gerninn districts. 
Thia oocaaioiiod me great ilifRruIties. 1 liavn not felt Kuro a.t to tlie 
eounda given in High Qennaa on the siiut Aveu which the writer 
cauo to the vowelft a (a, 0, ah), « {t, e, k\ or a (0, o, 9) ; and as to 
the diph<hong» ei {61, it, e^i), and «a (6\, x'i, by, &y, ()h'y, ce'y). 
1 have therefore, exa.<pt wlion especially waroed, contented myself 
with (a, c. o. 6i, cc'y). 1 selected (Oi) because the lato Prof. Uold- 
stijtkor of Konigsberg objected to my calling « (lli). wluL-h is the 
geneial Uiddle German sound; and 1 selected (ce'y) because Rapp 
girea this or (ah'y) as the Korth-East Qennan pronuticiation of ew, 
and because, where em was used, tlie sound (6i) appeared impowible; 
whereas even Donder* would hare said (i>/r}; aoe (1292, t^) and 
( n 01 , () for the Dutch and { 1 11 7. c) for the German. The might 
be (cB, *), I have selected (oc). Thus my towcU are (a, e, I, o, u, 
oc, y,) and (») for the unaceentwl e, unless tpeclolly warned Uiat 
ether aounds were meanty and then I hare selected the others iu the 
aeriofl on (12S5, at) which seemed to be indicated by Winkler. I 
hare treated the Dutch 8|ieUing in the same miuaer, ao that Butch 
«ii appears as (mop), k short ns (m), ai as (oj'i), etc. For particulars 
of Duteh Towels I was fortunate in having Mr. Sweet's trustworthy 
report given on p. 1292. I'or Friesian 1 have had mainly to rely on 
Winkler. But 1 received some valuable rlr^ r/kt hiutii from two 
Wat Friesian gentlemen bom at Gruuw (see specimen 87* 1h>Iow), 

" an Kast Friesian Indy bom at Emdcu (see epecimoQ 37 below). 
The reality of the bsctures, together with many points of iutezMt 
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which I have detailod in the Rpocimens cited, anil in the nutes mp- 
poBtlcd to Hivm, wore tliuH nuiilu cluar to mn. 

Tho consoiuint« prcfttultil luiuthcr difficulty. I have givcD p, b, Ici 
OS written, and u.wii (t, d) for t, d, although tho latter oufdit olmiast 
ccrtiiinly to W (,t, ji). It is a point of . considcnible iuturtwt in 
ivlutiou to EuRliali umfpi, which I hKve not yvi been ahle to wttte. 
My impr(<i«iou i» that the dental (,l, ,d)are oiiginal eren in Bnglinh, 
but ihis is scarcely more than an impremon. The (n\, l\, k\), we 
(1097, «'. U2y, c), I have not even thought of discriminating. 
Thprc were a few alhiMons to thfin, but not sofe tuoiigh for me to 
deal with. The ; tn a great dilliciiUy. Finding that the Emdon 
ladv used (gh) or cren (oh), although the spciiimcn woo writtoioB 
a High Gvrman haei!*, and hence hail simnlt ^ in all oaaee, I have 
URod (gh) for ff tliroughout ; but mjr WcH Friefiian autboritief; more 
gimcmllT used atmplu (g) initially. Thiji (gb) will bv right for 
Ilutoh dialL'vtfi no duubl^ hut may ho errouiioua initially for the 
^ortli-lDart of Germany. 

As to i, rf, final, I har© " followed copy,*' but no donbt the ntlea 
of Dutch, given at (1114, i, e), are carried oat prrtty generally. 
My Fiicsinn authorities did not wholly agroe in their practice, and 
I did not thiiili it aafe, ihuiefore, to change anything. 

Tho initial » in Qerman I liave treated as (z), and the initial §cA 
a« (ah) in tho German and (ikh) in Dutch. I hare felt doubt at 
times whether the German writer's «M did not also oceaaouatly 
mean (skh) in Low Qerman. The Outt^h tf I hare generally left in- 
definitely as (9J), the Polish sound, intermediate between (a, ah), 
and only rarrly mailo it (nh) when thia aeened certain. Tho tj m 
Frieaio I have mudo (tj, Ij, ti-), tlie lattar boforo a vowel. Ujr 
Eraden nutliority repndiuted ftsh) in such places, but my 'Veet 
Fricainn authoriliett were more mstiiietly in favour of (teh),althoDgh 
(tea-) Btill .■H'cinrd to linger. Certainly [si-, li-, tid-\ diphthongising 
with tlie following vowel, were older furms. Tho case is rimilftr to 
our nation, naiuit. The fund BrusH-ls "sneeze" (seo spocimaa 
1&6}, which Winkler writes (jtj, I have leA as (tj)>j), which, xaaj 
be called (t.sh) or (tsly), with very energetic (.shj^. 

Tho glottal r (i) is not sufficiently murker) in ^^ inkier. All the 
final r's in the North of Oennany are very donblfol. They are not 
the Italian lip-trilled {t), and at times fall into (r„) perhaiw, sea 
(1098, e). 1 have generally left them, but have sometime* written 
(t r). There is oIm a peculiar rfon tho North Coast of Gerniany, 
into which r fall^ and I am almost inclined to eoiuider this as (r.), 
which is C4^rtainly not an r in the umal »ensc of a trill, and which 
is ready to bc«omc (d, dh, 1, s) or a rowel. This is not marked by 
Winkleri and hence u left unnoticed. 

The w I hare given aa (bh), except where it is cxpreasly vtiited to 
be " Englhih w." In tho Ketlierhuids this will probably be light, 
toA all my authoritic-s u»e«) it in FricMao. The v I havo left, (r), 
eren in tho specimen!! wrilt«-n on a High German basis; bat my 
Emden autliority wid (*v), and told mc that tlio sound 1^_ 
"between'* (f) an«l(T]; and <me of my West Fritnan aathori ' ~ 
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Toltintecrpd the same remarlf. Aii initial (fr-) will be qiiito near 
CDongb, like tlie nifi;U Ut'nuim iuitiiU [ez-) miil uur HuuJ [-z»), »04 
(1104, «). The ililTircjttv ItL-tveon r, w, woa strongly luorkcd by lUl 
three. Bee also Mr. Sweet's remiu'ks (1292,?). 

The h 1 hare left us idniplt: (u). It ia no duubt oflcn (uili, ]b), 
WW {1132, d), aii<\ -n'M distinctlT no i^puken by my Ineuaa 
autboritics; but. as it is also frequently oiuitteil altogetlier, and 
also frequently rointilact^, or regularly used where no A is wHttan, 
I felt too much doubt to veaturc upon any bnt a conventional sign. 

Some other peculiarities are natca u they arise in the fipecimena. 
The account of the pronnnniation of Antwerp (specimen 160) and 
Ghent 'upcfimen Ifis] prolixcd to the mccimcnB, nnd the complete 
tnnecription of the Piirul)lc in the \Seat Fric«ian prononciation 
(Bpeolmen 87*), will be of adaistaiioc. 

Aa to tlis leujrih of thc> towuIs, I have often felt much un* 
Dtrtainty, OBpodilly in 2torth Qennany, but I have followed the rule 
of marking the rowel a» iihort unleKii the writer clearly indicated 
that it wuB long. Perhaps I bare been wronn in trealiQ^ Dutch 
M and w as repremntiug (uu, ii) ; Ur. Sweet aud L«nd both say 
that these towoIs are short in literary Dutch (that is, pure 
IJoIUodidh), except before r, but thia gives no way of expreonng 
the long sound in the dialects. It did not seem to bo a sufficicot 
Meson to make the vowel long in Low because it was long in 
High GermAn. There arc too mnny examples of exactly contrary 
usage in this rc«pect, seo the Bavatian usagca on p. 1368, col. '2. 
In literary Butch, as in English, length often determinee quality, 
but not so diiUectallr, and we hare Winkler talking of " imperfect 
vowel»" (short in cIo34m1 syUahles) being made " perfect " or **half 
perfect" (long or medial in open ^Uables). In such cases of 
course the conrerso is also true, and quality gives tiie feeling of 
iL'iijrth, see (1271, h). 

The»e remarks uu suffietcnt to show the difficulties to bo over- 
come in this reduction, and the amount of allowance that has con- 
sequently to be made by the reader for the necessarily imperfect 
transcriplioD hero presented. Enough however rvmiiius I trust, to 
make the result very valuable to the student of comparuUve 
phonology, the basis of conipnratiTe etymology. 

Winkler's work gives 186 numbered and some unnumbered 
Tcrnons of the Paroblc of the Prodigal Son, Luke xv. 1 1-32. The 
unnumbered ones are cliiefly older fornia fVom books, and there ore 
also a few other book forms, and the two last numbered spedmeiiB 
are iu a species of slang, very peculiar and interesting in other eon- 
uections, but not iu the present. Hence I have coiiHned my at- 
tention to the fint 181 numbered versions. It might be thought 
that the number could have been materially reduced without in* 
couvcuicncc. But many links of the cbuiu would thus hure beea 
Ba&ri]>ed, and the completeness with wlilch Low German and Fhcsiaa 
will be representi'd in this book from the bonlers of Bussia to the 
Land's End in England, and from Magdeburg in Qermany to 
Cuthneas in tjootlaad, would thus have b«(ai defeated. It U tlio 
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Tftiy «)nipktcnes3 of the view, in which bU these forms of speech 
nro rcppcscntL'J in one alphabet, thus reoderiag wmpariRon va^y and 
dirMjt, thnt fonns its (treat vnlne to the studfat. And tbaugh the 
Kuhjcct 1«mslatp(l is not the aumc in Enj-hmd as uhroad, yt't there 
me pnicliciully only two subjects, Winklir'^i I'aiitble and my Com- 
parative Hpecimcn; for Fiincc L. L. Bonaptuic's SoQga of Solomon 
axe giTCQ ht^Iow in glossic, and not in pidaeotj'pe. It would, of 
courbc, hare beun impo»«ibIe to ryuroduce the whole I'arable iM 
pnlai'vtyiiu. llk-nce a selcetioii of a fow venies and jihn.<«s has bocs 
mmle, the name for «ach as for as was practicable, whic'h wna Dot 
ttlwaya the l-iwc, on account of the very free treatment of the nuhject 
by eome of tlio trsaBlatora. A* imW-d each verso is fnequcntly 
treated very diflV-rently, I have thought it best to prefix in EngliAfa 
the gcnoral chnjaoter of each fraction of vente pven, and when any- 
thing out of tlic way occurs, to nnucz the txacslation in tlie specimen 
it.<«elf. All Ruch notes and additions are braokct«d, ao as nut to 
interfere with the ceneral pataeotype. Each vctbo is numbered for 
tbo aatno rvastin. 9uiuctimi» a few ■dditional vords are g:iveD. Ai 
another baftis of conipariM>n, I pre&x. the literary High German and 
Butch ver.«ioD?, as given in the usual editions used in churihvo, and 
I have uddL-d the pronuuciatiou, as well as I could, — uut dialin- 
RUishiUK (^t, ^d) howevi-r. The Author%»td £ngtitA Vrr*ion accord- 
ing to the originul ecHtioa will he found above, p. 1 1 78, and Ihc 
£n.-scntliterB[T English pronunciation of it, aa piven by Mr, Mehnlle 
ellandmyatlif, oceurs on p. 1171. The elder irifeliffitg Vtrtion ftod 
ita oonjecturol pronunciation arc given on p. 7-10; the AngtoMMH 
Vermn nnd conjcetHml pronnncialion on p. S34 ; the JUodtra let- 
landie Version of Mr. MognuMton, with the pronunriation as pithered 
fW)ra his own Ups, on p. 550; und tlio C?«Mi> yenim wilU eonjco- 
tnral pronunciation on p. 561. Ucnce the comparison C4in bo 
curried backwanb* to tho oklcst rocorda, and most divergent modprn 
forma. It would of course liave been odnsable to have thu Uaniah 
and Swedish venions, and pspodally the vuHuuh Norwegian diuloctal 
forms, to compare ; but thcao 1 am not able to give. 

The arTBugement \% gteyrapl^ica!. T)ie countries and prorincca 
arc numben^d with Bomun iiumcnd!!, aud difttingaiahe<l by c^ipital 
and smalt capital letteri. WntkWs Dutch name i* generally 
placed firRt, and then the Ocniinn, English or French added, with a 
reference to the volume and page of his book. Whore be ha* dik* 
tinguished linguistic district^ a* the Low Ocmian and Fhesian, bj 
Bcparat« sub-headingn, thene have also hern inlroduced in amAU 
capitals. The place to which each Tendon relattrs is numbered in 
the UHuol Ambic numerals, and printed in Italics, first as given bj 
AVinkk-r, and then, if necessary, in Kagliiih or French, and ita irtfw 
as diittrict, city, town, small country town, Tillage, or bawlnt^ ia 
added. As the namca thus given ore not very well known, and 
indeed won aometimes uut to be found on mans, 1 [iavi.> added the 
latitnde and longitude ftom Keith Juhtintone's Index Uiwgrapluova, 
which is generally correct enough for fi»>ling Ihc place, aithoufljt I 
have detected a few glaring errors occuaiooaUy. When the 
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could not be fouad even there, I have addud the naino of Bome to^rtl 
or village which ie mtrutioDed bjr Wiukler aa a<lji»peiit, and which 
voitld he thtre found. Tho rtfa^U-r will tbert-fore find no difflciilty 
in referriflg eaeli version to its projx^r looality. The rcfcrcnee to 
Winkler is added aa boforo, and occiisionitlly a few wonlfl of ex- 
planation arc subjoinrd to the titio of the Rp^rimnn ; hut tbo 
noccanty for brevity has cauKd mc gDnprally to omit such rcinnrkti, 
and alwaf e to ahridgc what I haru giwn. I'bcy am geDcrally on 
Winhlcr's outhority, and suhstantially in his worit. 

Theso arrangements preclude tho neceK»ity of an indt-x. The 
student Jixicg on any word In any versD can truco it through its 
variuuB forms witli great rapidity.

The word 12 luaU was Bcluctcd 
wiUi cspeeial n<ren'nc« to the forms in Havelok, suprA p. 473, and 
it thuN appears ttiat there vt no occanoa to aNnmuc; Danish influenca 
for such a form as to deyle, but that Low German forms fully sufflca ;

Th« luss of (dh) in mo«t Low Otrmsa 
dialect« and its prfM-nntion in Anglosaxon, English, nad Danish 
(thv Lit<t otily final and medial), or its transformatioD into (th), is • 
point which s(iU requires investigation. 

The loss of final -rf, cither by possinjr through (r ) or (i) and then 
Tocaliflinp to (n), or by poseiapr thnraph (j) and then vorali-^inp to 
(i), is n^markahlu. Wu Imvt.- thu uid Latin and modem Italian 
loss of final -d in rjiiite another domnin. But in Low German it 

Sn-»cuts peculiar features, and it is further complicated by its modial 
isappcorance. Comimre cei>L>ciuUy tho various forms of 1 1 Mad^ 
\& fiii or lu*dt \6/athtr, ii tUlhn, 27 brot&tr, iind again after J, 
as _^J, and after n, 24 /own/, and 29 frintU. The tnatmeat of 
n in such coses ua (q) in many dialects is aingalar, as is alao Um 
frequent lengtlit-niut; of ttiw vowel preceding (q).

/ in 23 calf Khould hove been almost umformly retained is, in eon- 
sideration of the loss of i, and frequent loss of / bi-forc t in 2S m, 
Tcry remarkable.

The (gh) has already bt'cn referred to. On the locality whence tmi 
ancestors i«me, its Lxistcnco in umloubted. Even Holstrincrs are ao- 
coscdof Miying(khuu-torKhot), and we know that Burlincnt indulge 
in (jhu tor Jot). Tha change of (gh) to (j) is not tmfire^ent in the 
word IB, 31. ymt, Combiotd with the elubamle Icelandic tnatmenl 
of ^ (Bee p. 543), Etadthc EjiKl>Bb reductions of Angloeaxony.it renden 
the Ruttund character of this luMt letter (612, d) nearly certain. 

Tiie<w hints are merely for tlie purpose of drawing attt-ntion to 
ntne salient points which hare engaged oar attention hitherto. The 
Low Qennun sveniB ulmo«t to wttle some of theee duiputed potntl^ 
cspocitilly long I, ei and at', and final -#. Ak to the open and clow 
t and o, their treatment has been remarkably difTen'nt. Tliey haTa 
Moerally been distinguUfaed by thb different counes which tbej 
oare run ; hnt this has bv no means always fi&roured the change 
of the eloso to (ii, ua), and Uie nre^wrvation of the open. On th«i 
contrary, tho close tend to (ei, uu), and the open to (i*, u*). 
This baetnriDg is very remarkable at Antwerp (Bpedinen 160), and 
when completed by a juncttiring, would ontn bad to preei««ly 
wponte resnlta, making the open rowels thin, aa (ii, no), and the 
eloM vowels diphthonKul, us (ut, 6u), which remit again in brood (jem, 
00, 39, Aft).

For many of the diphthongs and fhicturcs extreme diffl- 
culty is felt in determinlog the pontion of stress, the length of ths 
elements, and the quality of the element not uudar the stress. Tbtt 
pecoliarities of intonation, which ure locally most cbancUnstiei 
arc as yet phonetically unchaiacteTuccd. 

For thoMR who tumply regard dialectal talk as " fimny," ** odd,** 
" curious," '* ridiculous," or " vulgar," such like difficulties do not 
exist. £Tcn philologirt^ who hare wrapped thcmHelven up in their 
garment of fiomon letters, oa muncians in their eqoally tempe««d 
drab, wiU not care for tbem. But as no scientific theory of concord 
can he eTolred from the blurred rcprewmtotion or rather caricatuia 
of cannonance which this temperament can nlone produeo, so no 
sricntific theory- of organio change of words, which forms the stapls 
of philology, can bo duluced from the i - mplete, dazzting, puzzling, 
Tsrying, cratography which I^tin letters can ahmo present. Tbie 
great object of thi^ work bus been flpoffl bcDeath this heary cloak to 
tnoe the living farm, with the pure plnlologicDl purpose u ainTing 
at seientifio theoties which i^JuUl help an to derive the pffo s cat bum 
the past of langoage. The n-sult cm be but u rough a p prexi — Ika 
after all. But in forming on estimate for any work it is nsoal to 
caknlate to farthings, and then lay on a brood margin for oonttD- 
gfloey. So here we most endeavour to trace to the minntest details^ 
however nbsoidly small they may appear, and then allow a wide 
"debetcable land " for inevitable errors. The nature of such a land 
is well enough shewn by an example in the preceding iotroductoiy 
remarks (pp. 1371-3). Tho nature of the details is Bbrwn in 
Nos. 6 and 7 (pp. 1265-13d7\ Tbe guide to an appreciation of 
tho KngUfth law j of change will be found in the changes so canfUttr 
tabulated t^ SchmeOer brBararian High Oennao(pp. 13A7-136g), 
a language deaoeaded from the same remoto eornmon ancestor as our 
own, and thooe which can be inferred from Wtnklei^a ooUectioni 
(1^ 187^1428) for descendants on the original soil from the saine 
progenitor. With this p rep arat ion we will endeavour to inreatigat* 
the pbonotogT of existing BagliBh dialedB themselrea, aa a ala a to 
the radically dialectal English of dot fordathns. 
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
